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DISALLOWANCE 

ALBERTA  ACT. 

{Order  in  Council,  P.C.  676,  dated  25th  March,  1939.) 

The  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  have  had  under  consideration  the 
annexed  report  from  the  Minister  of  Justice,  dated  21st  March,  1939,  upon  the 
undermentioned  Acts  of  the  Legislature  of  the  Province  of  Alberta,  entitled: 

1.  "An  Act  to  Amend  the  Debt  Adjustment  Act,  1937"  (Ch.  27,  Statutes 
of  1938); 

2.  "An  Act  to  Amend  the  Limitation  of  Actions  Act,  1935"  (Ch.  28, 
Statutes  of  1938); 

3.  "An  Act  Respecting  the  Suspension  of  Proceedings  in  respect  of 
certain  kinds  of  Debts"  (Ch.  25,  Statutes  of  1938); 

4.  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the  Temporary  Increase  in  Taxes  Payable 
by  Banking  Corporations"  (Ch.  8,  Statutes  of  1938); 

5.  "An  Act  to  amend  and  consolidate  the  Tax  Recovery  Act,  1929"  (Ch. 
82,  Statutes  of  1938) 

received  by  the  Secretary  of  State  on  the  23rd  day  of  April,  1938. 

The  Committee  concur  in  the  views  of  the  Minister  of  Justice  as  set  out 
in  the  said  report  and  advise  that  a  copy  hereof  and  of  the  attached  report 
of  the  Minister  of  Justice,  if  approved,  be  transmitted  to  the  Lieutenant-

To  His  Excellency  The  Governor  General  in  Council: 

The  undersigned  has  the  honour  to  report  that  in  the  month  of  June  last,  action  on  peti- 
tions to  disallow  five  statutes  of  the  Province  of  Alberta  (authentic  copies  of  which  had  been 
received  by  the  Secretary  of  State  on  the  23rd  April,  1938)  was  deferred  on  the  grounds  that  an 
appeal  in  the  case  of  other  related  Alberta  legislation  was  pending  before  the  Privy  Council 
and  that,  in  the  case  of  some  of  the  five  statutes,  further  study  and  experience  of  them  was 
deemed  necessary. 

The  following  are  the  five  statutes  still  under  consideration: 

1.  "An  Act  to  Amend  the  Debt  Adjustment  Act,  1937"  (Ch.  27,  Statutes  of  1938); 

2.  "An  Act  to  Amend  the  Limitation  of  Actions  Act,  1935"  (Ch.  28,  Statutes  of  1938); 

3.  "An  Act  Respecting  the  Suspension  of  Proceedings  in  respect  of  certain  kinds  of  Debts" 
(Ch.  25,  Statutes  of  1938); 

4.  "An  Act  to  Provide  for  the  Temporary  Increase  in  Taxes  payable  by  Banking  Corpora- 
tions" (Ch.  8,  Statutes  of  1938); 

5.  "An  Act  to  Amend  and  Consolidate  the  Tax  Recovery  Act,  1929"  (Ch.  82,  Statutes 
of  1938). 

Judgment  of  the  Privy  Council  has  since  been  given  in  the  case  of  the  appeal  above-men- 
tioned and  it  has  been  held  that  a  certain  measure  for  the  taxation  of  banks  is  ultra  vires  as  being 
part  of  a  general  scheme  to  create  a  new  economic  era  in  the  province.  The  Lord  Chancellor 
pointed  out  that  at  the  time  when  the  Bill  for  the  taxation  of  banks  was  passing  through  the 
Legislature,  the  most  profound  and  far-reaching  changes  in  the  operation  of  commerce,  trade 
and  finance  were  intended  by  Bills  before  the  provincial  legislature  and  by  Acts  already  passed. 
The  petitioners  contend  that  the  five  so-called  moratory,  prescriptive  and  taxing  Acts,  now 
under  consideration,  are,  in  reality,  part  of  a  general  scheme  of  confiscation,  debt  clearance 
and  prohibition  designed  to  drive  out  banks  and  other  Dominion  institutions  in  order  to  make 
way  for  a  new  economic  era. 
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The  first  mentioned  Act  to  Amend  the  Debt  Adjustment  Act,  1937,  adds  a  new  Part  II  thereto 
whereby  a  resident  debtor  is  enabled,  upon  certifying  to  his  assets  and  debts  and  asserting  his 
inability  to  pay,  to  require  the  Debt  Adjustment  Board  to  issue  a  certificate,  and  thereafter  no 
proceedings  in  the  nature  of  execution,  sale  or  foreclosure,  in  respect  of  debts  incurred  before 
1st  July,  1936,  may  be  taken  or  continued  without  the  consent  of  the  Board.  Meanwhile,  no 
dealings  by  the  debtor  with  his  assets  (with  his  creditors  or  otherwise)  shall  have  any  validity, 
force  or  effect  unless  made  with  the  consent  of  the  Board  and  the  Board  has  wide  powers  to 
receive  and  dispose  of  crops  and  livestock  and  to  distribute  any  surplus  (after  providing  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  debtor  and  his  family)  amongst  the  creditors  in  such  manner  as  the 
Board  "may  deem  fair  and  equitable".  In  pith  and  substance,  this  is  legislation  in  relation 
to  "Bankruptcy  and  Insolvency",  a  subject  assigned  by  the  British  North  America  Act  to  the 
Parliament  of  'Canada.  Parliament  has  enacted  The  Bankruptcy  Act  and  The  Farmers'  Cre- 
ditors Arrangement  Act,  but  the  province  has  now  purported  to  set  up  a  rival  or  competing 
system  based,  however,  upon  administrative  discretion  rather  than  established  rules  of  law. 
The  petitioners  submit  this  Act  is  unconstitutional,  which  view  is  shared  by  the  undersigned 
and,  consequently,  the  courts  may  be  relied  upon  to  relieve  the  petitioners. 

The  second  mentioned  Act  to  Amend  The  Limitation  of  Actions  Act,  1935,  provides  that 
in  the  case  of  debts  or  contracts  ante-dating  1st  July,  1936,  actions  for  the  recovery  of  money 
as  a  liquidated  demand  and  for  the  foreclosure  of  mortgages  or  the  sale  of  land  and  certain  other 
actions  must  be  commenced  before  1st  July,  1940;  otherwise,  they  are  barred  or  prescribed. 
These  debts  or  contracts,  therefore,  will  be  enforceable  after  1st  July,  1940,  only  if  and  to  the 
extent  that  new  agreements  may  have  meanwhile  been  entered  into  by  the  parties.  The  appli- 
cation of  this  Act  is  not  certain  but  it  appears  to  relate  to  debts  which  will  not  even  have  matured 
on  the  1st  July,  1940,  as  well  as  to  matured  obligations.  Moreover,  it  is  represented  that  even 
where  a  new  agreement  by  way  of  adjustment  or  compromise  is  entered  into  between  a  mort- 
gagor and  a  mortgagee,  it  is  doubtful  whether  the  ordinary  remedies  of  a  mortgagee  to  enforce 
payment  are  restored.  Proceedings  for  foreclosure,  sale,  recovery  of  possession,  seizure  or 
distress,  remedies  deemed  essential  for  the  protection  of  a  mortgage  investment,  are  not  restored. 

It  is  represented  by  the  petitioners  that  in  ever  increasing  numbers,  debtors  (regardless  of 
their  financial  condition)  are  refusing  to  pay  or  to  compromise  with  their  creditors,  relying  upon 
the  Debt  Adjustment  Board  to  prevent  any  action  being  taken  against  them  and  hoping  and 
expecting  that  on  the  1st  July,  1940,  they  will  be  debt  free.  The  statute  provides  for  wholesale 
repudiation. 

Not  the  least  objectionable  feature  of  this  legislation  is  the  fact  that  it  probably  will  affect 
the  debts  of  farmers  whose  affairs  have  been  adjusted  under  the  Farmers'  Creditors  Arrange- 
ment Act  or  otherwise.  In  these  cases,  it  has  not  been  the  practice  in  the  past  to  require  the 
farmer  to  sign  renewal  agreements  so  that  these  adjusted  debts  will  be  affected  in  the  same 
way  as  other  debts  incurred  prior  to  1936.  More  than  six  thousand  five  hundred  (6,500)  farmers 
have  had  their  affairs  adjusted  in  Alberta  under  the  Farmers'  Creditors  Arrangement  Act  and 
the  indebtedness  involved  in  the  adjustments  amounts  to  approximately  $58,000,000.00  while 
the  reduction  in  indebtedness  effected  amounts  to  about  $23,000,000.00. 

This  statute  has  created  a  great  state  of  uncertainty  as  to  the  debt  situation  in  the  province 
so  much  so  that  the  Superintendent  of  Insurance  reports  that  the  Companies  under  his  super- 
vision lending  money  in  Alberta  are  very  seriously  affected  and  cannot  with  the  accuracy  desired 
report  their  financial  condition  as  required  by  law. 

The  third  mentioned  Act  respecting  the  Suspension  of  Proceedings  in  respect  of  certain  kinds 
of  Debts  prohibits  the  continuation  or  commencement  of  any  proceedings  whatsoever  to  enforce 
payment  of  debts  arising  out  of  contracts,  agreements  or  covenants  expressed  or  implied,  with 
certain  exceptions.  Debts  owing  to  the  Crown  and  by  employers  to  their  wage-earners,  by  indi- 
viduals to  other  individuals  and  by  non-residents,  are  some  of  the  debts  excepted  from  the  opera- 
tion of  the  Act;  the  Act  suspends  proceedings  with  regard  to  debts  owing  to  corporations  but 
not  to  debts  they  owe.  While  it  purports  merely  to  effect  a  moratorium  it  is  so  discriminatory 
in  character  that  the  petitioners  represent  it  to  be  "part  and  parcel"  of  the  unconstitutional 
scheme  of  debt  repudiation.    It  has  not  yet  been  brought  into  force  by  proclamation. 

The  fourth  mentioned  Act  respecting  the  Temporary  Increase  in  Taxes  Payable  by  Banking 
Corporations  provides  that  taxes  payable  by  the  banks  under  the  Corporations  Taxation  Act 
are,  for  the  years  1938  and  1939,  increased  by  fifty  per  cent.  The  surtax  thus  imposed  amounts 
to  about  $107,000.00  a  year.  It  is  a  special  tax  payable  in  each  of  two  years  by  banks  only 
and,  it  is  submitted  by  the  petitioners,  is  to  be  regarded  as  prohibitive,  being  of  such  magnitude, 
to  quote  further  from  the  recent  judgment  of  the  Privy  Council,  that  if  it  were  applied  by  each 
of  the  other  provinces  "it  would  have  the  effect  of  preventing  banks  from  carrying  on  their 
businesses".  It  is  also  submitted  by  the  petitioners  that  it  is  ultra  vires  because  (to  use  the 
words  of  the  Lord  Chancellor  in  the  recent  Alberta  appeal)  it  is  a  "highly  selective  measure", 
"discriminatory",  "prohibitive",  and  "singling  out".  In  these  circumstances,  it  would  seem 
probable  that  the  courts  would  hold  this  statute  to  be  ultra  vires. 

The  fifth  mentioned  Act  to  amend  and  consolidate  The  Tax  Recovery  Act,  1929,  provides 
for  the  reversal  of  the  usual  procedure  for  the  disposition  of  property  by  way  of  tax  sale.  By 
Section  21  (2)  the  owners  or  members  of  his  family  may  redeem  the  land  (by  payment  of  the 
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tax)  and  acquire  a  title  free  of  encumbrances;  the  debtor  is  thus  enabled  by  means  of  a  tax 
sale  to  extinquish  the  mortgage.  However,  it  is  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  mortgagee  can 
himself  redeem  by  paying  the  taxes.  Furthermore,  if  as  is  represented,  the  Act  encourages 
non-payment  of  taxes,  one  would  expect  that  the  municipalities  themselves  would  seek  to  rectify 
the  situation.  The  undersigned  has  not  been  satisfied  that  the  statute  has  resulted  in  general 
refusal  to  pay  taxes  in  the  hope  of  extinguishing  mortgages  by  means  of  tax  sales. 
For  the  reasons  above  mentioned,  the  undersigned  recommends: 

(1)  that  the  Act  to  amend  The  Limitation  of  Actions  Act,  1935  (Ch.  28,  Statutes  of 
1938)  be  disallowed; 

(2)  that  the  Act  to  amend  The  Debt  Adjustment  Act,  1937  (Ch.  28,  Statutes  of  1938); 
and  the  Act  Providing  for  The  Temporary  Increase  in  Taxes  Payable  by  Banking  Corpora- 
tions (Ch.  8,  Statutes  of  1938)  and  the  Act  respecting  The  Suspension  of  Proceedings  in  respect 
of  certain  kinds  of  Debts  (Ch.  25,  Statutes  of  1938);  and  the  Act  to  amend  and  consolidate 
The  Tax  Recovery  Act,  1929  (Ch.  82,  Statutes  of  1938)  be  not  interfered  with. 

The  undersigned  further  recommends  that  a  copy  of  this  report,  if  approved,  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  Province  of  Alberta  for  the  information  of  his  Govern- 
ment.

Whereof  the  Lieutenant  Governor  of  the  Province  of  Alberta  and  all  other 
persons  whom  it  may  concern,  are  to  take  notice  and  govern  themselves  accord- 
ingly.

ber 31,  1939,  unless  sooner  rescinded  by  Order  in  Council.

Act,  1939,  for  the  issuing  by  and  with  the  authority  of  His  Majesty  the 
King  of  an  Instrument  of  Ratification  passed  under  the  Great  Seal  of 
Canada. 

Now,  Therefore,  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  in  Council,  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  External  Affairs,  concurred  in 
by  the  Secretary  of  State  of  Canada,  is  pleased  to  authorize  and  doth  hereby 
authorize  the  Secretary  of  State  of  Canada  to  affix  the  Great  Seal  of  Canada 
to  an  Instrument  of  Ratification  of  the  Canada-United  States  of  America  Trade 
Agreement,  prior  to  the  presentation  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  External 
Affairs  of  such  Instrument  to  His  Majesty  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  the 
Royal  Signature.

State  for  External  Affairs  of  such  Instrument  to  His  Majesty  for  the  purpose 
of  receiving  the  Royal  Signature.

[Assented  to  5th  April,  1939.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows: — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Penitentiary  Act,  1939.  short  title. 

2.  In  this  Act,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  definitions.

(g)  "trade  instructors"  includes  bakers,  blacksmiths,  2E?!i 
carpenters,  masons,  millers,  shoemakers,  stonecutters, 
tailors  and  persons  employed  to  superintend  any  in- 
dustrial department  or  to  direct  and  instruct  convicts 

in  any  branch  of  labour; 

(h)  "Vice-Chairman"  means  the  Vice-Chairman  of  the  "Vice-

4.  (1)  There  shall  be,  under  the  direction  and  control 
of  the  Minister,  a  Commission  to  be  known  as  The  Peni- 
tentiary Commission  consisting  of  three  commissioners 
who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  in  Council  and 
who  shall  hold  office  for  a  period  of  ten  years  from  the  date 
of  appointment. 

(2)  A  commissioner  may  be  removed  from  office  for 
cause  at  any  time  by  the  Governor  in  Council. 

(3)  A  commissioner  shall  cease  to  hold  office  on  becoming 
permanently  incapacitated  in  the  opinion  of  the  Governor 
in  Council,  or  on  reaching  the  age  of  sixty-five  years. 

(4)  The  Governor  in  Council  may,  from  time  to  time, 
designate  one  of  the  commissioners  to  be  the  Chairman 
and  another  to  be  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Commission. 

(5)  Each  commissioner  shall  devote  his  whole  time  to 
the  business  of  the  Commission; 

(6)  Each  commissioner  shall  be  paid  such  sum  for  his 
services  as  the  Governor  in  Council  may,  from  time  to 
time,  determine. 

(7)  Two  commissioners  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

(8)  Any  act  or  thing  required  or  authorized  to  be  done 
by  the  Commission  may  be  done  by  any  one  or  more  of  the 
commissioners  as  the  Minister  may,  by  regulation,  direct.

(c)  such  other  purposes  as  may  be  necessary  or  expedient

The  Minister  shall  submit  to  the  Governor  in  Council 
an  annual  report  upon  the  penitentiaries,  prisons  and  other 
institutions  under  his  control,  to  be  laid  before  both  Houses 
of  Parliament  within  the  first  twenty-one  days  of  each 
session  thereof,  showing  the  state  of  each  penitentiary, 
prison  or  other  institution,  and  the  amounts  received  and 
expended  in  respect  thereof,  with  such  further  information 
as  he  deems  requisite. 


Annual  1 5.  The  Commission  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the 

Commission.  Minister  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  September  in  each 
year,  which  shall  contain  a  full  and  accurate  statement  of  the 
state,  condition  and  management  of  the  penitentiaries  under 
its  control  and  supervision  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year, 
together  with  such  suggestions  for  the  improvement  of  the 
same  as  it  may  deem  necessary  or  expedient,  accompanied 
by  such  reports  of  the  officers  of  the  penitentiaries,  and 
financial  and  statistical  statements  and  tables  as  it  deems 
useful  or  as  the  Minister  directs.

the  written  instructions  of  the  Commission. 

(2)  In  all  cases  not  provided  for,  and  where  the  Commis- 
sion cannot  readily  be  consulted,  the  warden  shall  act  in 
such  manner  as  he  deems  most  advantageous  in  the  public 
interest. 

(3)  He  shall  be  responsible  for  the  faithful  and  efficient 
administration  of  the  affairs  of  every  department  of  the 
penitentiary,  and  he  shall  reside  at  the  penitentiary.

35.  No  officer,  on  the  permanent  staff  of  a  penitentiary,  Warden,  etc.,

37.  (1)  To  any  officer  whose  conduct  has  been  good, 
and  who  has  been  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties, 
who 

(a)  is  compelled  to  retire  from  the  service  on  account  of 
some  mental  or  physical  infirmity  or  injury  which  unfits 
him  for  the  performance  of  his  duty;  or 
(b  )  may  be  retired  to  promote  efficiency  or  economy ;  and 
(c)  is  not  entitled  to  a  superannuation  allowance  under 
any  Act  in  that  behalf  in  force; 
a  gratuity,  or  retiring  allowance  may  be  given,  calculated 
at  the  rate  of  a  half  month's  salary  for  each  year  of  his 
service,  up  to  five  years,  and  a  month's  salary  for  each  year 
of  service  in  excess  of  five  years,  based  on  the  salary  that 
such  officer  was  in  receipt  of  at  the  time  of  his  retirement: 
Provided  that  the  retiring  allowance  authorized  by  this 
subsection  shall  not  be  paid  to  any  officer  if  he  is  eligible  to 
receive  compensation  in  respect  of  the  infirmity  or  injury 
which  has  compelled  his  retirement  from  the  service  under 
and  in  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  the  Government  Employees9 
Compensation  Act. 

(2)  Such  retiring  allowance  may  be  increased  by  one- 
half  the  amount  thereof  if  the  infirmity  or  injury  which 
compels  such  officer  to  retire  from  the  service  is  occasioned 
by  any  hurt  received  by  him  in  the  performance  of  his  duty, 
without  fault  or  negligence  on  his  part,  at  the  hands  of  any 
convict,  or  in  preventing  an  escape  or  rescue,  or  in  suppressing 
a  revolt:  Provided  that  in  no  case  shall  the  retiring  allow- 
ance of  any  officer  be  so  increased  if  he  is  eligible  to  receive 
compensation  in  respect  of  the  infirmity  or  injury  which  has 
compelled  his  retirement  from  the  service  under  and  in 
virtue  of  the  provisions  of  the  Government  Employees1  Com- 
pensation Act. 

(3)  Except  as  hereinafter  otherwise  provided,  the  eligi- 
bility of  any  officer  to  be  paid  such  a  gratuity  shall  not  be 
affected  by  his  having  heretofore  or  hereafter  become  a

53.  (1)  The  sheriff  or  other  officer  or  person  employed 
by  competent  authority  to  convey  any  convict  to  any 
penitentiary  to  which  such  convict  is  ordered  to  be  taken, 
either  by  sentence  of  a  court  or  by  order  of  the  Chairman, 
or  in  his  absence  the  Vice-Chairman,  as  in  the  last  pre- 
ceding section  mentioned,  may  secure  and  convey  him 
through  any  county  or  district  through  which  he  has  to 
pass  in  any  of  the  provinces  of  Canada.

authority  and  power  over  and  with  regard  to  such  convict, 
and  to  command  the  assistance  of  any  person  in  preventing 
his  escape,  or  in  recapturing  him  in  case  of  an  escape,  as 
the  sheriff  of  the  territorial  division  in  which  he  was  con- 
victed would  himself  have,  in  conveying  him  from  one  part  of 
that  division  to  another.

(3)  A  convict  remaining  from  any  cause  in  a  penitentiary 
after  the  termination  of  his  sentence,  shall  be  under  the 
same  discipline  and  control  as  if  his  sentence  were  still 
unexpired. 

(4)  On  the  first  day  of  March,  a  list  shall  be  made  of  all 
the  prisoners  whose  sentences  have  expired  during  the  three 
preceding  months,  and  who  are  still  in  prison,  according  to 
the  dates  when  their  sentences  expired;  and  according  to 
such  order  they  shall  be  discharged,  one  convict  on  the  said 
first  day  of  March,  and  one  on  every  day  thereafter,  until 
the  whole  are  discharged. 

(5)  Whenever  the  term  of  any  prisoner's  sentence  expires 
on  a  Sunday  or  a  statutory  holiday  he  shall  be  discharged 
on  the  day  preceding,  unless  he  desires  to  remain  until  the 
day  following. 

(6)  Every  convict  under  sentence  for  a  term  not  less  than 
two  years,  shall,  upon  his  discharge  or  release,  either  by 
expiration  of  sentence,  conditional  liberation  or  otherwise, 
be  furnished,  at  the  expense  of  the  penitentiary,  with  a  suit 
of  clothing  other  than  prison  clothing,  and  with  trans- 
portation to  the  place  at  which  he  received  his  sentence, 
and  such  other  sum  in  addition,  not  exceeding  ten  dollars, 
as  the  warden  deems  proper. 

(7)  If  the  warden  is  of  opinion  that  a  convict,  on  being 
discharged,  does  not  intend  to  return  to  the  place  at  which 
he  received  his  sentence,  but  intends  to  go  to  some  other 
place  nearer  to  the  penitentiary,  such  convict  shall  be 
furnished  with  transportation  to  such  nearer  place,  and  not 
to  the  place  at  which  he  received  his  sentence. 

(8)  Every  convict  who  is  furnished,  pursuant  to  this 
section,  with  money  for  the  payment  of  travelling  expenses, 
or  with  a  ticket  or  tickets  for  transportation,  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  in  the  custody  of  the  warden  until  his  depar- 
ture by  railway  or  other  means  of  transportation  for  his 
destination,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  warden  to  take 
such  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  ensure  such  departure.

(c)  withhold  from  a  convict  any  such  letter,  parcel  or 
mail  matter  addressed  to  him  or  intended  for  him,  or 
destroy  it,  or  otherwise  deal  with  it  as  required  or 
authorized  by  the  rules  and  regulations; 

(d)  detain  or  destroy,  or  remove  or  obliterate  objection- 
able contents  of,  or  otherwise  deal  with,  any  letter, 
parcel  or  mail  matter  which  a  convict  desires  to  have 
sent  out  from  the  penitentiary. 


8®.  (1)  If  a  convict  dies  in  a  penitentiary,  and  the  if  convict 
assistant  commissioner,  warden  or  surgeon  has  reason  to  dies< 
believe  that  the  death  of  such  convict  may  have  arisen 
from  any  other  than  ordinary  causes,  he  shall  call  upon  a 
coroner  having  jurisdiction  to  hold  an  inquest  upon  the 
body  of  such  deceased  convict.

An  Act  to  ratify  and  confirm  the  Agreement  respecting  the 
joint  use  by  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company 
and  The  Midland  Railway  Company  of  Manitoba  of 
certain  tracks  and  premises  of  Canadian  Pacific  Railway 
Company  at  Winnipeg,  Manitoba. 

[Assented  to  2nd  May,  1939.] 

WHEREAS  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  and  The  Preamble. 
Midland  Railway  Company  of  Manitoba  have  by 
their  petition  prayed  for  the  passing  of  an  Act  authorizing 
them  to  enter  into  an  agreement  for  a  period  of  ninety-nine 
years  from  the  first  day  of  October,  1935,  covering  the  joint 
use  of  certain  tracks  and  premises  belonging  to  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway  Company  at  Winnipeg,  Manitoba,  and  it  is 
expedient  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  said  petition:  There- 
fore His  Majesty  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows : — 


1.  The  agreement  between  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Agreement 
Company,  of  the  first  part,  and  The  Midland  Railway  confirmed^ 
Company  of  Manitoba,  of  the  second  part,  dated  the  first 
day  of  October,  1935,  a  copy  of  which  forms  the  Schedule 
to  this  Act,  is  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed  and  declared  to 
be  valid  and  binding  on  the  parties  thereto  in  all  respects 
whatsoever,  as  fully  and  completely  as  if  the  said  agreement 
were  set  out  at  length  and  enacted  in  this  Act,  and,  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  the  Railway  Act,  the  parties  to  the  said  R-S.,  c.  170. 
agreement  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  do 
whatever  may  be  necessary  on  their  respective  parts  to 
give  full  effect  to  the  provisions  of  the  said  agreement. 
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SCHEDULE

Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company, 
hereinafter  called  "The  Owner" 

Of  the  First  Part, 

and 

The  Midland  Railway  Company,  of 
Manitoba,  hereinafter  called  "The  User" 

Of  the  Second  Part, 

Whereas  the  Owner  owns  and  operates  a  line  of  railway 
known  as  its  La  Riviere  Subdivision  and  a  portion  of  the 
said  subdivision  crosses  certain  streets  of  the  City  of  Winni- 
peg, in  the  Province  of  Manitoba,  known  as  Academy  Road, 
Wellington  Crescent  and  Portage  Avenue,  and  also  crosses  the 
Assiniboine  River  within  the  boundaries  of  the  City  of 
Winnipeg  aforesaid; 

And  Whereas  the  User  owns  and  operates  a  line  of 
railway  running  substantially  parallel  to  the  said  line  of 
the  Owner  where  it  crosses  said  Academy  Road,  Wellington 
Crescent  and  Portage  Avenue  and  the  said  Assiniboine  River; 

And  Whereas  the  User  desires  to  abandon  its  line  of 
railway  where  same  crosses  the  said  streets  and  river  and 
to  have  track  connections  between  its  railway  and  the  rail- 
way of  the  Owner  at  the  points  indicated  by  the  letters 
"A"  and  "B"  on  the  Plan  hereto  attached  and  to  operate 
its  trains  over  certain  tracks  of  the  Owner,  as  hereinafter 
mentioned; 

And  Whereas  the  Owner  has  agreed  thereto  upon  and 
subject  to  the  terms  and  conditions  hereinafter  contained. 

Now  Therefore  This  Agreement  Witnesseth  that, 
in  consideration  of  the  premises  and  of  the  mutual  covenants 
and  agreements  herein  contained,  the  parties  hereto  do 
hereby  mutually  covenant  and  agree  each  with  the  other 
as  follows: — 

1.  (a)  The  words  "Joint  Section' 7  wherever  they  occur 
in  this  Agreement  shall  mean  and  include  that  portion 
of  the  Right  of  Way  and  tracks  of  the  La  Riviere  Sub- 
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division  of  the  Owner  extending  from  the  point  marked  "A" 
to  the  point  marked  "B"  as  shown  in  pink  and  red  on  the 
said  Plan  hereto  annexed,  which  said  plan  is  hereby  declared 
to  be  part  of  this  Agreement,  and  all  such  additional  lands, 
railway  facilities  and  appurtenances  as  may,  pursuant 
to  paragraphs  6  and  7  hereof  or  by  mutual  agreement  between 
the  parties  hereto,  or  by  Order  of  the  Board  or  other  com- 
petent authority,  be  acquired,  set  apart,  provided  or 
constructed  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  parties  hereto, 
upon  and  under  the  terms  of  this  Agreement. 

(b )  The  word  "Board"  wherever  it  occurs  in  this  Agree- 
ment shall  be  taken  to  mean  the  Board  of  Railway  Com- 
missioners for  Canada. 

2.  The  Owner  shall,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board 
and  upon  and  subject  to  the  terms  and  conditions  herein 
contained  and  to  the  observance  and  performance  thereof 
by  the  User,  permit  the  User,  during  the  continuance 
of  this  Agreement,  to  have  its  tracks  connected  with  the 
track  of  the  Owner  at  the  said  points  marked  "A"  and  "B" 
on  the  said  Plan,  and  to  operate  its  engines,  cars  and  trains 
over  the  track  of  the  Owner  indicated  in  red  on  the  said 
Plan. 

3.  The  Owner  shall,  at  the  expense  of  the  User,  construct 
and  maintain,  in  accordance  with  detailed  Plans  to  be 
approved  by  the  Board,  the  connections  between  the  Joint 
Section  and  the  railway  of  the  User. 

4.  The  Owner  shall,  at  the  expense  of  the  User,  do  the 
work  of  installing,  operating,  maintaining,  renewing  and 
replacing  any  interlocking  or  other  safety  devices  that  may 
be  at  any  time  required  by  law  or  public  authority  or  which 
may  be  deemed  necessary  by  the  Owner  to  be  installed  at 
the  junctions  of  the  Joint  Section  with  the  railways  of  the 
parties  hereto.  The  User  shall  assume  and  pay  the  full 
cost  of  installing,  operating,  maintaining,  renewing  and 
replacing  such  connections  and  such  interlocking  or  other 
safety  devices  required  in  connection  with  said  connections, 
which  shall  include  the  wages  of  towermen  and  all  telegraph 
and  telephone  operators  required  on  account  of  such  con- 
nections and  interlockers  or  other  safety  devices. 

5.  The  Owner  shall  have  charge,  supervision  and  control 
of  the  Joint  Section  and  the  maintenance  and  operation 
thereof,  and  shall  pay  the  taxes  thereon,  if  any,  and  shall 
maintain  and  at  all  times  keep  the  Joint  Section  in  good 
condition  and  repair,  and  suitable  for  the  business  of  both 
parties  hereto,  and  shall  do  all  acts  and  things  necessary 
and  proper  for  the  operation  thereof,  and  shall  comply  with 
all  the  regulations  prescribed  by  law  or  by  any  duly  quali- 
fied public  authority  with  respect  thereto  for  the  safety 
of  the  public  or  otherwise. 
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If  the  Owner  at  any  time  shall  fail  to  keep  the  Joint 
Section  in  good  condition  and  repair  and  shall  fail  to  make 
such  repairs,  after  reasonable  written  request  by  the  User, 
the  User  may  itself  enter  the  Joint  Section  and  make  such 
necessary  repairs,  and  the  cost  thereof  shall  be  borne  by 
the  Owner  and  charged  to  maintenance  of  the  Joint  Section. 

6.  The  Owner  shall,  from  time  to  time  during  the  con- 
tinuance of  this  Agreement,  acquire  and  set  apart  for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  the  parties  hereto,  upon  and  under 
the  terms  of  this  Agreement,  such  additional  lands  as  in 
the  opinion  of  the  parties  hereto  may  be  required  for 
the  accommodation  of  the  traffic  and  business  of  the  parties 
hereto  intended  to  be  carried  on  and  done  hereunder  on 
the  Joint  Section,  as  such  traffic  and  business  are  herein- 
after defined  and  limited,  and  the  cost  or  determined  value 
of  such  additional  lands,  including  all  expense  of  and 
incidental  to  the  acquisition  and  setting  apart  thereof, 
shall,  from  the  date  of  such  acquisition  and  setting  apart, 
be  added  to  Capital  Account  and  shall  bear  interest  as 
hereinafter  provided;  Provided  that,  should  at  any  time 
there  be  any  dispute  or  difference  of  opinion  between  the 
parties  hereto  as  to  the  necessity  or  expediency  of  acquiring 
or  setting  apart  any  such  additional  lands,  such  dispute  or 
difference  shall  be  referred  for  settlement  as  provided  by 
paragraph  40  hereof. 

7.  The  Owner  shall,  from  time  to  time  during  the  con- 
tinuance of  this  Agreement,  provide  or  construct  upon 
any  land  which  shall  at  such  time  or  times  be  comprised 
in  the  Joint  Section,  such  additional  railway  facilities  and 
appurtenances,  including  station  and  other  buildings,  as 
in  the  opinion  of  the  parties  hereto  may  be  required  for  the 
operation  and  handling  of  the  traffic  and  business  of 
the  parties  hereto,  as  such  traffic  and  business  are  herein- 
after defined  and  limited,  and  shall  rearrange,  rebuild, 
alter  or  make  such  permanent  improvements,  additions 
or  extensions  to  or  substitutions  for  any  railway  facilities  or 
appurtenances  (including  buildings  and  bridges)  now  or  at 
any  time  hereafter  comprised  in  the  Joint  Section,  as  in 
the  opinion  of  the  parties  hereto  may  be  so  required,  and 
shall  provide,  make  and  construct  such  works  and  things 
in  connection  with  the  Joint  Section  or  any  portion  thereof 
as  have  been  or  may  from  time  to  time  be  ordered  or 
required  by  the  Board,  or  any  other  properly  qualified 
authority  and  the  cost  of  any  and  all  such  additional  railway 
facilities  and  appurtenances,  permanent  improvements, 
buildings  and  rebuildings,  alterations  (not  in  the  nature 
of  repairs),  extensions,  additions,  substitutions,  works 
and  things  shall  be  added  to  Capital  Account  and  shall 
bear  interest  as  hereinafter  provided;  Provided  that, 
should  at  any  time  there  by  any  dispute  or  difference 
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of  opinion  between  the  parties  hereto  as  to  the  necessity 
or  expediency  of  any  work  which  either  party  may  at  any 
time  desire  to  have  done  under  the  provisions  of  this 
paragraph  for  any  of  the  purposes  herein  referred  to, 
such  dispute  or  difference  shall  be  referred  for  settlement 
as  provided  by  paragraph  40  hereof. 

8.  The  Owner  may  hereafter  construct  and  maintain  on 
the  Joint  Section  for  its  own  exclusive  use  such  additional 
tracks,  structures,  buildings,  additions,  betterments  or 
facilities  as  it  may  decide  are  necessary,  provided  that 
the  construction  and  maintenance  of  the  same  do  not  impair 
the  use  of  the  Joint  Section  by  the  User,  but  the  cost  of  said 
tracks,  structures,  buildings,  additions,  betterments  and 
facilities,  when  so  constructed  on  the  Joint  Section,  shall 
not  be  added  to  the  cost  thereof;  Provided,  however, 
that  if  the  User  desires  to  use  any  such  tracks,  structures, 
buildings,  additions,  betterments  or  facilities  constructed  by 
the  Owner,  it  shall  have  the  right  to  do  so  and  from  and 
after  the  commencement  of  such  use  by  the  User  the  reason- 
able value  thereof,  which  shall  be  the  actual  cost  of  the 
construction  of  such  tracks,  structures,  buildings,  additions, 
betterments,  or  facilities  (less  a  reasonable  depreciation 
charge  on  buildings  and  other  structures)  shall  be  added  to 
the  cost  of  the  Joint  Section  on  which  rental,  or  interest, 
is  to  be  paid  as  hereinafter  provided. 

9.  The  Owner  may  maintain  the  industrial  spurs  existing 
at  the  date  hereof  and  connected  with  the  Joint  Section 
and  may  hereafter  construct  and  maintain  additional 
industrial  spurs  directly  connecting  with  the  Joint  Section. 
The  Owner  shall,  subject  as  hereinafter  provided,  have  the 
sole  use  of  all  such  industrial  spurs  and  shall  have  the  sole 
right  of  serving  all  industries  located  thereon  but  such 
industrial  spurs  shall  not,  whilst  used  solely  by  the  owner, 
be  or  form  a  portion  of  the  Joint  Section. 

10.  (a)  The  Owner  shall  from  time  to  time  make  such 
reasonable  rules  and  regulations  for  the  operation  of  the 
Joint  Section  as  are  customary  among  railway  companies. 

(b )  All  rules,  regulations  and  train  schedules  shall  be 
equally  just,  fair  and  non-discriminatory  as  between  the 
parties  hereto,  and,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided, 
each  party  shall  have  in  every  respect  the  same  rights  and 
privileges  in  the  transaction  of  its  business. 

(c)  All  conductors,  enginemen,  trainmen  and  other  em- 
ployees of  the  User  connected  with  its  trains,  engines  and 
cars  shall,  while  in  or  upon  the  Joint  Section,  be  subject  to 
the  rules,  regulations  and  orders  hereinbefore  referred  to, 
and  all  trains,  engines  and  cars  shall  move  over  and  through 
the  Joint  Section  under  and  in  accordance  with  the  orders 
of  the  Superintendent,  Dispatchers  and  other  officers  of 
the  Owner  having  authority  in  that  behalf  in  matters  relating 
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to  the  movement  of  trains,  or  in  any  way  affecting  the  safe 
and  proper  working  of  the  Joint  Section.  The  trains  of 
the  User  shall  in  every  respect  be  given  by  the  officers, 
agents  and  employees  in  charge  or  control  of,  or  engaged 
in  or  upon  the  Joint  Section,  equality  of  right  and  privilege 
with  the  trains  of  a  similar  class  of  the  Owner. 

(d )  Save  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  the  Owner 
shall  employ  all  persons  necessary  for  the  operation  of  the 
Joint  Section.  The  User  shall  have  the  right  to  be  consulted 
in  reference  to  the  number  of  persons  employed  under  this 
clause  and  their  rates  of  remuneration.  The  Owner  shall 
require  all  such  employees  to  be  neutral  in  the  performance 
of  their  duties  as  between  the  parties  hereto,  and  to  do 
the  business  of  the  User  without  discrimination. 

(e )  The  Owner  shall  carry  on  its  rolls  and  pay  the  total 
salaries  and  wages  of  all  employees  referred  to  in  Clause  (d  ) 
of  this  paragraph.  Upon  request  in  writing  of  the  User 
for  good  cause  shown,  the  Owner  will  remove  from  employ- 
ment in  and  about  the  Joint  Section  any  such  employee 
who  may  be  unsatisfactory  to  the  User. 

11.  The  User  shall  operate  its  trains  and  cars  upon 
the  Joint  Section  with  its  own  engines  and  train  crews, 
and,  its  use  of  the  Joint  Section  shall  be  confined  to  the 
operation  of  passenger,  freight  and  work  trains,  engines 
and  cars  over  the  Joint  Section  in  either  direction  without 
the  privilege  of  stopping  upon  the  Joint  Section,  except  for 
operating  purposes. 

12.  The  User  shall  have  the  right  to  carry  express  and 
Express  Messengers  on  the  trains  of  the  User  upon  and  over 
the  Joint  Section  and  to  enter  into  an  Agreement  with  any 
Express  Company  which  the  User  may  at  any  time  or 
times  select  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  express  and  Express 
Messengers  upon  the  trains  of  the  User,  provided,  however, 
that  nothing  in  this  Agreement  shall  be  construed  to  pro- 
hibit the  Owner  from  carrying  express  and  Express  Mes- 
sengers upon  the  trains  of  the  Owner,  nor  to  prohibit  the 
Owner  from  entering  into  any  Agreement  with  any  Express 
Company  which  the  Owner  may  at  any  time  or  times 
select  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  express  and  Express 
Messengers  upon  the  trains  of  the  Owner. 

13.  Schedules  showing  the  times  for  the  arrival  and 
departure  of  trains  over  and  upon  the  tracks  of  the  Joint 
Section  shall  be  made  from  time  to  time  by  joint  action 
of  the  proper  officers  of  the  parties  hereto.  In  the  event 
of  any  dispute  or  inability  on  the  part  of  such  officers  to 
arrange  and  agree  upon  said  schedules  or  as  to  the  speed  of 
any  trains  in  their  movements  upon  or  over  the  Joint 
Section,  any  question  so  arising  shall,  if  an  arrangement 
cannot  be  reached,  be  referred  for  settlement  as  provided 
by  paragraph  40  hereof. 
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14.  The  Owner  shall,  during  the  currency  of  this  Agree- 
ment, permit  the  User,  if  it  so  desires,  to  have  the  use  of  the 
telegraph  poles  situate  on  the  Joint  Section  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  its  telegraph  and  telephone  wires  for  operating 
purposes  only  upon  the  following  terms  and  conditions: — 

(a)  The  User  shall  furnish  its  own  wire,  crossarms  and 
other  fixtures  and  supplies,  and  shall  attach  its  wires  on  the 
poles  of  the  Owner. 

(b )  The  User  shall  pay  to  the  Owner  for  the  privilege 
granted  by  this  paragraph  an  annual  rental  of  Five  Cents 
(5c.)  per  pin  for  each  wire  strung  on  the  poles  of  the  Owner, 
which  rental  shall  include  the  cost  of  ordinary  maintenance 
which  shall  be  performed  by  the  Owner,  but  the  User  shall 
be  responsible  for  and  shall  bear  the  expense  of  all  renewals 
of  its  crossarms,  wires  and  other  fixtures. 

(c )  The  User  shall  give  the  Superintendent  of  Telegraphs 
of  the  Owner,  having  jurisdiction  over  that  portion  of  the 
line,  reasonable  notice  of  its  desire  to  do  any  work  on  the 
poles  of  the  Owner  in  connection  with  construction,  main- 
tenance or  operation  of  the  telegraph  and  telephone  wires 
of  the  User,  and  all  such  work  shall  be  subject  to  the  super- 
vision of  the  said  Superintendent  of  the  Owner. 

15.  In  the  event  of  any  engine,  train  or  car  of  the  User 
being  wrecked  while  upon  the  Joint  Section,  the  wreck 
shall  be  picked  up  at  once  and  removed  by  the  Owner  and 
the  User,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  shall  pay 
to  the  Owner  the  whole  cost  and  expense  of  and  incidental 
to  such  service. 

16.  All  employees  of  the  Owner  (other  than  enginemen 
and  trainmen)  engaged  in  maintaining,  repairing  or  operat- 
ing the  Joint  Section,  or  in  dispatching,  giving  orders  for  or 
directing  the  movement  of  trains,  cars  or  engines  thereon, 
or  in  the  performance  of  any  other  service  for  the  common 
benefit  of  the  parties  hereto,  and  enginemen  and  trainmen 
of  any  work  train  engaged  upon  the  Joint  Section  in  any 
construction  or  maintenance  work,  shall,  while  engaged 
in  such  work,  be  deemed,  for  the  purposes  of  this  Agree- 
ment, joint  employees  of  the  parties  hereto,  but  if  any  per- 
sons above  mentioned  or  referred  to  are  engaged  partly 
in  the  maintenance,  repair  or  operation  of  the  Joint  Section 
and  partly  in  service  not  connected  therewith,  then  and 
in  such  case  or  cases  they  shall  be  considered  as  Joint 
Employees  only  when  engaged  in  any  work  for  the  joint 
use  and  benefit  of  the  parties  hereto  in  connection  with 
the  Joint  Section. 

17.  Save  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  each  of  the 
parties  hereto  shall,  as  between  themselves,  be  responsible 
for  and  shall  assume  all  loss,  damage,  or  injury  to  person 
or  property  which  may  occur  on  its  engines,  cars  or  trains, 
for  all  such  loss,  damage  or  injury  which  may  be  caused 
by  its  engines,  cars  or  trains  (including  damage  by  fire

originating  therefrom)  whether  or  not  the  condition  or 
arrangement  of  the  Joint  Section  or  lands  owned  or  leased 
by  the  Owner  contributes  in  any  manner  or  to  any  extent 
to  such  loss,  damage  or  injury,  and  for  all  damage  to  its 
engines,  cars  or  trains  while  on  the  Joint  Section,  except 
in  the  case  of  collision,  in  which  event  the  provisions  of 
paragraph  19  shall  apply,  and  in  the  case  of  injury  to  or 
death  of  any  joint  employees,  in  which  event  the  provisions 
of  paragraph  20  shall  apply,  provided,  however,  that, 
under  this  paragraph,  neither  party  shall  be  liable  to 
reimburse  the  other  for  any  amount  paid  by  way  of  com- 
pensation for  injury  to  or  death  of  any  sole  employee  of 
such  other  party,  save  only  when  such  injury  or  death 
is  due  to  the  negligence  of  a  sole  employee  or  employees 
of  such  first  mentioned  party. 

18.  When  any  loss,  damage  or  injury  of  whatsoever  nature, 
other  than  such  as  is  referred  to  in  the  next  preceding  para- 
graph hereof,  is  occasioned  to  any  person  who  is  lawfully 
upon  the  Joint  Section  by  reason  either  directly  or  indi- 
rectly of  the  fact  that  the  Joint  Section  or  any  part  thereof 
is  being  used  by  one  of  the  parties  hereto  for  the  purpose  of 
handling  its  traffic,  all  responsibility  for  such  loss,  damage 
or  injury  shall,  as  between  the  parties  hereto,  be  assumed 
and  borne  by  such  party. 

19.  The  User  and  the  Owner  expressly  covenant  and 
agree  each  with  the  other  that  in  case  of  a  collision  between 
their  respective  engines,  cars  or  trains  in  or  upon  the  Joint 
Section,  the  party  whose  sole  employee  or  employees  is  or 
are  alone  at  fault,  or  whose  sole  employee  or  employees 
together  with  a  joint  employee  or  employees  is  or  are  alone 
at  fault,  shall  be  solely  responsible  for  and  shall  settle 
and  pay  all  claims  arising  by  reason  thereof,  and  all  loss 
and  damage  caused  thereby,  and  shall  indemnify  and  save 
the  other  party  harmless  therefrom;  and  in  case  any  such 
collision  is  caused  by  the  fault  of  sole  employees  of  both 
of  said  parties  or  solely  by  the  fault  of  any  joint  employee 
or  employees  of  the  said  parties,  or  in  case  the  cause  of 
collision  is  so  concealed  that  it  cannot  be  determined  whose 
employee  or  employees  were  at  fault,  each  of  said  parties 
shall  bear  and  pay  all  loss,  damage  and  injury  which  its  own 
property,  or  property  in  its  custody  or  its  passengers  or  its 
employees  or  others  claiming  through  them  may  have 
suffered  by  reason  or  in  consequence  thereof,  and  a  share  of 
all  damage  to  property  jointly  used  hereunder  appor- 
tioned in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  paragraph  35 
(c )  hereof. 

20.  All  claims  or  suits  or  liabilities  arising  under  any 
statute  for  the  protection  or  compensation  of  workmen 
arising  out  of  injury  to  or  death  of  any  joint  employee, 
and  all  claims  or  suits  or  liabilities  arising  out  of  loss  of 
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or  damage  to  property  of  any  joint  employee  in  or  on  the 
Joint  Section  shall  be  settled  and  paid  in  the  first  instance 
by  the  Owner.  If  such  injury,  death,  loss,  or  damage  is 
caused  by  the  negligence  of  a  sole  employee  or  employees 
of  the  Owner  either  alone  or  in  conjunction  with  that  of  a 
joint  employee  or  employees,  no  claim  shall  be  made 
therefor  against  the  User.  If  such  injury,  death,  loss  or 
damage  is  caused  by  the  negligence  of  a  sole  employee 
or  employees  of  the  User  either  alone  or  in  conjunction  with 
that  of  a  joint  employee  or  employees,  the  Owner  shall 
forthwith  render  account  to  the  User  for  the  full  amount 
paid  in  settlement  of  such  claim,  suit  or  liability,  and  the 
User  shall  pay  to  the  Owner  the  amount  of  such  account 
within  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  receipt  thereof.  If  such 
injury,  death,  loss  or  damage  is  caused  accidentally  or  by 
the  joint  negligence  of  the  sole  employees  of  both  parties 
hereto,  or  by  the  sole  negligence  of  joint  employees,  or  in 
case  the  cause  of  injury,  death,  loss  or  damage  cannot 
be  determined,  the  Owner  shall  include  the  amount  paid 
in  settlement  of  such  suits  or  claims  in  the  operating 
expenses  and  the  same  shall  be  apportioned  and  borne 
by  the  parties  hereto  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  paragraph  35  (c )  hereof. 

21.  In  any  case  where  loss,  damage  or  injury  has  resulted 
to  any  person  or  property  and  such  loss,  damage  or  injury- 
does  not  fall  within  the  provisions  of  paragraphs  17,  18, 
19  or  20  hereof  or  responsibility  therefor  cannot  be  satis- 
factorily determined,  then  and  in  all  and  each  of  such 
cases  the  damages  and  costs  or  either,  and  all  loss  thereby 
caused  shall  be  charged  to  operating  expenses  and  appor- 
tioned in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  paragraph 
35  (c)  hereof. 

22.  Each  party  hereto  covenants  and  agrees  that  it  will 
forever  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  other  party,  its 
successors  and  assigns,  from  and  against  all  claims,  lia- 
bilities or  judgments  by  reason  or  on  account  of  any  injury 
to  or  death  of  any  person  or  of  any  loss  or  damage  to 
property,  the  liability  for  which  is  herein  assumed  by  such 
first  mentioned  party,  and  such  first  mentioned  party 
agrees  to  pay,  satisfy  and  discharge  any  judgment  that  may 
be  obtained  by  reason  thereof,  and  all  costs,  charges  and 
expenses  payable  thereunder. 

23.  In  case  a  suit  or  suits  or  proceedings  shall  be  com- 
menced by  any  person  or  corporation  against  either  party 
hereto,  for  or  on  account  of  any  loss,  damage  or  injury  for 
which  the  other  party  hereto  is  liable  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Agreement,  the  party  so  sued  or  proceeded  against 
shall  give  to  the  other  party  reasonable  notice  in  writing 
of  the  pendency  of  such  suit  or  proceeding,  and  thereupon 
the  other  party  shall  assume  the  defence  of  such  suit  or 
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proceeding,  and  shall  save  and  hold  the  party  so  sued  harm- 
less from  all  loss  and  costs  by  reason  thereof.  Neither 
party  hereto  shall  be  bound  by  any  judgment  against  the 
other  party  unless  it  shall  have  had  reasonable  notice  that 
it  was  required  to  defend  and  has  reasonable  opportunity 
to  make  such  defence.  When  such  notice  and  opportunity 
have  been  given,  the  party  notified  shall  be  bound  by  the 
judgment  as  to  all  matters  that  could  have  been  litigated  in 
such  suit  or  proceedings. 

24.  Neither  party  hereto  shall,  under  any  circumstances, 
have  any  cause  of  action  against  the  other  for  loss  or  damage 
of  any  kind  caused  by  or  resulting  from  interruption  or 
delay  to  its  business. 

25.  The  parties  shall  settle,  as  between  themselves, 
any  claim  for  loss  or  damage  according  to  the  terms  of  this 
Agreement,  notwithstanding  any  judgment  or  decree  of 
any  Court  or  other  tribunal  in  a  proceeding  brought  by 
other  parties. 

26.  In  case  the  parties  hereto  cannot  agree  under  which 
of  the  provisions  of  this  Agreement  the  loss,  damage, 
injury  or  expense  hereinbefore  referred  to  shall  be  assumed, 
charged  or  borne,  the  questions  as  to  how  the  said  loss, 
damage,  injury  or  expense  was  occasioned  shall  be  referred 
for  settlement  in  the  manner  provided  in  paragraph  40 
hereof,  and  in  all  such  cases  the  award  upon  such  reference 
shall  be  final  in  determining  the  question  in  dispute  and 
shall  prevail  over  any  contrary  rinding  of  a  Court  or  jury 
in  an  action  instituted  by  any  third  person  or  company 
in  which  both  parties  hereto  are  not  represented;  Provided 
however,  that  if  both  parties  are  represented,  the  finding 
of  such  Court  or  jury  shall  prevail. 

27.  The  Owner  shall,  in  the  event  of  it  admitting  any 
other  company  to  the  use  of  the  Joint  Section,  or  any  part 
thereof,  insert  or  cause  to  be  inserted  in  any  Agreement 
admitting  such  other  Company  or  Companies,  the  provi- 
sions of  the  foregoing  paragraphs  16  to  26  inclusive  respect- 
ing joint  employees  and  liability  for  loss,  damage  and  injury, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  User  when  similar  circumstances  arise 
between  the  User  and  any  such  other  Company  or  Com- 
panies, and  such  Agreement  with  any  such  other  Company 
shall  be  construed  as  if  it  were  signed  by  all  the  Railway 
Companies  at  one  time  in  the  joint  use  of  the  Joint  Section 
or  any  part  thereof. 

28.  If  and  as  often  as  any  of  the  buildings  or  other 
property  forming  part  of  the  Joint  Section  be  destroyed  in 
whole  or  in  part  by  fire  or  other  casualty,  the  same  shall 
be  rebuilt  or  replaced  without  delay,  either  according  to 
its  former  design  or  such  other  design,  if  any,  as  the  parties 
hereto  may  agree  upon,  and  such  portion  of  the  cost  of  so 
doing  as  is  properly  chargeable  to  Maintenance  and  Opera- 
tion, less  the  amount  of  insurance,  if  any,  which  may  be 
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received  in  respect  of  the  damage  or  destruction  thereof, 
shall  be  included  in  the  account  of  Maintenance  and  Opera- 
tion, and  shall  be  apportioned  between  the  parties  hereto 
as  provided  by  paragraph  35  (c )  hereof,  and  the  balance  of 
such  cost  shall  be  included  in  the  Capital  Account,  the 
interest  on  which  the  User  shall  bear  an  equal  share,  as 
provided  by  paragraph  35  ( b )  hereof : 

Provided,  and  it  is  understood  and  agreed  that  while 
it  is  the  intention  of  the  Owner  to  insure  and  keep  insured 
in  accordance  with  its  usual  practice,  either  in  its  own 
insurance  Fund  or  with  an  Insurance  Company  or  Com- 
panies, during  the  continuance  of  this  Agreement  against 
loss  by  fire  all  the  buildings  and  other  property  forming  part 
of  the  Joint  Section,  for  such  amounts  from  time  to  time  as 
will  in  the  opinion  of  its  Insurance  Commissioner  reasonably 
protect  the  same  against  loss,  no  liability  of  any  kind  shall 
rest  upon  the  Owner  if  such  intention  to  insure  and  keep 
insured  is  not  carried  out,  whether  by  reason  of  negligence 
or  omission  on  the  part  of  the  Owner,  its  Insurance  Com- 
missioner, or  otherwise,  or  by  reason  of  breach  of  conditions 
of  any  policy  or  contract  of  insurance  which  would  void  the 
same  or  give  the  Insurance  Company  a  defence  to  any 
action  upon  the  policy  or  contract. 

29.  Neither  party  shall  be  required  or  be  liable  to  insure 
any  property  of  the  other  party,  nor  shall  the  operating 
expenses  of  the  Joint  Section  include  any  outlay  on  account 
of  insurance  of  cars,  rolling  stock,  engines,  or  other  property 
of  any  kind  of  either  party  or  which  may  be  in  its  charge, 
(except  premiums  on  Insurance  Policies  on  the  Joint 
Premises) . 

30.  It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  neither  this  Agree- 
ment nor  anything  herein  contained  shall  in  any  way 
limit  the  right  of  the  Owner  to  grant  to  any  other  Railway 
Company  or  Companies  upon  such  terms  as  the  Owner  may 
deem  proper,  provided  that  such  additional  use  shall  not 
unduly  interfere  with  the  use  of  the  Joint  Section  by  the 
User,  joint  operating  privileges  in  respect  of  the  Joint 
Section,  or  any  part  thereof  similar  to  those  hereby  given 
to  the  User;  Provided,  however,  that  upon  the  admission 
of  any  other  Railway  Company  or  Companies  to  the  use 
or  benefit  of  the  Joint  Section,  or  any  portion  thereof, 
in  conjunction  with  the  Owner  and  the  User  there  shall, 
for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  altered  conditions,  be  an 
equitable  re-adjustment  of  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this 
Agreement  including  a  re-adjustment  of  the  payments 
to  be  made  by  the  User  for  the  use  and  enjoyment  of  the 
Joint  Section  as  herein  provided  (due  regard  being  had 
to  the  extent  of  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Joint  Section 
by  the  several  Companies  using  the  same).  In  the  event 
of  the  parties  hereto  being  unable  to  agree  upon  a  proper 
re-adjustment  of  any  or  all  of  such  terms  and  provisions, 
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the  same  shall  be  referred  for  settlement  in  the  manner 
provided  in  paragraph  40  hereof,  and  the  settlement  and 
determination  of  the  Arbitrator  in  respect  thereof  shall  be 
final  and  binding  upon  the  parties  hereto;  and  the  terms  and 
provisions  so  agreed  upon  or  so  settled  and  determined  shall 
thereafter  constitute  the  Agreement  between  the  parties 
in  respect  of  the  matters  covered  thereby  as  fully  as  if 
the  same  were  set  out  herein  and  formed  a  part  of  this 
Agreement.  It  is  further  understood  that  upon  readjust- 
ment of  the  rentals  under  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph, 
the  rental  payable  by  the  User  based  upon  the  value  of  the 
lands  comprised  in  the  Joint  Section  is  not  to  be  increased 
or  decreased  by  reason  of  any  increased  or  decreased 
value  in  such  lands  after  the  date  of  this  Agreement, 
nor  is  the  User,  upon  any  such  readjustment,  to  have  the 
benefit  of  any  increase  in  the  value  of  such  lands,  it  being 
the  intention  that,  upon  any  such  readjustment,  the 
Owner  alone  is  to  obtain  the  benefit  of  any  increase  which 
may  take  place  in  the  value  of  such  lands,  and  of  any  rental 
payable  by  any  admitted  Company,  in  respect  of  any 
increased  value;  Provided,  however,  that  amalgamation 
of  the  Owner  with  any  other  Railway  Company  shall  not 
be  considered  as  an  admission  of  such  other  Railway 
Company  to  the  use  of  the  Joint  Section  within  the  meaning 
of  this  paragraph:  Provided  further  that  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  be  construed  to  confine  or  restrict  the  use 
and  enjoyment  of  the  Joint  Section  by  the  Owner  to  the 
operation  of  the  lines  now  owned,  leased,  operated,  con- 
trolled (by  stock  ownership  or  otherwise)  or  managed 
by  the  Owner,  as  the  case  may  be,  but  the  term  "Owner" 
shall  be  deemed  to  extend  to  and  include  the  owners  of  all 
such  lines  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  operated  as  part 
of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  System. 

31.  The  User  shall  not,  except  as  a  part  of  the  sale, 
mortgage,  transfer,  assignment  or  lease  of  its  railway  in 
its  entirety  without  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  Owner, 
assign  or  transfer  any  right  or  interest  under  this  Agreement, 
or  give  or  assume  to  give  to  any  other  Company  or  person 
any  right  or  interest  upon  or  in  respect  of  the  Joint  Section 
or  any  part  thereof;  and  any  assignment,  transfer  or  other 
instrument  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph 
shall  be  void  and  of  no  effect. 

32.  Any  lease  to  any  outside  party  of  any  portion  of 
the  Joint  Section,  for  exclusive  occupation  by  such  outside 
party  shall  be  by  and  in  the  name  of  the  Owner,  as  Lessor 
for  the  benefit  of  the  parties  to  these  presents,  and  the 
rentals  and  other  payments  arising  therefrom  shall  be 
credited  in  their  proper  proportions  to  (a )  interest  on  the 
Capital  Account,  and  (b )  the  maintenance  and  operation 
account  hereinafter  provided  for,  and  the  parties  hereto 
shall  benefit  thereby  accordingly,  and  the  responsibility 
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for  collecting  such  rental  shall  be  with  the  Owner;  Pro- 
vided that  no  such  lease  shall  be  made  of  any  portion  of  the 
Joint  Section  which  shall  at  the  time  be  required  for  the 
use  of  the  parties  hereto,  or  either  of  them  under  this 
Agreement. 

33.  The  Owner  shall  keep  a  capital  account  to  which 
shall  be  charged  the  sum  of  One  hundred  and  forty  thousand 

dollars  ($140,000.00)  which  sum 

is  for  the  purposes  hereof  agreed  upon  as  the  value  of  the 
Joint  Section  as  of  the  date  hereof,  and  any  expenditure 
incurred  after  said  date  in  acquiring  additional  lands  and  in 
providing,  making  and  constructing  additional  railway 
facilities  and  appurtenances,  permanent  improvements, 
buildings,  alterations,  extensions,  additions,  substitutions, 
works  and  things  which  may  be  acquired,  provided,  made 
or  constructed  under  the  provisions  of  paragraphs  6  and  7 
hereof,  and  generally  all  such  other  sums,  if  any,  not  herein 
specified,  as  are  properly  chargeable  to  Capital  as  dis- 
tinguished from  Maintenance  Account. 

Provided,  however,  that,  except  as  provided  by  para- 
graph 28  hereof,  in  case  any  facility  forming  part  of  the 
Joint  Section  shall  be  retired,  the  capital  value  of  the  building 
so  retired,  as  shown  in  the  capital  account,  shall  be  de- 
ducted from  the  capital  account,  and  the  amount  so  de- 
ducted shall  be  charged  to  maintenance  and  operating 
expenses,  and  in  case  any  such  facility  shall  be  replaced 
by  a  new  facility,  the  total  cost  of  such  new  facility  shall  be 
added  to  the  capital  account  on  which  rental  is  to  be  paid 
by  the  User  as  herein  provided. 

34.  The  Owner  shall  also  keep  one  or  more  accounts 
of  the  expenses  from  time  to  time  incurred  in  the  main- 
tenance and  operation  of  the  Joint  Section,  as  may  be 
required  for  the  purpose  of  this  Agreement.  Such  expenses 
shall  consist  of  and  include  office  and  management  expenses, 
salaries  and  wages  of  officers  and  employees,  legal  and  other 
like  expenses,  materials,  supplies,  maintenance  and  repairs, 
furniture,  equipment,  heating  and  upkeep  generally,  includ- 
ing repairs  and  upkeep  of  signals,  highway  crossings, 
bridges,  and  other  structures  and  also  all  culverts,  ditches 
and  fences,  taxes  (other  than  taxes  on  earnings)  whether  or 
not  the  User  enjoys  any  exemption  from  taxes  by  Statute 
or  otherwise,  lighting,  water  supply,  compensation  for  loss, 
damage,  or  injury  which  is  to  be  borne  jointly  by  the  parties 
hereto  under  paragraphs  19,  20  and  21  hereof;  the  cost  of 
compliance  by  either  of  the  parties  hereto  with  any  Order 
of  the  Board  or  other  duly  qualified  authority  respecting 
the  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  Joint  Section  or  any 
portion  thereof,  the  cost  of  snow  removal  and  generally 
all  such  other  expenses,  if  any,  as  are  usually  chargeable 
to  Maintenance  and  Operation,  as  distinct  from  Capital 
Account. 
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35.  The  User  shall,  in  addition  to  all  other  payments 
herein  provided  for,  pay,  monthly,  to  the  Owner  during 
the  continuance  of  this  Agreement,  by  way  of  rental  or 
compensation  for  its  use  and  enjoyment  of  the  Joint  Section, 
and  as  its  share  of  the  cost  of  Maintenance  and  Operation 
thereof,  the  amounts  hereinafter  mentioned,  that  is  to  say : — 

(a)  The  sum  of  Two  Thousand,  One  hundred  dollars 
($2,100.00)  per  annum,  payable  monthly,  in  equal,  monthly 
payments,  during  the  currency  of  this  Agreement. 

(b )  Interest  at  the  rate  of  Five  per  cent  (5%)  per  annum, 
payable  monthly  upon  one  half  the  net  amount  or  net 
amounts  from  time  to  time  hereafter  added  to  the  Capital 
Account  under  the  terms  and  conditions  hereof. 

(c )  Such  proportions  of  the  cost  and  expense  of  all  sums 
paid  by  the  Owner  by  way  of  premiums  on  any  Insurance 
effected  under  the  provisions  of  paragraph  28  hereof,  and 
of  the  premiums  at  the  same  respective  rates  on  all  sums 
carried  by  the  Owner  in  its  own  insurance  fund,  as  pro- 
vided by  said  paragraph  and  such  proportions  of  the  cost 
and  expense  of  the  maintenance,  repair  and  operation  of  the 
Joint  Section  as  the  number  of  engines  and  cars  of  all  classes, 
both  loaded  and  empty  of  the  User  passing  over  the  Joint 
Section  or  any  portion  thereof  shall  bear  to  the  total  number 
of  engines  and  cars  of  all  classes,  both  loaded  and  empty, 
passing  over  the  Joint  Section  or  any  portion  thereof,  an 
engine  and  tender  being  counted  as  two  cars.  Provided, 
and  it  is  hereby  understood  and  agreed  that  the  minimum 
amount  payable  each  month  by  the  User  under  this  sub- 
paragraph (c)  shall  be  fifteen  per  cent  (15%)  of  the  total 
amount  of  the  cost  and  expenses  incurred  by  the  Owner  in 
the  maintenance,  repair  and  operation  of  the  Joint  Section 
during  the  month  in  respect  of  which  the  payment  is  due. 

In  determining  the  cost  of  Maintenance,  repairs  and 
renewals  there  shall  be  included,  in  addition  to  the  assign- 
able costs,  ten  (10)  per  cent  of  the  actual  cost  of  labour  and 
fifteen  (15)  per  cent  of  the  actual  cost  of  Material  to  cover 
supervision,  use  of  tools  and  store  expense. 

(d  )  In  determining  the  amount  of  increases  and  decreases 
in  the  cost  of  the  Joint  Section  upon  which  rental  is  to  be 
paid  as  provided  for  in  paragraph  33  hereof,  and  in  deter- 
mining the  amount  of  expenditures  chargeable  to  main- 
taining, repairing  and  operating  expenses  to  be  appor- 
tioned among  the  parties  using  the  Joint  Section,  as  pro- 
vided in  paragraph  35  (c),  the  usual  rules  of  accounting 
adopted  by  Railway  Companies  shall  govern. 

36.  The  Owner  shall,  as  soon  after  the  first  of  each 
month  as  reasonably  possible,  render  to  the  User  a  full  and 
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detailed  statement  showing  the  amounts  payable  by  the 
User  for  the  preceding  month  by  way  of  or  on  account  of 
interest  on  Capital  Account,  insurance  and  expenses  of 
maintenance  and  operation  and  otherwise  as  aforesaid,  and 
within  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  rendering  of  any  such 
statement,  the  User  shall  pay  to  the  Owner  at  its  office 
in  Montreal,  the  amounts  shown  by  such  statement  as 
payable  by  the  User  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  this  Agree- 
ment. 

37.  Subject  to  the  proviso  hereinafter  contained,  the 
Owner  will,  from  time  to  time  and  at  all  times  during  the 
continuance  of  this  Agreement,  allow  proper  inspection  by 
the  User  of  all  books,  accounts,  returns  and  vouchers  for 
the  purpose  of  checking  or  verifying  any  account  or  accounts 
rendered  by  the  Owner  to  the  User  in  pursuance  of  this 
Agreement,  and  the  User  shall  have  the  right  from  time 
to  time  to  employ  an  auditor  or  auditors  to  investigate 
the  accuracy  of  any  such  account  or  accounts,  and  the 
Owner  shall  from  time  to  time  afford  all  proper  facilities 
for  such  investigation;  and  neither  the  acceptance  of  any 
such  account  or  accounts  nor  the  payment  thereof  by  the 
User  shall  prejudice  its  rights  to  an  audit  or  verification; 
and  if,  upon  any  such  audit  or  verification,  it  shall  be 
found  that  the  User  has  paid  to  the  Owner  any  sum  or 
sums  of  money  which  it  was  not  liable  to  pay  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Agreement,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  demand 
and  collect  the  same  from  the  Owner,  and  the  Owner  shall 
refund  the  same.  Provided,  however,  that  such  right  of 
inspection  in  respect  of  maintenance  and  operation  charges 
shall  be  exercisable  only  within  one  year  after  the  rendering 
of  the  account  or  accounts  sought  to  be  checked  or  verified 
and  any  account  not  found  to  be  incorrect  within  such 
period  of  one  year  shall  not  thereafter  be  subject  to  objec- 
tion or  change,  and  further  that  the  Owner  shall  not  in 
any  account  make  any  charge  in  respect  of  any  service 
performed  or  material  furnished  hereunder  in  connection 
with  maintenance  and  operation  prior  to  the  period  of 
one  year  before  the  rendering  of  such  account,  unless 
notice  be  given  in  respect  of  such  adjustment  before  the 
expiry  of  that  period. 

38.  If  the  User  should  fail  to  make  any  payment  when 
due,  which  it  is  obliged  by  this  contract  to  make,  or  fails 
in  any  other  respect  to  perform  the  obligations  on  its  part 
to  be  performed  under  this  Agreement,  and  such  default 
shall  continue  for  sixty  days  after  notice  in  writing  shall 
have  been  given  by  the  Owner  to  the  User  of  an  intention 
to  terminate  the  contract,  the  Owner  may,  at  its  election, 
declare  this  Agreement  terminated  and  may  exclude  the 
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User  from  all  use  of  the  Joint  Section.  Provided  that 
failure  to  make  any  payment  which  is  the  subject  of  arbi- 
tration or  litigation  between  the  parties  shall  not,  pending 
such  arbitration  or  litigation,  be  deemed  cause  of  forfeiture 
hereunder. 

39.  Each  of  the  parties  hereto  agrees  to  carry  out  and 
give  effect  to  this  Agreement  in  the  most  liberal  and  reason- 
able manner,  and  to  operate  its  business  on  the  Joint 
Section  so  as  to  facilitate  the  business  of  the  other  party 
to  the  fullest  extent  compatible  with  safety  and  the  con- 
venient operation  of  the  business  of  both  parties. 

40.  In  case  any  difference  or  dispute  shall  arise  between 
the  parties  hereto  in  respect  of  the  interpretation  of  this 
Agreement  or  of  any  matter  in  this  Agreement  mentioned, 
a  settlement  whereof  is  not  otherwise  herein  provided  for, 
it  is  mutually  agreed  by  the  parties  hereto  that  the  matter 
which  may  at  any  time  be  the  subject  of  controversy  shall 
be  promptly  referred  to  and  determined  by  a  single  arbi- 
trator to  be  mutually  agreed  upon  by  the  parties  hereto, 
whose  decision  shall  be  final  and  binding  upon  the  parties 
hereto.  In  the  event  of  the  parties  failing  to  agree  upon 
such  single  arbitrator,  the  subject  of  controversy  shall  be 
promptly  referred  to  and  determined  by  the  Board,  whose 
decision  shall  be  final  and  binding  upon  the  parties  hereto. 

41.  All  notices  to  be  given  under  this  Agreement  shall 
be  in  writing  and  may  be  served  either  personally  or  by 
mailing  them  postage  prepaid  and  registered  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Owner  at  Montreal,  Quebec,  or  to  the  General 
Superintendent  of  the  User  at  Winnipeg,  Manitoba,  as 
the  case  may  be. 

42.  If  for  any  reason  any  covenant  or  agreement  here- 
inbefore contained,  not  material  to  the  right  of  the  User 
to  use  the  Joint  Section  or  any  portion  thereof,  shall  be 
adjudged  void  by  lawful  authority,  such  adjudication  shall 
not  affect  the  validity,  application  or  performance  of  any 
other  covenant  or  agreement  which  is  in  itself  valid.  No 
controversy  as  to  the  construction  or  validity  of  any 
covenant  or  agreement  shall  delay  the  performance  of  any 
other  covenant  or  agreement.  In  the  event  of  the  failure 
in  law  of  any  covenant  or  agreement  herein  contained,  such 
steps  shall  be  taken  or  such  other  Agreement  or  Agreements 
shall  be  made  as  shall  be  advised  by  Counsel  to  carry 
into  effect  the  purposes  and  intents  herein  expressed. 

43.  This  Agreement  shall  subject  to  the  consent  of  the 
proper  lawful  authority  and  subject  to  the  sooner  ter- 
mination thereof  as  hereinafter  provided  continue  in  force 
for  the  period  of  twenty-one  years  from  the  date  hereof, 
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provided  however  that  the  parties  hereto  will  promptly 
join  and  cooperate  in  applying  to  Parliament  for  the 
necessary  legislation  making  this  Agreement  effective  during 
a  term  of  ninety-nine  years  from  the  date  hereof  and 
when  such  authority  is  obtained  this  Agreement  shall  be 
and  continue  in  force  for  the  said  term  of  ninety-nine 
years  from  the  date  hereof — subject  to  sooner  termination 
as  herein  provided. 

44.  The  User  hereby  covenants  and  agrees  with  the 
Owner  to  commence  operation  over  the  Joint  Section 
within  one  year  from  the  date  of  this  Agreement;  Provided 
further  that  in  the  event  of  the  User,  or  its  successors  or 
assigns  abandoning  its  lines  and  ceasing  to  operate  same 
in  the  City  of  Winnipeg,  it  may  terminate  this  Agreement 
subject  to  the  payment  by  the  User  to  the  Owner  of  a 
fair  proportion  of  all  expenditures  made  or  incurred  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  made  or  incurred  by  the  Owner 
at  any  time  by  reason  of  or  arising  out  of  the  use  of  the 
Joint  Section  by  the  User,  by  giving  a  notice  in  writing 
to  the  Owner  of  its  intention  so  to  do  and  naming  in  such 
notice  a  day  at  least  six  months  from  the  giving  of  the 
same  upon  which  the  User  will  pay  the  amount  of  such 
expenditures  to  the  Owner  and  upon  such  payment  being 
made  this  Agreement  shall  ipso  facto  terminate.  In  arriving 
at  the  amount  of  such  fair  proportions  to  be  paid  by  the 
User  to  the  Owner  consideration  shall  be  given  to  the 
extent  to  which  any  grade  crossing  protection  or  grade 
separation  that  may  be  ordered  by  the  Board,  within  the 
limits  of  the  Joint  Section,  may  have  been  brought  about 
or  influenced  by  the  fact  that  the  User  has  been  or  is  at 
the  time  using  the  Joint  Section  for  the  accommodation 
of  its  traffic. 

45.  Upon  such  termination  of  this  Agreement  it  is 
hereby  understood  and  agreed  that  the  User  shall  be  at 
liberty  to  remove  from  the  Joint  Section  all  property 
including  switch  and  other  materials  belonging  to  it  at 
such  time. 

46.  Wherever  in  this  Agreement  it  is  stipulated  that 
anything  shall  be  done  or  performed  by  either  of  the  parties, 
it  shall  be  assumed  that  such  party  has  thereby  entered 
into  a  covenant  with  the  other  party  to  do  or  perform 
the  same,  and  that  such  covenant  is  entered  into  not  only 
by,  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  parties  hereto,  but  is  also 
entered  into  by,  for  and  on  behalf  of  their  respective  suc- 
cessors and  assigns. 
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In  Witness  Whereof  this  Agreement  has  been  duly 
executed  by  the  parties  hereto.

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An  Act  to  give  effect  to  a  Convention  for  the  unification 
of  certain  rules  relating  to  International  Carriage  by 
Air,  to  make  provision  for  applying  the  rules  contained 
in  the  said  Convention,  subject  to  exceptions,  adapta- 
tions and  modifications,  to  carriage  by  air  which  is  not 
international  carriage  within  the  meaning  of  the  Con- 
vention, and  for  purposes  connected  therewith. 

[Assented  to  2nd  May,  1939.] 

Whereas  a  Convention  for  the  unification  of  certain  Preamble, 
rules  relating  to  International  Carriage  by  Air  was 
signed  at  Warsaw  on  the  twelfth  day  of  October,  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-nine,  and  it  is  expedient 
that  legislative  provision  be  made  for  giving  effect  thereto 
and  for  performing  the  obligations  of  Canada  in  respect 
thereof,  in  the  event  that  Canada  accedes  to  the  said  Con- 
vention or  the  Additional  Protocol;  and 

Whereas  it  is  also  expedient  to  make  provision  for 
applying  the  rules  contained  in  the  said  Convention,  sub- 
ject to  exceptions,  adaptations  and  modifications,  to  car- 
riage by  air  which  is  not  international  carriage  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Convention:  Therefore  His  Majesty,  by 
and  with  the  advice,  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows: 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Carriage  by  Air  Act,  short  title. 
1939. 

2.  (1)  As  from  such  day  as  the  Governor  in  Council  Proclaiming 
maY>  by  proclamation  published  in  the  Canada  Gazette,  in°forc*tlon 
certify  to  be  the  day  on  which  the  Convention  comes  into 

force  as  regards  Canada,  the  provisions  thereof  as  set  out 
in  the  First  Schedule  to  this  Act  shall,  so  far  as  they  relate 
to  the  rights  and  liabilities  of  carriers,  passengers,  con- 
signors, consignees  and  other  persons  and  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  have  the  force  of  law  in  Canada 
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in  relation  to  any  carriage  by  air  to  which  the  Convention 
applies,  irrespective  of  the  nationality  of  the  aircraft  per- 
forming that  carriage. 

(2)  The  Governor  in  Council  may  from  time  to  time  by 
proclamation  published  in  the  Canada  Gazette  certify  who 
are  the  High  Contracting  Parties  to  the  Convention,  in 
respect  of  what  territories  they  are  respectively  parties  and 
to  what  extent  they  have  availed  themselves  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Additional  Protocol  to  the  Convention,  and 
any  such  proclamation  shall,  except  in  so  far  as  it  has  been 
superseded  by  a  subsequent  proclamation,  be  conclusive 
evidence  of  the  matters  so  certified. 

(3)  Any  reference  in  the  said  First  Schedule  to  the  terri- 
tory of  any  High  Contracting  Party  to  the  Convention 
shall  be  construed  as  a  reference  to  the  territories  subject 
to  his  sovereignty,  suzerainty,  mandate  or  authority,  in 
respect  of  which  he  is  a  party. 

(4)  Any  liability  imposed  by  Article  seventeen  of  the 
said  First  Schedule  on  a  carrier  in  respect  of  the  death  of 
a  passenger  shall  be  in  substitution  for  any  liability  of  the 
carrier  in  respect  of  the  death  of  that  passenger  under  any 
law  in  force  in  Canada,  and  the  provisions  set  out  in  the 
Second  Schedule  to  this  Act  shall  have  effect  with  respect 
to  the  persons  by  and  for  whose  benefit  the  liability  so 
imposed  is  enforceable  and  with  respect  to  the  manner  in 
which  it  may  be  enforced. 

(5)  Any  sum  in  francs  mentioned  in  Article  twenty-two 
of  the  said  First  Schedule  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  any 
action  against  a  carrier,  be  converted  into  Canadian  dollars 
at  the  rate  of  exchange  prevailing  on  the  date  on  which 
the  amount  of  any  damage  to  be  paid  by  the  carrier  is 
ascertained  by  the  Court. 


Jurisdiction 
of  Canadian 
Courts. 


3.  Every  High  Contracting  Party  to  the  Convention  who 
has  not  availed  himself  of  the  provisions  of  the  Additional 
Protocol  thereto  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  any  action 
brought  in  a  Court  in  Canada  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Article  twenty-eight  of  the  said  First  Schedule 
to  enforce  a  claim  in  respect  of  carriage  undertaken  by 
him,  be  deemed  to  have  submitted  to  the  jurisdiction  of 
that  court,  and  accordingly  rules  of  court  may  provide  for 
the  manner  in  which  any  such  action  is  to  be  commenced 
and  carried  on;  but  nothing  in  this  section  shall  authorize 
the  issue  of  execution  against  the  property  of  any  High 
Contracting  Party. 


Orders  and 
regulations. 


4.  (1)  The  Governor  in  Council  may  make  orders  or 
regulations  applying  the  provisions  of  the  First  Schedule 
to  this  Act  and  any  provision  of  section  two  of  this  Act 
to  such  carriage  by  air,  not  being  international  carriage  by 
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air  as  defined  in  the  said  First  Schedule,  as  may  be  specified 
in  the  order  or  regulation,  subject  however  to  such  excep- 
tions, adaptations  and  modifications,  if  any,  as  may  be 
so  specified. 

(2)  Every  order  or  regulation  made  under  the  authority  Publication 
of  this  section  shall  be  published  in  the  Canada  Gazette  and  and  effect* 
shall,  as  on  the  date  of  such  publication  or  any  later  date 
mentioned  therein,  take  effect  as  if  it  were  enacted  by 
Parliament. 

5.  For  the  avoidance  of  doubt  it  is  hereby  declared  that  Declaration 
references  to  agents  in  the  First  Schedule  to  this  Act  includes  astoasents- 
references  to  servants. 

6.  This  Act  shall  come  into  force  in  whole  or  in  part  on  Coming  into 
such  day  or  days  as  may  be  fixed  by  Proclamation  of  the  force- 
Governor  in  Council,  published  in  the  Canada  Gazette.

CONVENTION 

for  the  unification  of  certain  rules  relating 
to  international  carriage  by  air. 

October  12,  1929. 

The  President  of  the  German  Reich,  the  Federal  Presi- 
dent of  the  Republic  of  Austria,  His  Majesty  the  King  of 
the  Belgians,  the  President  of  the  United  States  of  Brazil, 
His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  Bulgarians,  the  President  of 
the  National  Government  of  the  Republic  of  China,  His 
Majesty  the  King  of  Denmark  and  Iceland,  His  Majesty 
the  King  of  Egypt,  His  Majesty  the  King  of  Spain,  the 
Chief  of  State  of  the  Republic  of  Estonia,  the  President 
of  the  Republic  of  Finland,  the  President  of  the  French 
Republic,  His  Majesty  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  Ireland 
and  the  British  Dominions  beyond  the  Seas,  Emperor  of 
India,  the  President  of  the  Hellenic  Republic,  His  Most 
Serene  Highness  the  Regent  of  the  Kingdom  of  Hungary, 
His  Majesty  the  King  of  Italy,  His  Majesty  the  Emperor 
of  Japan,  the  President  of  the  Republic  of  Latvia,  Her 
Royal  Highness  the  Grand  Duchess  of  Luxemburg,  the 
President  of  the  United  States  of  Mexico,  His  Majesty  the 
King  of  Norway,  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the  Netherlands, 
the  President  of  the  Republic  of  Poland,  His  Majesty  the 
King  of  Roumania,  His  Majesty  the  King  of  Sweden,  the 
Swiss  Federal  Council,  the  President  of  the  Czechoslovak 
Republic,  the  Central  Executive  Committee  of  the  Union 
of  the  Soviet  Socialist  Republics,  the  President  of  the 
United  States  of  Venezuela,  His  Majesty  the  King  of 
Yugoslavia; 

Having  recognized  the  advantage  of  regulating  in  a  uni- 
form manner  the  conditions  of  international  carriage  by 
air  in  respect  of  the  documents  to  be  used  for  such  carriage 
and  of  the  liability  of  the  carrier,  have  nominated  to  this 
end  their  respective  Plenipotentiaries,  who,  being  thereto 
duly  authorized,  have  concluded  and  signed  the  following 
Convention : — 

CHAPTER  I. 

scope — definitions. 
Article  1. 

(1)  This  Convention  applies  to  all  international  carriage 
of  persons,  luggage  or  goods  performed  by  aircraft  for 
reward.  It  applies  equally  to  gratuitous  carriage  by  air- 
craft performed  by  an  air  transport  undertaking. 
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(2)  For  the  purposes  of  this  Convention  the  expression 
"international  carriage"  means  any  carriage  in  which, 
according  to  the  contract  made  by  the  parties,  the  place  of 
departure  and  the  place  of  destination,  whether  or  not  there 
be  a  break  in  the  carriage  or  a  transhipment,  are  situated 
either  within  the  territories  of  two  High  Contracting  Parties, 
or  within  the  territory  of  a  single  High  Contracting  Party, 
if  there  is  an  agreed  stopping  place  within  a  territory  sub- 
ject to  the  sovereignty,  suzerainty,  mandate  or  authority 
of  another  Power,  even  though  that  Power  is  not  a  party 
to  this  Convention.  A  carriage  without  such  an  agreed  stop- 
ping place  between  territories  subject  to  the  sovereignty, 
suzerainty,  mandate  or  authority  of  the  same  High  Con- 
tracting Party  is  not  deemed  to  be  international  for  the 
purposes  of  this  Convention. 

(3)  A  carriage  to  be  performed  by  several  successive  air 
carriers  is  deemed,  for  the  purposes  of  this  Convention,  to 
be  one  undivided  carriage,  if  it  has  been  regarded  by  the 
parties  as  a  single  operation,  whether  it  had  been  agreed 
upon  under  the  form  of  a  single  contract  or  of  a  series  of 
contracts,  and  it  does  not  lose  its  international  character 
merely  because  one  contract  or  a  series  of  contracts  is  to 
be  performed  entirely  within  a  territory  subject  to  the 
sovereignty,  suzerainty,  mandate  or  authority  of  the  same 
High  Contracting  Party. 

Article  2. 

(1)  This  Convention  applies  to  carriage  performed  by 
the  State  or  by  legally  constituted  public  bodies  provided 
it  falls  within  the  conditions  laid  down  in  Article  1. 

(2)  This  Convention  does  not  apply  to  carriage  performed 
under  the  terms  of  any  international  postal  Convention. 


CHAPTER  II. 
Documents  of  Carriage. 
section  1. — passenger  ticket. 
Article  3. 

(1)  For  the  carriage  of  passengers  the  carrier  must 
deliver  a  passenger  ticket  which  shall  contain  the  following 
particulars: — 

(a)  the  place  and  date  of  issue; 

(b)  the  place  of  departure  and  of  destination; 

(c)  the  agreed  stopping  places,  provided  that  the  carrier 
may  reserve  the  right  to  alter  the  stopping  places  in 
case  of  necessity,  and  that  if  he  exercises  that  right, 
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the  alteration  shall  not  have  the  effect  of  depriving  the 
carriage  of  its  international  character; 

(d)  the  name  and  address  of  the  carrier  or  carriers; 

(e)  a  statement  that  the  carriage  is  subject  to  the  rules 
relating  to  liability  established  by  this  Convention. 

(2)  The  absence,  irregularity  or  loss  of  the  passenger 
ticket  does  not  affect  the  existence  or  the  validity  of  the 
contract  of  carriage,  which  shall  none  the  less  be  subject 
to  the  rules  of  this  Convention.  Nevertheless,  if  the  carrier 
accepts  a  passenger  without  a  passenger  ticket  having  been 
delivered  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to  avail  himself  of  those 
provisions  of  this  Convention  which  exclude  or  limit  his 
liability. 

section  2. — luggage  ticket. 
Article  4. 

(1)  For  the  carriage  of  luggage,  other  than  small  personal 
objects  of  which  the  passenger  takes  charge  himself,  the 
carrier  must  deliver  a  luggage  ticket. 

(2)  The  luggage  ticket  shall  be  made  out  in  duplicate, 
one  part  for  the  passenger  and  the  other  part  for  the  carrier. 

(3)  The  luggage  ticket  shall  contain  the  following  par- 
ticulars:— 

(a)  the  place  and  date  of  issue; 

(b)  the  place  of  departure  and  of  destination; 

(c)  the  name  and  address  of  the  carrier  or  carriers; 

(d)  the  number  of  the  passenger  ticket; 

(e)  a  statement  that  delivery  of  the  luggage  will  be  made 
to  the  bearer  of  the  luggage  ticket; 

(f )  the  number  and  weight  of  the  packages; 

(g)  the  amount  of  the  value  declared  in  accordance  with 
Article  22  (2); 

(h )  a  statement  that  the  carriage  is  subject  to  the  rules 
relating  to  liability  established  by  this  Convention. 

(4)  The  absence,  irregularity  or  loss  of  the  luggage  ticket 
does  not  affect  the  existence  or  the  validity  of  the  contract 
of  carriage,  which  shall  none  the  less  be  subject  to  the  rules 
of  this  Convention.  Nevertheless,  if  the  carrier  accepts 
luggage  without  a  luggage  ticket  having  been  delivered,  or 
if  the  luggage  ticket  does  not  contain  the  particulars  set 
out  at  (d ),  (f )  and  (h)  above,  the  carrier  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  avail  himself  of  those  provisions  of  the  Con- 
vention which  exclude  or  limit  his  liability. 

section  3. — air  consignment  note. 
Article  5. 

(1)  Every  carrier  of  goods  has  the  right  to  require  the 
consignor  to  make  out  and  hand  over  to  him  a  document 
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called  an  "air  consignment  note";  every  consignor  has 
the  right  to  require  the  carrier  to  accept  this  document. 

(2)  The  absence,  irregularity  or  loss  of  this  document 
does  not  affect  the  existence  or  the  validity  of  the  contract 
of  carriage  which  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Article 
9,  be  none  the  less  governed  by  the  rules  of  this  Convention. 

Article  6. 

(1)  The  air  consignment  note  shall  be  made  out  by  the 
consignor  in  three  original  parts  and  be  handed  over  with 
the  goods, 

(2)  The  first  part  shall  be  marked  "for  the  carrier",  and 
shall  be  signed  by  the  consignor.  The  second  part  shall 
be  marked  "for  the  consignee";  it  shall  be  signed  by  the 
consignor  and  by  the  carrier  and  shall  accompany  the 
goods.  The  third  part  shall  be  signed  by  the  carrier  and 
handed  by  him  to  the  consignor  after  the  goods  have  been 
accepted. 

(3)  The  carrier  shall  sign  on  acceptance  of  the  goods. 

(4)  The  signature  of  the  carrier  may  be  stamped;  that 
of  the  consignor  may  be  printed  or  stamped. 

(5)  If,  at  the  request  of  the  consignor,  the  carrier  makes 
out  the  air  consignment  note,  he  shall  be  deemed,  subject 
to  proof  to  the  contrary,  to  have  done  so  on  behalf  of  the 
consignor. 

Article  7. 

The  carrier  of  goods  has  the  right  to  require  the  consignor 
to  make  out  separate  consignment  notes  when  there  is 
more  than  one  package. 

Article  8. 

The  air  consignment  note  shall  contain  the  following 
particulars : — 

(a)  the  place  and  date  of  its  execution; 

(b)  the  place  of  departure  and  of  destination; 

(c  )  the  agreed  stopping  places,  provided  that  the  carrier 
may  reserve  the  right  to  alter  the  stopping  places  in 
case  of  necesshy,  and  that  if  he  exercises  that  right 
the  alteration  shall  not  have  the  effect  of  depriving 
the  carriage  of  its  international  character; 

(d)  the  name  and  address  of  the  consignor; 

(e)  the  name  and  address  of  the  first  carrier; 

(f  )  the  name  and  address  of  the  consignee,  if  the  case  so 
requires; 

(g)  the  nature  of  the  goods; 

(h)  the  number  of  the  packages,  the  method  of  packing 
and  the  particular  marks  or  numbers  upon  them ; 
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(i)  the  weight,  the  quantity  and  the  volume  or  dimen- 
sions of  the  goods ; 

(j )  the  apparent  condition  of  the  goods  and  of  the  pack- 
ing; 

(k )  the  freight,  if  it  has  been  agreed  upon,  the  date  and 

place  of  payment,  and  the  person  who  is  to  pay  it; 
(I)  if  the  goods  are  sent  for  payment  on  delivery,  the 

price  of  the  goods,  and,  if  the  case  so  requires,  the 

amount  of  the  expenses  incurred; 
(m  )  the  amount  of  the  value  declared  in  accordance  with 

Article  22  (2); 
(n)  the  number  of  parts  of  the  air  consignment  note; 

(0 )  the  documents  handed  to  the  carrier  to  accompany 
the  air  consignment  note; 

(p )  the  time  fixed  for  the  completion  of  the  carriage 
and  a  brief  note  of  the  route  to  be  followed,  if  these 
matters  have  been  agreed  upon; 

(q)  a  statement  that  the  carriage  is  subject  to  the  rules 
relating  to  liability  established  by  this  Convention. 

Article  9. 

If  the  carrier  accepts  goods  without  an  air  consignment 
note  having  been  made  out,  or  if  the  air  consignment  note 
does  not  contain  all  the  particulars  set  out  in  Article  8  (a) 
to  (i )  inclusive  and  (q),  the  carrier  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
avail  himself  of  the  provisions  of  this  Convention  which 
exclude  or  limit  his  liability. 

Article  10. 

(1)  The  consignor  is  responsible  for  the  correctness  of 
the  particulars  and  statements  relating  to  the  goods  which 
he  inserts  in  the  air  consignment  note. 

(2)  The  consignor  will  be  liable  for  all  damage  suffered 
by  the  carrier  or  any  other  person  by  reason  of  the  irregu- 
larity, incorrectness  or  incompleteness  of  the  said  par- 
ticulars and  statements. 

Article  11. 

(1)  The  air  consignment  note  is  prima  facie  evidence  of 
the  conclusion  of  the  contract,  of  the  receipt  of  the  goods 
and  of  the  conditions  of  carriage. 

(2)  The  statements  in  the  air  consignment  note  relating 
to  the  weight,  dimensions  and  packing  of  the  goods,  as  well 
as  those  relating  to  the  number  of  packages,  are  prima 
facie  evidence  of  the  facts  stated;  those  relating  to  the 
quantity,  volume  and  condition  of  the  goods  do  not  con- 
stitute evidence  against  the  carrier  except  so  far  as  they 
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both  have  been,  and  are  stated  in  the  air  consignment  note 
to  have  been,  checked  by  him  in  the  presence  of  the  con- 
signor, or  relate  to  the  apparent  condition  of  the  goods. 

Article  12. 

(1)  Subject  to  his  liability  to  carry  out  all  his  obligations 
under  the  contract  of  carriage,  the  consignor  has  the  right 
to  dispose  of  the  goods  by  withdrawing  them  at  the  aero- 
drome of  departure  or  destination,  or  by  stopping  them  in 
the  course  of  the  journey  on  any  landing,  or  by  calling  for 
them  to  be  delivered  at  the  place  of  destination  or  in  the 
course  of  the  journey  to  a  person  other  than  the  consignee 
named  in  the  air  consignment  note,  or  by  requiring  them 
to  be  returned  to  the  aerodrome  of  departure.  He  must 
not  exercise  this  right  of  disposition  in  such  a  way  as  to 
prejudice  the  carrier  or  other  consignors  and  he  must  repay 
any  expenses  occasioned  by  the  exercise  of  this  right. 

(2)  If  it  is  impossible  to  carry  out  the  orders  of  the 
consignor  the  carrier  must  so  inform  him  forthwith. 

(3)  If  the  carrier  obeys  the  orders  of  the  consignor  for 
the  disposition  of  the  goods  without  requiring  the  produc- 
tion of  the  part  of  the  air  consignment  note  delivered  to 
the  latter,  he  will  be  liable,  without  prejudice  to  his  right 
of  recovery  from  the  consignor,  for  any  damage  which  may 
be  caused  thereby  to  any  person  who  is  lawfully  in  posses- 
sion of  that  part  of  the  air  consignment  note. 

(4)  The  right  conferred  on  the  consignor  ceases  at  the 
moment  when  that  of  the  consignee  begins  in  accordance 
with  Article  13.  Nevertheless,  if  the  consignee  declines  to 
accept  the  consignment  note  or  the  goods,  or  if  he  cannot 
be  communicated  with,  the  consignor  resumes  his  right  of 
disposition. 

Article  13. 

(1)  Except  in  the  circumstances  set  out  in  the  preceding 
article,  the  consignee  is  entitled,  on  arrival  of  the  goods 
at  the  place  of  destination,  to  require  the  carrier  to  hand 
over  to  him  the  air  consignment  note  and  to  deliver  the 
goods  to  him,  on  payment  of  the  charges  due  and  on  com- 
plying with  the  conditions  of  carriage  set  out  in  the  air 
consignment  note. 

(2)  Unless  it  is  otherwise  agreed,  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
carrier  to  give  notice  to  the  consignee  as  soon  as  the  goods 
arrive. 

(3)  If  the  carrier  admits  the  loss  of  the  goods,  or  if  the 
goods  have  not  arrived  at  the  expiration  of  seven  days 
after  the  date  on  which  they  ought  to  have  arrived,  the 
consignee  is  entitled  to  put  into  force  against  the  carrier 
the  rights  which  flow  from  the  contract  of  carriage. 
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Article  14. 

The  consignor  and  the  consignee  can  respectively  enforce 
all  the  rights  given  them  by  Articles  12  and  13,  each  in  his 
own  name,  whether  he  is  acting  in  his  own  interest  or  in  the 
interest  of  another,  provided  that  he  carries  out  the  obliga- 
tions imposed  by  the  contract. 

Article  15. 

(1)  Articles  12,  13  and  14  do  not  affect  either  the  rela- 
tions of  the  consignor  or  the  consignee  with  each  other  or 
the  mutual  relations  of  third  parties  whose  rights  are  derived 
either  from  the  consignor  or  from  the  consignee. 

(2)  The  provisions  of  Articles  12,  13  and  14  can  only  be 
varied  by  express  provision  in  the  air  consignment  note. 

Article  16. 

(1)  The  consignor  must  furnish  such  information  and 
attach  to  the  air  consignment  note  such  documents  as  are 
necessary  to  meet  the  formalities  of  customs,  octroi  or  police 
before  the  goods  can  be  delivered  to  the  consignee.  The 
consignor  is  liable  to  the  carrier  for  any  damage  occasioned 
by  the  absence,  insufficiency  or  irregularity  of  any  such 
information  or  documents,  unless  the  damage  is  due  to 
the  fault  of  the  carrier  or  his  agents. 

(2)  The  carrier  is  under  no  obligation  to  enquire  into 
the  correctness  or  sufficiency  of  such  information  or 
documents. 

CHAPTER  III. 
liability  of  the  carrier. 
Article  17. 

The  carrier  is  liable  for  damage  sustained  in  the  event 
of  the  death  or  wounding  of  a  passenger  or  any  other 
bodily  injury  suffered  by  a  passenger,  if  the  accident  which 
caused  the  damage  so  sustained  took  place  on  board  the 
aircraft  or  in  the  course  of  any  of  the  operations  of  em- 
barking or  disembarking. 

Article  18. 

(1)  The  carrier  is  liable  for  damage  sustained  in  the 
event  of  the  destruction  or  loss  of,  or  of  damage  to,  any 
registered  luggage  or  any  goods,  if  the  occurrence  which 
caused  the  damage  so  sustained  took  place  during  the 
carriage  by  air. 
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(2)  The  carriage  by  air  within  the  meaning  of  the  pre- 
ceding paragraph  comprises  the  period  during  which  the 
luggage  or  goods  are  in  charge  of  the  carrier,  whether  in 
an  aerodrome  or  on  board  an  aircraft,  or,  in  the  case  of  a 
landing  outside  an  aerodrome,  in  any  place  whatsoever. 

(3)  The  period  of  the  carriage  by  air  does  not  extend  to 
any  carriage  by  land,  by  sea  or  by  river  performed  outside 
an  aerodrome.  If,  however,  such  a  carriage  takes  place 
in  the  performance  of  a  contract  for  carriage  by  air,  for  the 
purpose  of  loading,  delivery  or  transhipment,  any  damage 
is  presumed,  subject  to  proof  to  the  contrary,  to  have  been 
the  result  of  an  event  which  took  place  during  the  carriage 
by  air. 

Article  19. 

The  carrier  is  liable  for  damage  occasioned  by  delay  in 
the  carriage  by  air  of  passengers,  luggage  or  goods. 

Article  20. 

(1)  The  carrier  is  not  liable  if  he  proves  that  he  and  his 
agents  have  taken  all  necessary  measures  to  avoid  the 
damage  or  that  it  was  impossible  for  him  or  them  to  take 
such  measures. 

(2)  In  the  carriage  of  goods  and  luggage  the  carrier  is 
not  liable  if  he  proves  that  the  damage  was  occasioned  by 
negligent  pilotage  or  negligence  in  the  handling  of  the  air- 
craft or  in  navigation  and  that,  in  all  other  respects,  he 
and  his  agents  have  taken  all  necessary  measures  to  avoid 
the  damage. 

Article  21. 

If  the  carrier  proves  that  the  damage  was  caused  by  or 
contributed  to  by  the  negligence  of  the  injured  person  the 
Court  may,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  its  own 
law,  exonerate  the  carrier  wholly  or  partly  from  his  liability. 

Article  22. 

(1)  In  the  carriage  of  passengers  the  liability  of  the 
carrier  for  each  passenger  is  limited  to  the  sum  of  125,000 
francs.  Where,  in  accordance  with  the  law  of  the  Court 
seized  of  the  case,  damages  may  be  awarded  in  the  form  of 
periodical  payments,  the  equivalent  capital  value  of  the  said 
payments  shall  not  exceed  125,000  francs.  Nevertheless, 
by  special  contract,  the  carrier  and  the  passenger  may  agree 
to  a  higher  limit  of  liability.

SCHEDULE 


Chap.  12.  Carriage  by  Air  Act.  3  Geo.  VI. 


(2)  In  the  carriage  of  registered  luggage  and  of  goods, 
the  liability  of  the  carrier  is  limited  to  a  sum  of  250  francs 
per  kilogram,  unless  the  consignor  has  made,  at  the  time 
when  the  package  was  handed  over  to  the  carrier,  a  special 
declaration  of  the  value  at  delivery  and  has  paid  a  supple- 
mentary sum  if  the  case  so  requires.  In  that  case  the 
carrier  will  be  liable  to  pay  a  sum  not  exceeding  the  declared 
sum,  unless  he  proves  that  that  sum  is  greater  than  the 
actual  value  to  the  consignor  at  delivery. 

(3)  As  regards  objects  of  which  the  passenger  takes 
charge  himself  the  liability  of  the  carrier  is  limited  to  5,000 
francs  per  passenger. 

(4)  The  sums  mentioned  above  shall  be  deemed  to  refer 
to  the  French  franc  consisting  of  65J^  milligrams  gold  of 
millesimal  fineness  900.  These  sums  may  be  converted 
into  any  national  currency  in  round  figures. 

Article  23. 

Any  provision  tending  to  relieve  the  carrier  of  liability 
or  to  fix  a  lower  limit  than  that  which  is  laid  down  in  this 
Convention  shall  be  null  and  void,  but  the  nullity  of  any 
such  provision  does  not  involve  the  nullity  of  the  whole 
contract,  which  shall  remain  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  Convention. 

Article  24. 

(1)  In  the  cases  covered  by  Articles  18  and  19  any  action 
for  damages,  however  founded,  can  only  be  brought  subject 
to  the  conditions  and  limits  set  out  in  this  Convention. 

(2)  In  the  cases  covered  by  Article  17  the  provisions  of 
the  preceding  paragraph  also  apply,  without  prejudice  to 
the  questions  as  to  who  are  persons  who  have  the  right  to 
bring  suit  and  what  are  their  respective  rights. 

Article  25. 

(1)  The  carrier  shall  not  be  entitled  to  avail  himself 
of  the  provisions  of  this  Convention  which  exclude  or 
limit  his  liability,  if  the  damage  is  caused  by  his  wilful  mis- 
conduct or  by  such  default  on  his  part  as,  in  accordance 
with  the  law  of  the  Court  seized  of  the  case,  is  considered 
to  be  equivalent  to  wilful  misconduct. 

(2)  Similarly  the  carrier  shall  not  be  entitled  to  avail 
himself  of  the  said  provisions,  if  the  damage  is  caused  as 
aforesaid  by  any  agent  of  the  carrier  acting  within  the 
scope  of  his  employment. 
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Article  26. 

(1)  Receipt  by  the  person  entitled  to  delivery  of  luggage 
or  goods  without  complaint  is  prima  facie  evidence  that 
the  same  have  been  delivered  in  good  condition  and  in 
accordance  with  the  document  of  carriage. 

(2)  In  the  case  of  damage,  the  person  entitled  to  delivery 
must  complain  to  the  carrier  forthwith  after  the  discovery 
of  the  damage,  and,  at  the  latest,  within  three  days  from 
the  date  of  receipt  in  the  case  of  luggage  and  seven  days 
from  the  date  of  receipt  in  the  case  of  goods.  In  the  case 
of  delay  the  complaint  must  be  made  at  the  latest  within 
fourteen  days  from  the  date  on  which  the  luggage  or  goods 
have  been  placed  at  his  disposal. 

(3)  Every  complaint  must  be  made  in  writing  upon  the 
document  of  carriage  or  by  separate  notice  in  writing  des- 
patched within  the  times  aforesaid. 

(4)  Failing  complaint  within  the  times  aforesaid,  no 
action  shall  lie  against  the  carrier,  save  in  the  case  of  fraud 
on  his  part. 

Article  27. 

In  the  case  of  the  death  of  the  person  liable,  an  action 
for  damages  lies  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  this  Con- 
vention against  those  legally  representing  his  estate. 

Article  28. 

(1)  An  action  for  damages  must  be  brought,  at  the  option 
of  the  plaintiff,  in  the  territory  of  one  of  the  High  Con- 
tracting Parties,  either  before  the  Court  having  juris- 
diction where  the  carrier  is  ordinarily  resident,  or  has  his 
principal  place  of  business,  or  has  an  establishment  by 
which  the  contract  has  been  made  or  before  the  Court 
having  jurisdiction  at  the  place  of  destination. 

(2)  Questions  of  procedure  shall  be  governed  by  the  law 
of  the  Court  seized  of  the  case. 

Article  29. 

(1)  The  right  to  damages  shall  be  extinguished  if  an 
action  is  not  brought  within  two  years,  reckoned  from  the 
date  of  arrival  at  the  destination,  or  from  the  date  on  which 
the  aircraft  ought  to  have  arrived,  or  from  the  date  on 
which  the  carriage  stopped. 

(2)  The  method  of  calculating  the  period  of  limitation 
shall  be  determined  by  the  law  of  the  Court  seized  of  the 
case. 
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Article  30. 

(1)  In  the  case  of  carriage  to  be  performed  by  various 
successive  carriers  and  falling  within  the  definition  set  out 
in  the  third  paragraph  of  Article  1,  each  carrier  who  accepts 
passengers,  luggage  or  goods  is  subjected  to  the  rules  set 
out  in  this  Convention,  and  is  deemed  to  be  one  of  the 
contracting  parties  to  the  contract  of  carriage  in  so  far 
as  the  contract  deals  with  that  part  of  the  carriage  which 
is  performed  under  his  supervision. 

(2)  In  the  case  of  carriage  of  this  nature,  the  passenger 
or  his  representative  can  take  action  only  against  the 
carrier  who  performed  the  carriage  during  which  the  acci- 
dent or  the  delay  occurred,  save  in  the  case  where,  by 
express  agreement,  the  first  carrier  has  assumed  liability 
for  the  whole  journey. 

(3)  As  regards  luggage  or  goods,  the  passenger  or  con- 
signor will  have  a  right  of  action  against  the  first  carrier, 
and  the  passenger  or  consignee  who  is  entitled  to  delivery 
will  have  a  right  of  action  against  the  last  carrier,  and 
further,  each  may  take  action  against  the  carrier  who  per- 
formed the  carriage  during  which  the  destruction,  loss, 
damage  or  delay  took  place.  These  carriers  will  be  jointly 
and  severally  liable  to  the  passenger  or  to  the  consignor 
or  consignee. 

CHAPTER  IV. 
provisions  relating  to  combined  carriage. 
Article  31. 

(1)  In  the  case  of  combined  carriage  performed  partly  by 
air  and  partly  by  any  other  mode  of  carriage,  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Convention  apply  only  to  the  carriage  by  air, 
provided  that  the  carriage  by  air  falls  within  the  terms  of 
Article  1. 

(2)  Nothing  in  this  Convention  shall  prevent  the  parties 
in  the  case  of  combined  carriage  from  inserting  in  the  docu- 
ment of  air  carriage  conditions  relating  to  other  modes  of 
carriage,  provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  Convention 
are  observed  as  regards  the  carriage  by  air. 

CHAPTER  V. 
general  and  final  provisions. 
Article  32. 

Any  clause  contained  in  the  contract  and  all  special 
agreements  entered  into  before  the  damage  occurred  by 
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which  the  parties  purport  to  infringe  the  rules  laid  down 
by  this  Convention,  whether  by  deciding  the  law  to  be 
applied,  or  by  altering  the  rules  as  to  jurisdiction,  shall  be 
null  and  void.  Nevertheless  for  the  carriage  of  goods  ar- 
bitration clauses  are  allowed,  subject  to  this  Convention, 
if  the  arbitration  is  to  take  place  within  one  of  the  juris- 
dictions referred  to  in  the  first  paragraph  of  Article  28. 

Article  33. 

Nothing  contained  in  this  Convention  shall  prevent  the 
carrier  either  from  refusing  to  enter  into  any  contract 
of  carriage,  or  from  making  regulations  which  do  not  con- 
flict with  the  provisions  of  this  Convention. 

Article  34. 

This  Convention  does  not  apply  to  international  carriage 
by  air  performed  by  way  of  experimental  trial  by  air  naviga- 
tion undertakings  with  the  view  to  the  establishment  of  a 
regular  line  of  air  navigation,  nor  does  it  apply  to  carriage 
performed  in  extraordinary  circumstances  outside  the 
normal  scope  of  an  air  carrier's  business. 

Article  35. 

The  expression  "days"  when  used  in  this  Convention 
means  current  days  not  working  days. 

Article  36. 

The  Convention  is  drawn  up  in  French  in  a  single  copy 
which  shall  remain  deposited  in  the  archives  of  the  Ministry 
for  Foreign  Affairs  of  Poland  and  of  which  one  duly  certi- 
fied copy  shall  be  sent  by  the  Polish  Government  to  the 
Government  of  each  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties. 

Article  37. 

(1)  This  Convention  shall  be  ratified.  The  instruments 
of  ratification  shall  be  deposited  in  the  archives  of  the 
Ministry  for  Foreign  Affairs  of  Poland,  which  will  notify 
the  deposit  to  the  Government  of  each  of  the  High  Con- 
tracting Parties. 

(2)  As  soon  as  this  Convention  shall  have  been  ratified 
by  five  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties  it  shall  come  into 
force  as  between  them  on  the  ninetieth  day  after  the  deposit 
of  the  fifth  ratification.  Thereafter  it  shall  come  into 
force  between  the  High  Contracting  Parties  who  shall 
have  ratified  and  the  High  Contracting  Party  who  deposits 
his  instrument  of  ratification  on  the  ninetieth  day  after  the 
deposit. 
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(3)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Government  of  the  Re- 
public of  Poland  to  notify  to  the  Government  of  each  of  the 
High  Contracting  Parties  the  date  on  which  this  Convention 
comes  into  force  as  well  as  the  date  of  the  deposit  of  each 
ratification. 

Article  38. 

(1)  This  Convention  shall,  after  it  has  come  into  force, 
remain  open  for  accession  by  any  State. 

(2)  The  accession  shall  be  effected  by  a  notification 
addressed  to  the  Government  of  the  Republic  of  Poland, 
which  will  inform  the  Government  of  each  of  the  High 
Contracting  Parties  thereof. 

(3)  The  accession  shall  take  effect  as  from  the  ninetieth 
day  after  the  notification  made  to  the  Government  of  the 
Republic  of  Poland. 

Article  39. 

(1)  Any  one  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties  may 
denounce  this  Convention  by  a  notification  addressed  to 
the  Government  of  the  Republic  of  Poland,  which  will 
at  once  inform  the  Government  of  each  of  the  High  Con- 
tracting Parties. 

(2)  Denunciation  shall  take  effect  six  months  after  the 
notification  of  denunciation,  and  shall  operate  only  as 
regards  the  party  who  shall  have  proceeded  to  denun- 
ciation. 

Article  40. 

(1)  Any  High  Contracting  Party  may,  at  the  time  of 
signature  or  of  deposit  of  ratification  or  of  accession  declare 
that  the  acceptance  which  he  gives  to  this  Convention  does 
not  apply  to  all  or  any  of  his  colonies,  protectorates,  terri- 
tories under  mandate,  or  any  other  territory  subject  to  his 
sovereignty  or  his  authority,  or  any  territory  under  his 
suzerainty. 

(2)  Accordingly  any  High  Contracting  Party  may  sub- 
sequently accede  separately  in  the  name  of  all  or  any  of 
his  colonies,  protectorates,  territories  under  mandate  or 
any  other  territory  subject  to  his  sovereignty  or  to  his 
authority  or  any  territory  under  his  suzerainty  which  has 
been  thus  excluded  by  his  original  declaration. 

(3)  Any  High  Contracting  Party  may  denounce  this 
Convention,  in  accordance  with  its  provisions,  separately 
or  for  all  or  any  of  his  colonies,  protectorates,  territories 
under  mandate  or  any  other  territory  subject  to  his  sov- 
ereignty or  to  his  authority,  or  any  other  territory  under 
his  suzerainty. 
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Article  41. 

Any  High  Contracting  Party  shall  be  entitled  not  earlier 
than  two  years  after  the  coming  into  force  of  this  Conven- 
tion to  call  for  the  assembling  of  a  new  international  Con- 
ference in  order  to  consider  any  improvements  which  may 
be  made  in  this  Convention.  To  this  end  he  will  commu- 
nicate with  the  Government  of  the  French  Republic  which 
will  take  the  necessary  measures  to  make  preparations  for 
such  Conference. 

This  Convention  done  at  Warsaw  on  the  12th  October, 
1929,  shall  remain  open  for  signature  until  the  31st  January, 
1930. 

(Here  follow  the  signatures  on  behalf  of  the  following 
countries  :■ — 

Germany,  Austria,  Belgium,  Brazil,  Denmark,  Spain, 
France,  Great  Britain  and  Northern  Ireland,  the  Common- 
wealth of  Australia,  the  Union  of  South  Africa,  Greece, 
Italy,  Japan,  Latvia,  Luxembourg,  Norway,  the  Nether- 
lands, Poland,  Roumania,  Switzerland,  Czecho-Slovakia, 
the  Union  of  Soviet  Socialist  Republics,  and  Yugoslavia.) 

Additional  Protocol. 

(With  reference  to  Article  2.) 

The  High  Contracting  Parties  reserve  to  themselves 
the  right  to  declare  at  the  time  of  ratification  or  of  acces- 
sion that  the  first  paragraph  of  Article  2  of  this  Convention 
shall  not  apply  to  international  carriage  by  air  performed 
directly  by  the  State,  its  colonies,  protectorates  or  mandated 
territories  or  by  any  other  territory  under  its  sovereignty, 
suzerainty  or  authority. 

(This  Additional  Protocol  was  signed  on  behalf  of  the 
same  countries  as  those  above  mentioned.) 

SECOND  SCHEDULE. 

Provisions  as  to  Liability  of  Carrier  in  the  Event 
of  the  Death  of  a  Passenger. 

1.  The  liability  shall  be  enforceable  for  the  benefit  of 
such  of  the  members  of  the  passenger's  family  as  sustained 
damage  by  reason  of  his  death. 

In  this  paragraph  the  expression  "member  of  a  family' ' 
means  wife  or  husband,  parent,  step-parent,  grandparent, 
brother,  sister,  half-brother,  half-sister,  child,  step-child, 
grandchild. 
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Provided  that,  in  deducing  any  such  relationship  as 
aforesaid,  any  illegitimate  person  and  any  adopted  person 
shall  be  treated  as  being,  or  as  having  been,  the  legitimate 
child  of  his  mother  and  reputed  father,  or,  as  the  case  may 
be,  of  his  adopters. 

2.  An  action  to  enforce  the  liability  may  be  brought  by 
any  person  who,  under  the  law  in  force  in  the  province 
in  which  action  is  brought,  is  entitled  to  act  or  is  recog- 
nized as  the  personal  representative  of  the  passenger;  or 
by  any  person  for  whose  benefit  the  liability  is  under  the 
last  preceding  paragraph  enforceable;  or  by  any  person 
who,  under  the  law  in  force  in  the  province  in  which  action 
is  brought,  is  entitled  to  act  or  is  recognized  as  the  repre- 
sentative for  any  one  or  more  of  the  persons  for  whose 
benefit  the  liability  is,  under  the  last  preceding  paragraph, 
enforceable. 

3.  The  Court  before  which  any  such  action  is  brought 
may  at  any  stage  of  the  proceedings  make  any  such  orders 
as  appear  to  the  Court  to  be  just  and  equitable  in  view  of 
the  provisions  of  the  First  Schedule  to  this  Act  limiting 
the  liability  of  a  carrier  and  in  view  of  any  proceedings 
which  may  have  been  or  are  likely  to  be  commenced  in 
another  province  or  outside  Canada,  in  respect  of  the 
death  of  the  passenger  in  question;  and,  without  re- 
stricting the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  may  provide  for 
representation  of  all  interested  persons;  may  stay  pro- 
ceedings, with  a  view  to  avoiding  multiplicity  of  actions, 
whether  within  the  province  or  elsewhere,  in  respect  of 
the  death  of  the  passenger  in  question;  and  may  divide 
the  amount  recovered,  after  deducting  any  costs  not  recov- 
ered from  the  defendant,  between  the  persons  entitled,  in 
such  proportion  as  the  Court  (or,  where  the  action  is  tried 
by  a  jury,  the  jury)  may  direct.

SHORT  TITLE. 


1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Cheese  and  Cheese  short  title.

INTERPRETATION.

4.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  grant  out  of  moneys 
appropriated  by  Parliament  for  the  purpose  a  sum  not  exceed- 
ing fifty  per  centum  of  the  amount  actually  expended  for 
enlarging,  if  necessary,  efficiently  insulating  and  mechanic- 
ally refrigerating  cheese  ripening  rooms  of  existing  factories 
and  for  new  equipment  and  essential  parts  of  cheese  pressing 
equipment  required  for  the  purpose  of  standardization  of 
the  diameter  of  cheese. 

Minister  5.  The  Minister  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor

more  existing  cheese  factories  and  that  such  replaced  cheese 
factories  shall  cease  to  operate  as  such  prior  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  grant. 

7.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  make  regulations 
respecting 

(a)  the  terms  and  conditions  relative  to  the  construction, 
reconstruction,  insulation,  refrigeration  and  equipment 
of  cheese  factories  with  respect  to  which  grants  under 
this  Act  may  be  made; 

(b )  the  manner  in  which  grants  to  subsidized  cheese 
factories  shall  be  paid; 

(c)  the  cancellation  of  any  grant  for  failure  to  comply 
with  any  term  or  condition  or  regulation  applicable 
thereto; 

(d)  the  standardization  of  cheese  pressing  equipment; 

(e)  the  terms  and  conditions  relative  to  the  award  of  any 
grant  with  respect  to  cheese  which  scores  ninety-three 
or  more  points  on  grading  as  provided  herein; 

(f )  any  other  matter  deemed  necessary  for  the  efficient 
enforcement  of  this  Act. 

8.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  grant  to  cheese  factories, 
out  of  moneys  appropriated  by  Parliament  for  the  purpose, 
the  sum  of  one  cent  per  pound  on  all  cheese  which  scores 
ninety-three  points  on  grading  or  scoring  by  a  dairy  produce 
grader,  and  the  sum  of  two  cents  per  pound  on  all  cheese 
which  scores  ninety-four  or  more  points  on  grading  or 
scoring  by  a  dairy  produce  grader. 

Regulations  9.  Any  regulation  prescribed  under  the  provisions  of  this 
firom^ate  of  Act  snan<  ^e  effective  from  the  date  of  publication  in  the 
publication.

An  Act  respecting  the  Chief  Justice  of  Canada. 

[Assented  to  2nd  May,  1939.} 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows : — 

1.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  proviso  to  Term  of 
section  nine  of  the  Supreme  Court  Act,  chapter  thirty-five  J^Jded 
of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Canada,  1927,  the  person  holding 

the  office  of  Chief  Justice  of  Canada  at  the  passing  of  this 
Act  may  continue  to  hold  the  said  office  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  three  years  from  and  after  the  seventh  day 
of  January,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  forty. 

2.  In  the  event  of  the  said  Chief  Justice  continuing  to  Annuity 
hold  the  said  office  until  or  after  the  seventh  day  of  January,  t§e  salary  of 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  forty  then,  notwithstanding  the  office 
anything  in  this  Act,  the  provisions  of  subsection  two  of  retirement, 
section  twenty-four  of  the  Judges  Act,  chapter  one  hundred 

and  five  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Canada,  1927,  as  enacted 
by  chapter  twenty-seven  of  the  Statutes  of  1930,  shall 
continue  to  apply  to  the  said  Chief  Justice;  and  on  the  said 
Chief  Justice  ceasing  from  any  cause  to  hold  the  said  office 
on  or  at  any  time  after  the  said  seventh  day  of  January, 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  forty,  His  Majesty  may, 
by  letters  patent  under  the  Great  Seal,  reciting  the  facts, 
grant  to  him  an  annuity  equal  to  the  salary  of  the  said 
office  at  the  time  he  ceases  to  hold  the  same,  to  commence 
at  that  time  and  to  continue  thenceforth  during  his  natural 
life;  and  section  twenty-nine  of  the  Judges  Act  shall  apply 
in  respect  of  such  annuity

1.  Section  fourteen  of  the  Dairy  Industry  Act,  chapter

An  Act  to  make  provision  for  the  Sealing  of  Royal 
Instruments. 

[Assented  to  2nd  May,  1989.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Seals  Act,  1939.  short  title. 

2.  In  this  Act,  and  in  any  regulation  or  order  made  Definitions, 
hereunder,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires: — 

(a)  " Great  Seal  of  the  Realm"  means  the  Great  Seal  «  'Great  Seal 
of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Northern  fJJSli". 
Ireland  for  which  provision  was  made  in  Article  XXIV 

of  The  Union  with  Scotland  Act,  1706  (6  Anne,  A.D. 
1706,  chapter  XI,  An  Act  for  an  Union  of  the  Two 
Kingdoms  of  England  and  Scotland)  and  includes  the 
wafer  seal; 

(b )  "Signet"  means  the  seal  which,  under  the  existing  "Signet", 
practice  in  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and 
Northern  Ireland,  is  delivered  by  His  Majesty  the 

King  to  each  of  his  Principal  Secretaries  of  State  in 
the  United  Kingdom,  and  includes  the  lesser  signet, 
or  second  secretarial  seal  and  the  cachet; 

(c)  "Royal  Instrument"  means  an  instrument,  in  respect  "Royal

(e)  "Countersignature"  refers  to  the  endorsement  upon  "Counter- 
a  royal  instrument  or  upon  a  document  under  the  Slgnature 
Sign  Manual  of  the  signature  of  His  Majesty's  respon- 
sible Canadian  Minister; 
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(f)  '  'Royal  Seals"  include  the  Great  Seal  of  Canada 
and  any  other  seals  or  signets  that  may,  with  the 
approval  of  His  Majesty  the  King,  be  authorized  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

3.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  law  in  force 
in  Canada,  any  royal  instrument  may  be  issued  by  and 
with  the  authority  of  His  Majesty  the  King  and  passed 
under  the  Great  Seal  of  Canada,  or  under  any  other  Royal 
Seal  approved  by  His  Majesty  the  King  for  the  purpose. 

0rd|raand  4.  (i)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  law  in 
reguations.  force  jn  Canada,  the  Governor  in  Council  may,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  His  Majesty  the  King,  make  orders 
and  regulations  relating  to  royal  seals,  the  use  thereof, 
royal  instruments,  and  documents  under  the  Sign  Manual, 
and,  without  restricting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing, 
in  relation  to  the  following  matters: — 

(a)  The  specification  of  the  instruments  or  classes  of 
instruments  which  are  to  be  passed  under  the  royal 
seals; 

(b )  The  authorisation  of  royal  seals  and  the  naming  of 
such  seals,  and  the  specification  of  the  purposes  for 
which  they  are  to  be  used; 

(c )  The  custody  of  the  royal  seals; 

(d)  The  procedure  governing  the  use  of  the  royal  seals; 

(e)  Countersignature  of  royal  instruments; 

(f )  The  issuing  and  countersignature  of  documents  under 
the  Sign  Manual; 

(g )  The  procedure  whereby  the  approval  of  His  Majesty 
the  King  and  his  authority  for  the  issuing  of  royal 
instruments  and  documents  under  the  Sign  Manual 
is  to  be  given; 

(h )  The  authentication  and  proof  of  royal  instruments 
and  documents  under  the  Sign  Manual,  including  the 
conditions  under  which  certification  by  an  official, 
or  publication  by  the  King's  Printer,  shall  constitute 
authentication  and  proof. 

Publication.      (2)  All  orders  and  regulations  made  under  the  authority 
of  this  section  shall  be  published  in  the  Canada  Gazette.

[Assented  to  2nd  May,  1939.] 

WHEREAS  it  has  become  the  common  practice  for  money-  Preamble, 
lenders  to  make  charges  against  borrowers  claimed 
as  discount,  deduction  from  an  advance,  commission,  brok- 
erage, chattel  mortgage  and  recording  fees,  fines  and  penal- 
ties, or  for  inquiries,  defaults  or  renewals,  which,  in  truth  and 
substance  are,  in  whole  or  in  part,  compensation  for  the  use 
of  money  loaned  or  for  the  acceptance  of  the  risk  of  loss  or 
are  so  mixed  with  such  compensation  as  to  be  indistinguish- 
able therefrom  and  are,  in  some  cases,  charges  primarily 
payable  by  the  lender  but  required  by  the  lender  to  be  paid 
by  the  borrowers;  and  whereas  the  result  of  these  practices 
is  to  add  to  the  cost  of  the  loan  without  increasing  the 
nominal  rate  of  interest  charged  so  that  the  provisions  of 
the  law  relating  to  interest  and  usury  have  been  rendered 
ineffective:  Therefore  His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Com- 
mons of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows : — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Small  Loans  Act,  1939.  short  title. 

2.  In  this  Act,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  Definitions. 

(a)  "cost"  of  a  loan  means  the  whole  of  the  cost  of  the  "Cost." 
loan  to  the  borrower  whether  the  same  is  called  interest 

or  is  claimed  as  discount,  deduction  from  an  advance, 
commission,  brokerage,  chattel  mortgage  and  record- 
ing fees,  fines,  penalties  or  charges  for  inquiries,  defaults 
or  renewals  or  otherwise,  and  whether  paid  to  or  charged 
by  the  lender  or  paid  to  or  charged  by  any  other  person, 
and  whether  fixed  and  determined  by  the  loan  con- 
tract itself,  or  in  whole  or  in  part  by  any  other  collateral 
contract  or  document  by  which  the  charges,  if  any, 
imposed  under  the  loan  contract  or  the  terms  of  the 
repayment  of  the  loan  are  effectively  varied. 

(b)  "licensee"  means  a  person  licensed  under  this  Act;  "Licensee." 

(c)  "loan"  means  a  loan  made  by  a  money-lender  of  «Loan." 
not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  and  includes 
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the  consideration  for  a  wage  assignment:  Provided 
that  if,  after  deducting  all  payments  whether  on 
account  of  interest,  expenses  or  principal,  made  by 
the  borrower  to  the  money-lender  at  or  about  the 
same  time  as  a  loan  is  made,  the  amount  retained 
by  the  borrower  is  five  hundred  dollars  or  less,  the 
transaction  or  transactions  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
resulted  in  a  loan  of  the  amount  so  retained  by  the 
borrower  notwithstanding  that  nominally  a  loan  for 
a  larger  sum  has  been  made;

(e)  "money-lender"  means  any  person  other  than  a 
chartered  bank  who  carries  on  the  business  of  money- 
lending  or  advertises  himself,  or  holds  himself  or  itself 
out  in  any  way,  as  carrying  on  that  business,  but  does 
not  include  a  registered  pawnbroker  as  such; 

(f )  "small  loans  company"  means  a  company  incor- 
porated by  special  Act  of  Parliament  and  authorized  to 
lend  money  on  promissory  notes  or  other  personal 
security  and  on  chattel  mortgages; 

(g )  "Superintendent"  means  the  Superintendent  of  In- 
surance ; 

(h )  "wage  assignment"  means  a  sale,  assignment,  trans- 
fer or  order  for  payment  of  wages,  salary,  commissions 
or  other  remuneration  for  services  whether  earned  or 
to  be  earned  when  made  or  given  in  consideration

3.  (1)  No  money-lender  shall,  in  respect  of  any  loan, 
directly  or  indirectly,  charge,  exact  or  receive,  or  stipulate 
for  the  payment  by  the  borrower  of,  a  sum  of  money  as 
a  result  of  the  payment  of  which  the  cost  of  the  loan  exceeds 
an  amount  equivalent  to  the  amount  or  rate  prescribed 
by  subsection  two  of  this  section,  and  any  money-lender 
who  enters  into  a  transaction  in  contravention  of  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  shall  be  guilty  of  an  indictable 
offence  and  liable,  if  an  individual,  to  imprisonment  for 
a  term  not  exceeding  one  year  and  to  a  penalty  not  ex- 
ceeding one  thousand  dollars  and,  if  a  corporation,  to  a 
penalty  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars.

4.  In  any  suit,  action  or  other  proceeding  concerning  a  Relief 
loan  wherein  it  is  alleged  that  the  cost  of  the  loan  paid  or  certain6 
claimed  exceeds  the  rate  of  cost  prescribed  by  the  next  cases- 
preceding  section,  the  court  may  re-open  the  transaction 
and  take  an  account  between  the  parties  and  may,  not- 
withstanding any  statement  or  settlement  of  account,  or 
any  contract  purporting  to  close  previous  dealings  and 
create  a  new  obligation,  re-open  any  account  already  taken 
between  the  parties  and  relieve  the  borrower  of  any  obliga- 
tion to  pay  any  sum  on  account  of  the  cost  of  the  loan  in 
excess  of  an  amount  equivalent  to  the  said  rate;  and  if 
any  such  excess  has  been  paid  or  allowed,  may  order  the 
money-lender  to  repay  it  and  may  set  aside,  either  in  whole 
or  in  part,  or  revise,  or  alter,  any  security  given  in  respect 
of  the  transaction.

5.  (1)  No  person  shall  transact  the  business  of  a  money-  Licences, 
lender  unless  such  person  has  first  obtained  from  the  Minister 
a  licence:  Provided,  however,  that  this  section  shall  not  Proviso, 
apply  to  a  money-lender  the  cost  of  whose  loans  does  not  in 
any  case  exceed  an  amount  equivalent  to  twelve  per  centum 
per  annum  upon  the  amount  actually  received  by  the 
borrower. 

(2)  The  Minister  may  issue  a  licence  to  any  person  upon  Conditions, 
being  satisfied  that  the  experience,  character,  and  general

Whereas  by  an  Act  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  the 
Province  of  Ontario  in  the  first  year  of  the  reign  of  His 
Majesty  King  George  the  Sixth,  Chapter  105,  the  City  was 
authorized  to  establish,  construct,  equip,  maintain,  operate 
and  use  an  airport  as  therein  denned  and  to  enter  into 
agreements  with  any  person  in  respect  thereto; 

And  Whereas  by  Report  No.  1  of  the  Special  Committee 
re  establishment  of  airport  facilities,  adopted  in  Council 
July  9th,  1937,  it  was  recommended  that  the  Commissioners 
take  charge  of  the  construction  and  operation  of  certain 
airports  for  and  at  the  expense  of  the  City; 

And  Whereas  the  City  has  acquired  and  is  the  owner  of 
the  lands  described  in  Schedule  "A"  hereto  annexed  and 
the  Commissioners  on  behalf  of  the  City  have  established 
and  constructed  thereon  an  airport  called  the  "Toronto 
Malton  Airport"  hereinafter  referred  to  as  "the  Airport"; 

And  Whereas  the  City  has  by  Indenture  of  Lease,  dated 
the  15th  day  of  November,  1938,  demised  and  leased  unto 
His  Majesty  the  King,  represented  therein  by  the  Honour- 
able the  Minister  of  Transport  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
that  portion  of  the  Airport  therein  described  (hereinafter 
referred  to  as  "the  Airport  proper"),  upon  the  terms  and 
conditions  therein  set  forth; 

And  Whereas  the  City  has  by  a  further  Indenture  of 
Lease,  dated  the  19th  day  of  September,  1938,  demised  and 
leased  unto  Trans-Canada  Air  Lines  the  portion  of  the 
Airport  therein  described  for  use  as  a  site  for  a  hangar, 
together  with  necessary  apron  therefor,  upon  the  terms  and 
conditions  therein  set  forth; 
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Now  This  Agreement  Witnesseth  that  the  Parties 
hereto  have  agreed  as  follows: — 

1.  The  City  entrusts  to  the  Commissioners  the  control, 
maintenance,  management  and  operation  of  the  Airport  as 
described  in  Schedule  "A"  hereto  annexed  subject  to  the 
said  leases  to  His  Majesty  the  King  and  Trans-Canada  Air 
Lines. 

2.  The  Commissioners  will  control,  maintain,  manage 
and  operate  the  Airport  and  any  additions  thereto  on 
behalf  of  the  City  subject  to  the  leases  aforesaid  and  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  this  agreement  so  as  to  secure  the  most 
effective  operation  of  the  same  consistent  with  good  manage- 
ment. 

3.  The  Commissioners  covenant  and  agree  that  in 
carrying  out  this  agreement  they  will  comply  with  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  the  Agreement  between  His  Majesty 
the  King,  represented  therein  by  the  Honourable  the 
Minister  of  Transport  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  and 
the  City,  dated  the  10th  day  of  November,  1937,  with 
reference  to  airports,  in  so  far  as  such  Agreement  relates  to 
the  control,  maintenance,  management  or  operation  of  the 
Airport. 

4.  The  Commissioners  shall,  in  particular,  but  not  so  as 
to  restrict  their  general  powers  and  duties,  have  in  respect 
to  the  Airport  the  following  powers  and  duties,  namely : — 

(a)  To  lease,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the 
Commissioners  may  deem  advisable,  any  land  forming 
part  of  the  Airport  but  not  required  for  purposes  of  the 
Airport  proper,  for  any  term  not  in  excess  of  two  years 
and  to  execute  any  document  in  connection  therewith 
on  behalf  of  and  in  the  name  of  the  City; 

(b )  To  negotiate  leases  of  any  of  the  said  land  for  terms 
in  excess  of  two  years  or  sales  thereof  and  to  make 
recommendations  in  respect  thereto  to  the  Council  of 
the  City.  No  such  lease  or  sale  shall  be  made  except 
in  strict  conformity  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations 
pertaining  to  airports  as  from  time  to  time  in  force; 

(c)  To  effect  collection  of  all  such  tolls  and  revenues  as 
may  from  time  to  time  be  authorized  by  the  said 
regulations; 

(d )  To  keep,  observe  and  perform  on  behalf  of  the  City 
the  covenants,  provisoes  and  conditions  by  the  City 
to  be  kept,  observed  and  performed  contained  in  the 
leases  to  His  Majesty  the  King  and  Trans-Canada 
Air  Lines  hereinbefore  referred  to  and  in  any  lease 
hereinbefore  or  hereafter  entered  into  of  any  portion  of 
the  Airport  and  to  enforce  on  behalf  of  the  City  all 
covenants,  provisoes  and  conditions  by  the  lessee  to  be 
kept,  observed  and  performed  by  the  terms  of  any  of 
the  said  leases; 
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(e )  With  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner  of  Assessment 
of  the  City,  to  dispose  of  any  buildings  or  structures  on 
the  Airport  not  required  for  airport  purposes. 

(f )  To  maintain  insurance  to  such  amount  as  will  protect 
the  City  and  the  Commissioners  from  any  claim  for 
damages  for  personal  injuries  (including  death)  or  for 
damages  to  property,  arising  from  any  alleged  negli- 
gence in  the  construction  or  operation  of  the  Airport. 

5.  The  Commissioners  may  defend,  settle  or  compromise 
as  they  may  deem  expedient,  any  claim  or  demand  made 
against  them  or  the  City  by  reason  of  alleged  negligence  in 
the  construction  or  operation  of,  or  otherwise  in  respect  to, 
the  Airport,  and  shall  have  the  conduct  and  control  of  all 
actions  or  proceedings  resulting  from  any  such  claim  or 
demand. 

6.  The  Commissioners  will  keep  separate  books  of 
account  with  reference  to  the  matters  entrusted  to  them 
by  this  agreement  and  will  enter  therein  all  items  received 
or  expended  in  respect  of  such  matters. 

7.  The  net  proceeds  of  any  sale,  lease  or  disposition  of 
property  referred  to  in  paragraph  No.  4  hereof  shall  be 
handed  over  to  the  Commissioners  for  the  purposes  of  this 
agreement  and  in  addition  thereto  the  City  will  from  time 
to  time  furnish  to  the  Commissioners  such  monies  as  may  be 
necessary  to  carry  out  their  powers  and  duties  hereunder. 

8.  All  monies  received  by  the  Commissioners  under  the 
provisions  of  this  agreement  shall  be  kept  entirely  separate 
from  any  other  monies  in  their  possession  and  it  shall  be 
illegal  for  the  Commissioners  (except  with  the  approval  of 
the  City)  to  use  or  resort,  whether  by  way  of  loan  or  other- 
wise, to  such  first  named  monies  for  any  purpose  not  con- 
templated by  this  agreement  or  to  use  or  resort  to  in  like 
manner  for  any  of  the  purposes  contemplated  by  this 
agreement  any  other  monies  in  their  possession. 

9.  Immediately  after  the  close  of  each  calendar  year  the 
Commissioners  shall  submit  to  the  Council  of  the  City  a 
completely  audited  balance  sheet  and  certified  financial 
statement  of  the  affairs  entrusted  to  them  by  this  agreement 
including  a  revenue  and  expense  account  and  profit  and  loss 
statement  together  with  a  general  report  of  the  operations 
of  the  Commissioners  under  this  agreement  during  the  year. 

10.  All  books,  documents,  transactions  and  accounts  of 
the  Commissioners  in  respect  to  their  operations  hereunder 
shall  at  all  times  be  open  for  inspection  by  the  Audit  Depart- 
ment of  the  City. 

11.  The  Commissioners  will,  after  providing  for  control, 
maintenance,  management  and  operation  as  they  shall 
think  proper,  pay  to  the  City  any  surplus  of  revenues  over 
expenditures  remaining  in  their  hands  at  the  end  of  any 
calendar  year  in  respect  to  the  Airport  entrusted  to  their 
management  by  this  agreement. 
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12.  If  at  any  time  either  party  hereto  shall  determine 
that  further  management  or  operation  of  the  Airport  on 
behalf  of  the  City  by  the  Commissioners  is  unnecessary  or 
inadvisable  and  shall  give  to  the  other  party  notice  in 
writing  of  such  determination,  then  this  agreement  shall 
terminate  at  the  end  of  a  period  of  one  year  after  receipt 
of  such  notice  and  in  such  event  the  Commissioners  shall 
perform  all  acts  necessary  to  transfer  to  the  City  all 
interest  of  the  Commissioners  (if  any)  in  the  Airport  as 
the  same  may  then  exist;  Provided,  however,  that  if  the 
Commissioners  comply  in  every  respect  with  the  terms  of 
this  agreement,  such  notice  may  not  be  given  until  after 
the  expiration  of  two  years  from  the  date  hereof.

1.  The  conveyances  from  the  Canadian  National  Railway  Conveyances 
Company  to  The  Toronto  Terminals  Railway  Company  Confirmednd 
set  out  in  Schedules  "A"  and  "B"  hereto  and  the  convey- 
ance from  the  Ontario  and  Quebec  Railway  Company  and 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  to  The  Toronto 
Terminals  Railway  Company  set  out  in  Schedule  "C" 
hereto  are  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed,  the  covenants 
therein  contained  are  declared  to  be  within  the  powers  of 
the  respective  grantors  and  binding  upon  them  and  the 
lands  and  interests  purporting  to  be  thereby  conveyed  are 
declared  to  be  vested  in  The  Toronto  Terminals  Railway

Whereas  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  Company  of 
Canada,  (hereinafter  called  the  "Grand  Trunk")  and  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company,  (hereinafter  called 
the  "Canadian  Pacific")  entered  into  an  Agreement  on  the 
26th  day  of  July,  1892,  providing  for  the  establishing  of  a 
Union  Station  in  the  City  of  Toronto  upon  the  properties 
shown  coloured  red  and  blue  upon  the  plan  attached  to  that 
Agreement; 

And  Whereas  on  the  15th  day  of  July,  1896,  a  plan  was 
prepared  and  signed  by  Edmund  Wragge,  Local  Manager 
of  the  Grand  Trunk  and  J.  W.  Leonard,  General  Super- 
intendent of  the  Canadian  Pacific,  showing  coloured  red  the 
Union  Station  property  as  at  that  date,  and  which  said 
property  was  owned  by  the  Grand  Trunk; 

And  Whereas  the  Grantee  was  incorporated  by  an  Act 
of  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  Chapter  170  of  the  Statutes 
of  1906,  with  power  to  acquire  lands  or  interests  therein, 
rights  and  easements  and  to  construct,  provide,  maintain 
and  operate  at  the  City  of  Toronto  a  Union  Passenger 
Station  with  such  buildings  and  other  facilities  as  are  suit- 
able or  advantageous  for  the  handling  and  interchange  of 
all  passenger,  express  and  mail  traffic  of  such  Railway 
Companies  as  desire  to  use  the  said  station  and  facilities; 

And  Whereas  by  the  said  Act,  the  Grand  Trunk  was

pations, to  train  other  unemployed  persons  for  like  estab- 
lishment and  to  assist  those  in  need  and  thereby  lessen 
provincial  and  municipal  burdens  consequent  upon  un- 
employment and  agricultural  distress:  Therefore  His 
Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows: — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Unemployment  and  Short  title.

[Assented  to  by  His  Majesty,  19th  May,  1939.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows : — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Agricultural  Products  short  title. 
Co-operative  Marketing  Act,  1939. 

2.  In  this  Act  and  in  any  regulation,  unless  the  context  Definitions, 
otherwise  requires, 

(a)  "agricultural  product"  means  any  kind  of  grain  Other  "agricultural 
than  wheat,  milk  and  milk  products,  vegetables  and  product- ' 
vegetable  products,  livestock  and  livestock  products, 

fruit  and  fruit  products,  poultry  and  poultry  products, 
honey,  maple  syrup,  tobacco,  and  any  other  product  of 
agriculture  designated  by  the  Governor  in  Council;

3.  (1)  The  Minister  may,  with  the  approval  of  the

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Canada-United  States  of  short  title. 
America  Trade  Agreement  Act,  1939. 

2.  The  Trade  Agreement  entered  into  between  Canada  Trade 
and  the  United  States  of  America,  copy  of  which  is  set  forth  aPgP7o™dnt 
in  the  Schedule  to  this  Act,  is  hereby  approved. 

3.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  make  such  orders  and  Orders  in 
regulations  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to  carry  out  the  authorized, 
provisions  and  intent  of  this  Act  and  of  the  said  Agreement. 

4.  In  the  event  of  any  inconsistency  between  the  pro-  Provisions

TRADE  AGREEMENT  BETWEEN  CANADA  AND 
THE  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA. 

His  Majesty  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  Ireland  and  the  British 
dominions  beyond  the  Seas,  Emperor  of  India,  in  respect  of  Canada, 
and  the  President  of  the  United  States  of  America; 

Desiring  to  facilitate  and  extend  still  further  the  commercial 
relations  existing  between  Canada  and  the  United  States  of  America 
by  granting  reciprocal  concessions  and  advantages  for  the  promotion 
of  trade; 

Taking  into  account  the  absence  of  any  restriction  upon  the 
settlement  of  commercial  obligations  arising  out  of  the  trade  between 
Canada  and  the  United  States  of  America; 

Have  resolved  to  replace  the  Trade  Agreement  concluded  between 
them  on  November  15,  1935,  at  Washington  by  a  new  and  more  com- 
prehensive Agreement  and  have  appointed  for  this  purpose  as  their 
Plenipotentiaries : 

His  Majesty  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  Ireland  and  the  British 
dominions  beyond  the  Seas,  Emperor  of  India: 

for  Canada : 

THE  RIGHT  HONOURABLE  W.  L.  MACKENZIE  KING, 

Prime  Minister,  President  of  the  Privy  Council  and  Secretary 
of  State  for  External  Affairs  of  Canada;  and 

The  President  of  the  United  States  of  America: 

MR.  CORDELL  HULL, 

Secretary  of  State  of  the  United  States  of  America; 

Who,  having  communicated  to  each  other  their  full  powers,  found 
in  good  and  due  form,  have  agreed  on  the  following  articles: 

Article  I. 

1.  Canada  and  the  United  States  of  America  will  grant  each  other 
unconditional  and  unrestricted  most-favoured-nation  treatment  in  all 
matters  concerning  customs  duties  and  subsidiary  charges  of  every  kind 
and  in  the  method  of  levying  duties,  and,  further,  in  al  Imatters  concern- 
ing the  rules,  formalities  and  charges  imposed  in  connection  with  the 
clearing  of  goods  through  the  customs,  and  with  respect  to  all  laws  or 
regulations  affecting  the  sale  or  use  of  imported  goods  within  the 
country. 
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2.  Accordingly,  articles  the  growth,  produce  or  manufacture  of  either 
country  imported  into  the  other  shall  in  no  case  be  subject,  in  regard  to 
the  matters  referred  to  above,  to  any  duties,  taxes  or  charges  other  or 
higher,  or  to  any  rules  or  formalities  other  or  more  burdensome,  than 
those  to  which  the  like  articles  the  growth,  produce  or  manufacture  of 
any  other  foreign  country  are  or  may  hereafter  be  subject. 

3.  Similarly,  articles  exported  from  the  territory  of  Canada  or  the 
United  States  of  America  and  consigned  to  the  territory  of  the  other 
country  shall  in  no  case  be  subject  with  respect  to  exportation  and  in 
regard  to  the  above-mentioned  matters,  to  any  duties,  taxes  or  charges 
other  or  higher,  or  to  any  rules  or  formalities  other  or  more  burdensome, 
than  those  to  which  the  like  articles  when  consigned  to  the  territory  of 
any  other  foreign  country  are  or  may  hereafter  be  subject. 

4.  Any  advantage,  favour,  privilege  or  immunity  which  has  been  or 
may  hereafter  be  granted  by  Canada  or  the  United  States  of  America 
in  regard  to  the  above-mentioned  matters,  to  any  article  originating 
in  any  other  foreign  country  or  consigned  to  the  territory  of  any  other 
foreign  country  shall  be  accorded  immediately  and  without  compen- 
sation to  the  like  article  originating  in  or  consigned  to  the  territory  of 
the  United  States  of  America  or  Canada,  respectively,  and  irrespective 
of  the  nationality  of  the  carrier. 

Article  II. 

1.  No  prohibition  or  restriction  shall  be  imposed  or  maintained  on 
the  importation  into  either  country  of  any  article,  from  whatever  place 
arriving,  the  growth,  produce  or  manufacture  of  the  other  country,  to 
which  the  importation  of  the  like  article  the  growth,  produce  or  manu- 
facture of  any  other  foreign  country  is  not  similarly  subject. 

2.  No  prohibition  or  restriction  shall  be  imposed  or  maintained  on 
the  exportation  of  any  article  from  either  country  to  the  other  to  which 
the  exportation  of  the  like  article  to  any  other  foreign  country  is  not 
similarly  subject. 

Article  III. 

If  imports  of  any  article  into  either  country  should  be  regulated 
either  as  regards  the  total  amount  permitted  to  be  imported  or  as 
regards  the  amount  permitted  to  be  imported  at  a  specified  rate  of 
duty,  and  if  shares  are  allocated  to  countries  of  export,  the  share 
allocated  to  the  other  country  shall  be  based  upon  the  proportion  of 
the  total  imports  of  such  article  from  all  foreign  countries  supplied  by 
that  country  in  past  years,  account  being  taken  in  so  far  as  practicable 
in  appropriate  cases  of  any  special  factors  which  may  have  affected  or 
may  be  affecting  the  trade  in  that  article.  In  those  cases  in  which  the 
other  country  is  a  relatively  large  supplier  of  any  such  article,  the 
Government  of  the  country  imposing  the  regulation  shall,  whenever 
practicable,  consult  with  the  Government  of  the  other  country  before 
the  share  to  be  allocated  to  that  country  is  determined. 
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Article  IV. 

1.  If  either  country  establishes  or  maintains  a  monopoly  for  the 
importation,  production  or  sale  of  a  particular  commodity  or  grants 
exclusive  privileges,  formally  or  in  effect,  to  one  or  more  agencies  to 
import,  produce  or  sell  a  particular  commodity,  the  Government  of 
the  country  establishing  or  maintaining  such  monopoly,  or  granting 
such  monopoly  privileges,  agrees  that  in  respect  of  the  foreign  pur- 
chases of  such  monopoly  or  agency  the  commerce  of  the  other  country 
shall  receive  fair  and  equitable  treatment.  To  this  end  it  is  agreed 
that  in  making  its  foreign  purchases  of  any  product  such  monopoly  or 
agency  will  be  influenced  solely  by  those  considerations,  such  as  price, 
quality,  marketability,  and  terms  of  sale,  which  would  ordinarily  be 
taken  into  account  by  a  private  commercial  enterprise  interested 
solely  in  purchasing  such  product  on  the  most  favourable  terms. 

2.  In  awarding  contracts  for  public  works  and  in  purchasing  supplies, 
neither  Government  shall  discriminate  against  articles  the  growth, 
produce  or  manufacture  of  the  territories  of  the  other  country  in  favour 
of  those  of  any  other  foreign  country. 

Article  V. 

Articles  the  growth,  produce  or  manufacture  of  Canada  or  the  United 
States  of  America  shall,  after  importation  into  the  other  country,  be 
exempt  from  all  internal  taxes,  fees,  charges  or  exactions,  other  or 
higher  than  those  payable  on  like  articles  of  national  origin  or  any 
other  origin,  except  as  otherwise  required  by  laws  in  force  on  the  day 
of  the  signature  of  this  Agreement  and  subject  to  the  limitations  on 
the  authority  of  either  Government. 

Article  VI. 

1.  Articles  the  growth,  produce  or  manufacture  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  enumerated  and  described  in  Schedule  I  annexed  to  this 
Agreement  shall,  on  their  importation  into  Canada,  be  exempt  from 
ordinary  customs  duties  in  excess  of  those  set  forth  in  the  said  Schedule, 
subject  to  the  conditions  therein  set  out.  The  said  articles  shall  also 
be  exempt  from  all  other  duties,  taxes,  fees,  charges,  or  exactions, 
imposed  on  or  in  connection  with  importation,  in  excess  of  those 
imposed  on  the  day  of  the  signature  of  this  Agreement  or  required  to  be 
imposed  thereafter  under  laws  of  Canada  in  force  on  the  day  of  the 
signature  of  this  Agreement. 

2.  Schedule  I  shall  have  full  force  and  effect  as  an  integral  part  of 
this  Agreement. 

Article  VII. 

1.  Articles  the  growth,  produce  or  manufacture  of  Canada  enumer- 
ated and  described  in  Schedule  II  annexed  to  this  Agreement  shall,  on 
their  importation  into  the  United  States  of  America,  be  exempt  from 
ordinary  customs  duties  in  excess  of  those  set  forth  and  provided  for  in 
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the  said  Schedule,  subject  to  the  conditions  therein  set  out.  The  said 
articles  shall  also  be  exempt  from  all  other  duties,  taxes,  fees,  charges, 
or  exactions,  imposed  on  or  in  connection  with  importation,  in  excess 
of  those  imposed  on  the  day  of  the  signature  of  this  Agreement  or 
required  to  be  imposed  thereafter  under  laws  of  the  United  States  of 
America  in  force  on  the  day  of  the  signature  of  this  Agreement. 

2.  Schedule  II  shall  have  full  force  and  effect  as  an  integral  part  of 
this  Agreement. 

Article  VIII. 

1.  The  provisions  of  Articles  VI  and  VII  of  this  Agreement  shall  not 
prevent  the  Government  of  either  country  from  imposing  at  any  time 
on  the  importation  of  any  article  a  charge  equivalent  to  an  internal  tax 
imposed  in  respect  of  a  like  domestic  article  or  in  respect  of  a  com- 
modity from  which  the  imported  article  has  been  produced  or  manu- 
factured in  whole  or  in  part. 

2.  Moreover,  the  provisions  of  Articles  VI  and  VII  shall  not  be 
construed  to  embrace  such  reasonable  fees,  charges  or  exactions, 
imposed  at  any  time  by  the  Government  of  either  country  in  con- 
nection with  the  documentation  of  any  shipment,  as  are  commensurate 
with  the  cost  of  the  services  performed. 

Article  IX. 

Sawed  lumber  and  timbers,  telephone,  trolley,  electric-light,  and 
telegraph  poles  of  wood,  and  bundles  of  shingles,  the  growth,  produce 
or  manufacture  of  Canada,  imported  into  the  United  States  of  America, 
shall  not  be  required  to  be  marked  to  indicate  their  origin  in  any  case 
where  the  imported  article  is  of  the  same  class  or  kind  as  articles  which 
were  imported  into  the  United  States  of  America  in  substantial  quanti- 
ties during  the  five-year  period  immediately  preceding  January  1,  1937, 
and  were  not  required  during  such  period  to  be  marked  to  indicate 
their  origin. 

Article  X. 

1.  No  prohibition,  restriction  or  any  form  of  quantitative  regulation, 
whether  or  not  operated  in  connection  with  an  agency  of  centralized 
control,  shall  be  imposed  or  maintained  in  Canada  on  the  importation 
or  sale  of  any  article  the  growth,  produce  or  manufacture  of  the  United 
States  of  America  enumerated  and  described  in  Schedule  I,  or  in  the 
United  States  of  America  on  the  importation  or  sale  of  any  article  the 
growth,  produce  or  manufacture  of  Canada  enumerated  and  described 
in  Schedule  II,  except  as  otherwise  expressly  provided  in  the  said 
Schedules. 

2.  The  foregoing  provision  shall  not  apply  to  quantitative  regulations 
in  whatever  form  which  may  hereafter  be  imposed  by  the  Government 
of  either  country  on  the  importation  or  sale  of  any  article  the  growth, 
produce  or  manufacture  of  the  other,  in  conjunction  with  governmental 
measures  or  measures  under  governmental  authority 
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(a)  operating  to  regulate  or  control  the  production,  market  supply, 
quality  or  price  of  the  like  article  of  domestic  growth,  production 
or  manufacture;  or 

(b)  operating  to  increase  the  labour  costs  of  production  of  the  like 
article  of  domestic  growth,  production  or  manufacture; 

Provided,  however,  that  the  Government  proposing  to  impose  any 
such  quantitative  regulation  shall  have  satisfied  itself,  in  the  case  of 
measures  described  in  subparagraph  (a)  of  this  paragraph,  that  such 
quantitative  regulation  is  necessary  to  secure  the  effective  operation  of 
such  measures,  and,  in  the  case  of  measures  described  in  subparagraph 
(b),  that  such  measures  are  causing  the  domestic  production  of  the 
article  concerned  to  be  injuriously  affected  by  imports  which  constitute 
an  abnormal  proportion  of  the  total  consumption  of  such  article  in 
relation  to  the  proportion  supplied  in  the  past  by  foreign  countries. 

3.  Whenever  either  Government  proposes  to  impose  or  to  effect  a 
substantial  alteration  in  any  quantitative  regulation  authorized  by  the 
preceding  paragraph,  that  Government  shall  give  notice  in  writing  to 
that  effect  to  the  other  and  shall,  upon  request,  enter  into  consultation 
regarding  the  matter.  If  agreement  is  not  reached  within  thirty  days 
after  the  receipt  of  the  notice  the  Government  giving  it  shall  be  free  to 
impose  or  alter  the  regulation  at  any  time,  and  the  other  Government 
shall  be  free  within  fifteen  days  after  such  action  is  taken  to  terminate 
this  Agreement  in  its  entirety  on  giving  thirty  days'  notice  in  writing  to 
that  effect. 

Article  XI. 

In  respect  of  articles  the  growth,  produce  or  manufacture  of  the 
United  States  of  America  enumerated  and  described  in  Schedule  I, 
imported  into  Canada,  and  of  articles  the  growth,  produce  or  manu- 
facture of  Canada  enumerated  and  described  in  Schedule  II,  imported 
into  the  United  States  of  America,  on  which  ad  valorem  rates  of  duty, 
or  duties  based  upon  or  regulated  in  any  manner  by  value,  are  or  may 
be  assessed,  the  general  principles  on  which  dutiable  value  is  determined 
in  each  of  the  importing  countries  on  the  day  of  the  signature  of  this 
Agreement  shall  not  be  altered  so  as  to  impair  the  value  of  any  of  the 
concessions  provided  for  in  this  Agreement. 

Article  XII. 

1.  Nothing  in  this  Agreement  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the 
enforcement  of  such  measures  as  the  Government  of  either  country 
may  see  fit  to  adopt 

(a)  relating  to  the  importation  or  exportation  of  gold  or  silver; 

(b)  relating  to  the  control  of  the  import  or  export  or  sale  for  export 
of  arms,  ammunition,  or  implements  of  war,  and  in  exceptional 
circumstances,  all  other  military  supplies; 

(c)  relating  to  neutrality  or  to  public  security;  or 

(d)  should  that  country  be  engaged  in  hostilities  or  war. 
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2.  Subject  to  the  requirement  that,  under  like  circumstances  and 
conditions,  there  shall  be  no  arbitrary  discrimination  by  either  country 
against  articles  the  growth,  produce  or  manufacture  of  the  other 
country  in  favour  of  the  like  articles  the  growth,  produce  or  manu- 
facture of  any  other  foreign  country,  the  provisions  of  this  Agreement 
shall  not  extend  to  prohibitions  or  restrictions 

(a)  imposed  on  moral  or  humanitarian  grounds; 

(b)  designed  to  protect  human,  animal  or  plant  health  or  life; 

(c)  relating  to  prison-made  goods;  or 

(d)  relating  to  the  enforcement  of  police  or  revenue  laws. 

Article  XIII. 

If  a  wide  variation  should  occur  in  the  rate  of  exchange  between  the 
currencies  of  Canada  and  the  United  States  of  America,  and  if  the 
Government  of  either  country  should  consider  the  variation  so  sub- 
stantial as  to  prejudice  the  industries  or  commerce  of  that  country, 
it  shall  be  free  to  propose  negotiations  for  the  modification  of  this 
Agreement;  and  if  agreement  with  respect  thereto  is  not  reached 
within  thirty  days  following  receipt  of  such  proposal,  the  Government 
making  such  proposal  shall  be  free  to  terminate  this  Agreement  in  its 
entirety  on  thirty  days'  written  notice. 

Article  XIV. 

The  Government  of  each  country  reserves  the  right  to  withdraw  or 
to  modify  the  concession  granted  on  any  article  under  this  Agreement, 
or  to  impose  quantitative  regulations  on  the  importation  of  any  such 
article  if,  as  the  result  of  the  extension  of  such  concession  to  other 
foreign  countries,  such  countries  obtain  the  major  benefit  of  the  con- 
cession, and  if  in  consequence  imports  of  the  article  concerned  increase 
to  such  an  extent  as  to  threaten  serious  injury  to  domestic  producers: 
Provided,  that  before  any  action  authorized  by  the  foregoing  reser- 
vation is  taken,  the  Government  proposing  to  take  such  action  shall 
give  notice  in  writing  to  the  other  Government  of  its  intention  to  do  so, 
and  shall  afford  such  other  Government  an  opportunity  within  thirty 
days  after  receipt  of  such  notice  to  consult  with  it  in  respect  of  the 
proposed  action. 

Article  XV, 

1.  Should  any  measure  be  adopted  by  the  Government  of  either 
country  which,  while  not  conflicting  with  the  terms  of  this  Agreement, 
appears  to  the  Government  of  the  other  country  to  have  the  effect  of 
nullifying  or  impairing  any  of  the  objects  of  the  Agreement,  the  Govern- 
ment which  has  adopted  any  such  measure  shall  consider  such  repre- 
sentations and  proposals  as  the  other  may  make,  with  a  view  to  effecting 
a  mutually  satisfactory  adjustment  of  the  matter. 
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2.  The  Government  of  each  country  will  accord  sympathetic  con- 
sideration to,  and  when  requested  will  afford  adequate  opportunity  for 
consultation  regarding,  such  representations  as  the  other  Government 
may  make  with  respect  to  the  operation  of  customs  laws  and  regula- 
tions, quantitative  restrictions  on  imports  or  the  administration  thereof, 
the  observance  of  customs  formalities,  and  the  application  of  sanitary 
laws  and  regulations  for  the  protection  of  human,  animal  or  plant 
health  or  life. 

3.  In  the  event  that  the  Government  of  either  country  makes 
representations  to  the  Government  of  the  other  country  in  respect  of 
the  application  of  any  sanitary  law  or  regulation  for  the  protection  of 
human,  animal  or  plant  health  or  life,  and  if  there  is  disagreement 
with  respect  thereto,  a  committee  of  technical  experts  on  which  each 
Government  will  be  represented  shall,  on  the  request  of  either  Govern- 
ment, be  established  to  consider  the  matter  and  to  submit  recommen- 
dations to  the  two  Governments. 

Article  XVI. 

The  provisions  of  this  Agreement  relating  to  the  treatment  to  be 
accorded  by  Canada  and  the  United  States  of  America,  respectively, 
to  the  commerce  of  the  other  country  shall  apply,  on  the  part  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  to  the  continental  territory  of  the  United 
States  and  such  of  its  territories  and  possessions  as  are  included  in  its 
customs  territory  on  the  day  of  the  signature  of  this  Agreement.  The 
provisions  of  this  Agreement  relating  to  most-favoured-nation  treat- 
ment shall  apply,  however,  to  all  territories  under  the  sovereignty  or 
authority  of  the  United  States  of  America,  other  than  the  Panama 
Canal  Zone. 

Article  XVII. 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  Article  V  of  this  Agreement: 

(a)  Nothing  in  the  Agreement  shall  entitle  the  United  States  of 
America  to  claim  the  benefit  of  any  treatment,  preference  or  privilege 
which  may  now  or  hereafter  be  accorded  by  Canada  exclusively  to 
territories  under  the  sovereignty  of  His  Majesty  the  King  of  Great 
Britain,  Ireland  and  the  British  dominions  beyond  the  Seas,  Emperor 
of  India,  or  under  His  Majesty's  protection  or  suzerainty. 

(b)  Nothing  in  the  Agreement  shall  entitle  Canada  to  claim  the 
benefit  of  any  treatment,  preference  or  privilege  which  may  now  or 
hereafter  be  accorded  by  the  United  States  of  America,  its  territories 
or  possessions  or  the  Panama  Canal  Zone  exclusively  to  one  another  or 
to  the  Republic  of  Cuba.  The  provisions  of  this  subparagraph  shall 
continue  to  apply  in  respect  of  any  benefits  now  or  hereafter  accorded 
by  the  United  States  of  America,  its  territories  or  possessions  or  the 
Panama  Canal  Zone  to  the  Philippine  Islands,  irrespective  of  an}7 
change  in  the  political  status  of  the  Philippine  Islands. 
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Article  XVIII. 

1.  The  present  Agreement  shall  be  ratified  by  His  Majesty  the  King 
of  Great  Britain,  Ireland  and  the  British  dominions  beyond  the  Seas, 
Emperor  of  India,  in  respect  of  Canada,  and  shall  be  proclaimed  by  the 
President  of  the  United  States  of  America.  It  shall  enter  definitively 
into  force  on  the  day  of  exchange  of  the  instrument  of  ratification  and 
a  copy  of  the  proclamation,  which  shall  take  place  at  Ottawa  as  soon 
as  possible. 

2.  Pending  the  definitive  coming  into  force  of  this  Agreement,  the 
provisions  of  Article  IX  shall  be  applied  provisionally  on  and  after  the 
day  following  the  proclamation  of  the  Agreement  by  the  President  of 
the  United  States  of  America,  and  the  provisions  of  Article  I,  Article 
VI  and  Article  VII  shall  be  applied  provisionally  on  and  after  January 
1,  1939,  subject  to  the  reservations  and  exceptions  elsewhere  provided 
for  in  this  Agreement. 

3.  Upon  the  provisional  application  of  Article  I,  Article  VI  and 
Article  VII  of  the  present  Agreement,  and  during  the  continuance  of 
such  provisional  application,  the  provisions  of  Article  I,  Article  III 
and  Article  IV  of  the  Trade  Agreement  concluded  between  Canada 
and  the  United  States  of  America  on  November  15,  1935,  at  Wash- 
ington, shall  be  inoperative,  and  upon  the  definitive  coming  into  force 
of  the  present  Agreement  the  whole  of  the  said  Agreement  of  November 
15,  1935,  shall  terminate. 

4.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Article  X  and  Article  XIII,  this 
Agreement  shall  remain  in  force  for  a  term  of  three  years  from  the  date 
of  the  provisional  application  of  Article  IX,  and,  unless  at  least  six 
months  before  the  expiration  of  the  aforesaid  term  of  three  years  the 
Government  of  either  country  shall  have  given  notice  to  the  other 
Government  of  intention  to  terminate  the  Agreement  upon  the  expir- 
ation of  that  term  the  Agreement  shall  remain  in  force  thereafter, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  Article  X  and  Article  XIII,  until  six  months 
from  the  date  on  which  the  Government  of  either  country  shall  have 
given  notice  to  the  other  Government  of  intention  to  terminate  the 
Agreement. 

In  witness  whereof  the  respective  Plenipotentiaries  have  signed  this 
Agreement  and  have  affixed  their  seals  hereto. 

Done  in  duplicate,  at  the  City  of  Washington,  this  seventeenth  day 
of  November,  1938.

Wheat. 

[Assented  to  by  His  Majesty,  19th  May,  1939.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows: — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Wheat  Co-operative  short  title. 
Marketing  Act,  1939. 

2.  (1)  In  this  Act  and  in  any  regulation,  unless  the  Definitions, 
context  otherwise  requires, 

(a)  "co-operative  association''  means  an  association  of  "co-operative 
primary  producers  having  for  its  object  the  marketing,  associatlon-" 
under  a  co-operative  plan,  of  wheat  grown  by  the 
aforesaid  primary  producers; 

(b )  "co-operative  plan"  means  an  agreement  entered  into  "co-operative 
by  primary  producers  for  the  marketing,  on  a  collective  plan" 
basis,  of  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  wheat  grown  by

(c)  "crop  year"  means  the  period  of  twelve  months  "crop  year."

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3.  (1)  The  Minister  may,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Governor  in  Council,  by  agreement  with  any  selling  agency, 
undertake  that  if  the  average  sale  price  of  all  wheat  of  any 
grade  grown  in  a  crop  year  delivered  to  the  selling  agency 
under  one  or  more  co-operative  plans  is  less  than  a  sum 
certain  per  bushel  to  be  fixed  by  the  agreement  in  the  case

such  grade  of  wheat  and  provided  further  that  the  maximum 
that  may  be  paid  hereunder  shall  not  exceed  the  difference 
between  the  average  sale  price  aforesaid  and  the  said  sum 
certain  per  bushel  fixed  by  the  agreement  for  such  grade  of 
wheat. 

(2)  The  average  sale  price  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  this 
section,  be  computed  after  the  sale  prices  realized  by  the 
selling  agency  have  been  adjusted,  in  a  manner  to  be  pre- 
scribed by  regulation,  as  if  the  wheat  had  been  sold  in  store 
at  Fort  William. 

(3)  No  payment  shall  be  made  to  primary  producers  by  a 
selling  agency  subsequent  to  the  initial  payment  unless 
such  subsequent  payment  is  first  approved  by  the  Governor 
in  Council. 

(4)  In  the  event  of  any  difference  arising  as  to  the  average 
sale  price  under  any  agreement  hereunder,  the  decision  of 
the  Minister  shall  be  final. 


Regulations.      4.  The  Governor  in  Council  may,  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  Minister,  make  regulations, 

(a)  prescribing,  with  respect  to  any  agreement  made

(iv)  the  manner  of  adjusting  sale  prices  as  if  wheat 
had  been  sold  in  store  at  Fort  William; 

(v)  any  other  term  or  condition  of  the  agreement 
deemed  advisable  or  expedient  for  the  purposes  of  this 
Act; 

(b )  providing  for  such  other  matters  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  for  the  efficient  administration  of  this  Act 
and  for  the  carrying  out  of  its  provisions  according  to 
their  true  intent  and  meaning  and  for  the  better 
attainment  of  its  objects.

CHAP.  37. 


An  Act  to  amend  The  Canadian  National-Canadian  Pacific 

Act,  1933. 

[Assented  to  3rd  June,  1939.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  °^  Jq||'  ^"  ii1 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts     ' c' 
as  follows : — ■ 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Canadian  National-  Short  title. 
Canadian  Pacific  Act,  1939. 

2.  Subsection  one  of  section  two  of  The  Canadian  Na- 
tional-Canadian Pacific  Act,  1933,  chapter  thirty-three  of 
the  statutes  of  1932-33,  is  repealed  and  the  following  sub- 
stituted therefor: — 

"2  (1)  The  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  bind  His  Majesty  Act 
and  shall  prevail  over  all  inconsistent  provisions  of  all  H?smgon 
other  Acts,  but  so  that, —  Actfty* 

(a)  the  provisions  of  the  Maritime  Freight  Rates  Act;  deemed 

(b  )  the  provisions  of  any  statute  of  Canada  which  g^^^ 
confirm  any  contract  or  enact  or  provide  for  any  r.s.,c.79/ 
specific  or  special  freight  rate,  toll  or  tariff  or  for  the 
ascertainment  of  any  one  freight  rate,  toll  or  tariff 
by  reference  to  any  other  and  the  making  of  deductions 
or  allowances;  and, 

(c)  the  provisions  of  the  Industrial  Disputes  Investigation  R.s„  c.  112. 
Act, 

shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  or  to  be  in  any  manner  affected  thereby." 

3.  Section  sixteen  of  the  said  Act  as  amended  by  section 
four  of  chapter  twenty-five  of  the  statutes  of  1936,  is  further 
amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following  sub- 
section : — 

"(7)  The  provisions  of  the  Schedule  to  this  Act  shall  ^ed{lle 
apply  in  the  case  of  every  co-operative  measure,  plan  or  oappy* 
arrangement  which  is  agreed  to,  after  the  date  of  the 
coming  into  force  of  this  subsection,  by  the  National 
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Company  and  the  Pacific  Company  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Part  or  settled  upon  or  made  in  consequence 
of  an  order  of  a  Tribunal  under  Part  III  of  this  Act." 

4.  The  said  Act  is  further  amended  by  adding  thereto 
the  following  Schedule: 

"  SCHEDULE. 

The  following  provisions  shall  apply  in  respect  of  persons 
who  are  employees  of  National  Railways  or  Pacific  Railways 
and  who  shall  not,  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  any  co- 
operative measure,  plan  or  arrangement  directly  affecting 
such  employees  agreed  to  by  the  National  Company  and 
the  Pacific  Company  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Part  II 
of  this  Act  or  settled  upon  or  made  in  consequence  of  an 
order  of  a  Tribunal  under  Part  III  of  this  Act,  have  become 
pensioners  or  annuitants  in  accordance  with  the  rules  of 
any  railway  pension  or  superannuation  plan  or  fund  of 
which  they  may  be  members,  or  have  voluntarily  retired 
or  have  been  removed  from  their  employment  by  reason 
of  misconduct  or  incapacity, — 

(1)  in  this  Schedule,  unless  the  context  otherwise  re- 
quires : — 

"employee"  means  any  person  in  the  service  of  National 
Railways  or  Pacific  Railways  for  compensation  at  or 
after  the  date  of  the  coming  into  force  of  this  Schedule, 
and  shall  include  any  person  who  shall  have  been  in  the 
service  of  National  Railways  or  Pacific  Railways  for 
compensation  at  any  time  during  the  period  of  twelve 
months  immediately  preceding  the  date  of  the  coming 
into  force  of  this  Schedule,  seasonally  or  intermit- 
tently, excepting  any  person  engaged  in  temporary 
work  not  being  part  of  regular  operation. 

"representatives  of  interested  employees"  means  the 
authorized  representatives  of  employees'  organizations 
holding  working  agreements  with  National  Railways 
and/or  Pacific  Railways,  relative  to  wages  and  working 
conditions,  and  applicable  to  the  class  or  classes  of 
employees  affected  by  any  co-operative  measure,  plan 
or  arrangement. 

(2)  (a)  Every  employee  who  is  deprived  of  his  employ- 
ment as  a  result  of  any  such  measure,  plan  or  arrangement 
shall  be  accorded  by  National  Railways  or  Pacific  Railways, 
as  the  case  may  be,  in  whose  service  he  was  last  employed 
preceding  the  effective  date  of  such  measure,  plan  or 
arrangement,  an  adjustment  allowance  as  compensation  for 
the  loss  of  his  employment,  based  on  length  of  service  (being 
not  less  than  one  year),  which  shall  be  a  monthly  allowance 
equivalent  in  each  instance  to  sixty  per  cent  (60%)  of  the 
average  monthly  compensation  of  such  employee  during 
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the  last  twelve  months  of  his  employment  immediately 
preceding  the  effective  date  of  the  measure,  plan  or  arrange- 
ment which  deprived  him  of  his  employment,  such  adjust- 
ment allowance  to  be  paid  the  employee  while  unemployed 
by  National  Railways  and/or  Pacific  Railways  and/or  any 
new  company  referred  to  in  paragraph  (a)  of  subsection 
two  of  section  sixteen  of  this  Act  during  a  period  beginning 
at  the  date  when  he  is  first  deprived  of  employment  as  a 
result  of  such  measure,  plan  or  arrangement  and  con- 
tinuing in  each  instance  for  a  length  of  time  determined 
and  limited  by  the  following  table: — ■ 


Length  of  Service  Period  of  Payment 

1  year  and  less  than  2  years   6  months 

2  years       "  3  years  12  " 

3  years  5  years  18  " 

5  years       "         10  years  36  " 

10  years       "         15  years  48  " 

15  years  and  over  60  " 


( b )  For  the  purpose  of  this  Schedule  the  length  of  service 
of  the  employee  shall  be  determined  from  the  date  he  last 
acquired  an  employment  status  with  National  Railways  or 
Pacific  Railways,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  he  shall  be  given 
credit  for  one  month's  service  for  each  month  in  which 
he  performed  any  service  (in  any  capacity  whatsoever)  and 
twelve  such  months  shall  be  credited  as  one  year's  service. 
The  employment  status  of  an  employee  shall  not  be  inter- 
rupted by  furlough  in  instances  where  the  employee  has 
a  right  to  and  returns  to  service  when  called.  In  deter- 
mining length  of  service  of  an  employee  acting  as  an  officer 
or  other  official  representative  of  an  employee  organization 
he  will  be  given  credit  for  performing  service  while  so 
engaged  on  leave  of  absence  from  the  service  of  the  em- 
ploying company. 

(c)  An  employee  receiving  an  adjustment  allowance  shall 
be  subject  to  call  to  return  to  work  after  being  notified  in 
accordance  with  the  working  agreement,  and  such  employee 
may  be  required  to  return  to  the  service  of  the  employing 
company  for  other  reasonably  comparable  employment  for 
which  he  is  physically  and  mentally  qualified  if  his  return 
does  not  infringe  on  the  employment  rights  of  other  em- 
ployees. 

(d)  If  an  employee  who  is  receiving  an  adjustment 
allowance  returns  to  work  the  adjustment  allowance  shall 
cease  while  he  is  so  re-employed,  and  the  period  of  time 
during  which  he  is  so  re-employed  shall  be  deducted  from 
the  total  period  for  which  he  is  entitled  to  receive  an  adjust- 
ment allowance.   During  the  time  of  such  re-employment, 
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however,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  the  protection  afforded  by 
the  provisions  of  paragraphs  (3),  (5)  and  (6)  of  this 
Schedule  to  employees  who  are  continued  in  employment. 

(e )  If  an  employee  who  is  receiving  an  adjustment 
allowance  obtains  temporary  employment  with  National 
Railways  and/or  Pacific  Railways  and/or  any  new  company 
referred  to  in  paragraph  (a)  of  subsection  two  of  section 
sixteen  of  this  Act,  his  adjustment  allowance  shall  be 
reduced  by  the  amount  of  compensation  earned  by  him  in 
such  temporary  employment  during  the  period  that  the 
adjustment  allowance  is  payable. 

(f )  An  adjustment  allowance  shall  cease  prior  to  the 
expiration  of  its  prescribed  period  in  the  event  of: — 

i.  Failure  without  good  cause  to  return  to  work  in 
accordance  with  working  agreement  after  being  notified 
of  position  for  which  he  is  eligible  and  as  provided  in 
paragraph  (c). 

ii.  Resignation. 

iii.  Death. 

iv.  Retirement  on  pension  or  on  account  of  age  or 
disability  in  accordance  with  the  current  rules  and  prac- 
tices applicable  to  employees  generally. 

v.  Dismissal  for  justifiable  cause. 

(3)  (a)  No  employee  who  is  continued  in  employment 
shall,  for  a  period  not  exceeding  five  years  following  the 
effective  date  of  such  measure,  plan  or  arrangement,  be 
placed,  as  a  result  of  such  measure,  plan  or  arrangement,  in 
a  worse  position  with  respect  to  compensation  and  rules 
governing  the  working  conditions  than  he  occupied  at  the 
effective  date  of  such  measure,  plan  or  arrangement,  so  long 
as  he  is  unable  in  the  normal  exercise  of  his  seniority  rights 
under  existing  agreements,  rules  and  practices  to  obtain  a 
position  producing  compensation  equal  to  or  exceeding  the 
compensation  of  the  position  held  by  him  at  the  effective 
date  of  the  particular  measure,  plan  or  arrangement,  except 
however,  that  if  he  fails  to  exercise  his  seniority  rights  to 
secure  another  available  position  which  does  not  require  a 
change  of  residence,  to  which  he  is  entitled  under  the 
working  agreement  and  which  carries  a  rate  of  pay  and 
compensation  exceeding  that  of  the  position  which  he  elects 
to  retain,  he  shall  thereafter  be  treated  for  the  purposes  of 
this  paragraph  as  occupying  the  position  which  he  elects  to 
decline. 

(b)  The  protection  afforded  by  this  paragraph  shall  be 
made  effective,  whenever  appropriate,  by  the  payment  to 
such  employee  by  National  Railways  or  Pacific  Railways, 
as  the  case  may  be,  in  whose  service  such  employee  is 
employed,  of  a  displacement  allowance  which  shall  be  a 
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monthly  allowance  determined  in  each  instance  by  com- 
puting the  total  compensation  received  by  the  employee 
and  his  total  time  paid  for  during  the  last  twelve  months 
in  which  he  performed  service  immediately  preceding  the 
date  of  his  displacement,  and  by  dividing  separately  the 
total  compensation  and  the  total  time  paid  for  by  twelve, 
thereby  producing  the  average  monthly  compensation  and 
average  monthly  time  paid  for,  which  shall  be  the  minimum 
amounts  used  to  guarantee  the  displaced  employee,  and  if 
the  compensation  in  his  current  position  is  less  in  any 
month  in  which  he  performs  work  than  the  aforesaid  average 
compensation  he  shall  be  paid  the  difference,  less  compen- 
sation for  any  time  lost  on  account  of  voluntary  absences 
to  the  extent  that  he  is  not  available  for  service  equivalent 
to  his  average  monthly  time  during  the  said  period  of 
twelve  months  preceding  his  displacement,  but  he  shall  be 
compensated  in  addition  thereto  at  the  rate  of  the  position 
filled  for  any  time  worked  in  excess  of  the  average  monthly 
time  paid  for  during  the  said  period;  Provided  that  at  the 
end  of  each  year  there  shall  be  made  a  recapitulation  of 
the  total  compensation  received  by  employees  in  receipt  of 
displacement  allowances  payable  under  this  paragraph,  and 
the  necessary  adjustment  shall  be  made  in  respect  to  each 
displacement  allowance  payable  hereunder  so  that  no  em- 
ployee entitled  to  receive  a  displacement  allowance  shall  by 
reason  thereof  be  entitled  to  receive  compensation  in  respect 
to  his  employment  during  any  such  year  greater  than  the 
total  compensation  paid  to  him  during  the  last  twelve 
months  immediately  preceding  the  date  of  his  displacement. 

(4)  An  employee  who  is  eligible  to  receive  an  adjustment 
allowance  under  paragraph  (2)  of  this  Schedule  may,  at 
his  option,  to  be  exercised  within  thirty  days  after  the 
effective  date  of  any  such  measure,  plan  or  arrangement, 
resign  and  (in  lieu  of  an  adjustment  allowance  and  all  other 
benefits  and  protections  provided  in  this  schedule)  accept 
in  a  lump  sum  a  separation  allowance  determined  in  accord- 
ance with  the  following  table: — 

Length  of  Service  Separation  Allowance 

1  year  and  less  than  2  years   3  months'  pay 

2  years       "  3  years   6  " 

3  years       "  5  years   9  " 

5  years       "         10  years  12  " 

10  years       "         15  years  12  " 

15  years  and  over  12  " 

One  month's  pay  shall  be  computed  by  multiplying  by 
30  the  daily  rate  of  pay  applicable  to  the  position  last  occu- 
pied prior  to  the  date  of  the  measure,  plan  or  arrangement. 
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(5)  No  employee  who  is  continued  in  employment  and 
who  is  transferred  from  one  place  to  another  place  or  from 
the  service  of  National  Railways  to  Pacific  Railways,  or 
vice  versa,  or  to  any  new  company  referred  to  in  paragraph 
(a)  of  subsection  two  of  section  sixteen  of  this  Act,  shall, 
by  reason  of  any  such  measure,  plan  or  arrangement,  be 
deprived  of  his  pension  rights,  but  such  pension  rights 
shall  continue  as  if  such  transfer  had  not  been  made,  and 
any  such  employee  may  continue  to  contribute  to  the 
pension  fund  under  the  pension  plan  of  the  company  by 
which  he  was  formerly  employed  and  upon  retirement 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  his  pension  from  that  company. 

(6)  (a)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  section  one 
hundred  and  seventy-nine  of  the  Railway  Act  which  relate 
to  compensation  of  employees  for  financial  losses  caused 
to  them  by  removal,  closing  or  abandonment  of  any  railway 
station  or  divisional  point,  any  employee  who  is  continued 
in  employment  and  who  is  required  by  the  employing 
company  to  change  his  place  of  residence  as  a  direct  result 
of  any  such  measure,  plan  or  arrangement  shall  be  compen- 
sated by  National  Railways  or  Pacific  Railways,  as  the 
case  may  be,  in  whose  service  he  is  employed: — 

i.  For  all  reasonable  travelling  and  moving  expenses  of 
such  employee  and  his  family  and  for  working  time  lost 
as  a  consequence  thereof; 

ii.  For  financial  loss  suffered  in  the  sale  of  his  home 
for  less  than  its  fair  value,  and  in  each  case  the  fair 
value  of  the  home  in  question  shall  be  determined  as 
of  a  date  sufficiently  prior  to  the  measure,  plan  or  arrange- 
ment to  be  unaffected  thereby,  and  the  employing 
company  shall  in  each  instance  be  afforded  an  opportunity 
to  purchase  the  home  at  such  fair  value  before  it  is  sold 
by  the  employee  to  any  other  party; 

iii.  For  financial  losses  suffered  by  reason  of  such 
employee  holding  an  unexpired  lease  of  the  dwelling 
occupied  by  him  as  his  home.

17.  (1)  The  Central  Mortgage  Bank  shall  make  or  cause 
to  be  made  any  appraisal  for  determining,  for  the  purpose 
of  the  adjustment  of  mortgages  under  a  membership  agree- 
ment, the  fair  appraised  value  of  property  but  any  such 
appraisal  shall  be  subject  to  appeal  by  the  member  com- 
pany to  a  committee  appointed  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  section;  Provided  that  the  Central  Mort- 
gage Bank  may  accept,  subject  to  such  further  investigation 
as  the  Central  Mortgage  Bank  may  decide  to  make,  an 
appraisal  agreed  upon  by  the  debtor  and  the  member  com- 
pany.

(2)  The  Central  Mortgage  Bank  shall  not  buy  any 
securities  of,  or  make  any  loan  to,  a  member  company  if  as  a 
result  of  such  purchase  or  loan  the  aggregate  principal 
amount  of  the  securities  of  such  member  company  held  by 
the  Central  Mortgage  Bank  and  of  loans  by  the  Central 
Mortgage  Bank  to  such  member  company  will  exceed  the

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OFFENCES  AND  PENALTIES. 


27.  Every  officer  or  auditor  of  the  Central  Mortgage  officer 
Bank  who  verifies  any  statement,  account  or  list  required  verify^ 
to  be  furnished  to  the  Minister  pursuant  to  the  provisions  false 
of  this  Act,  or  who  has  to  do  with  the  delivering  or  trans-  statement- 
mitting  of  the  same  to  the  Minister  knowing  the  same  to 
be  false  in  any  material  particular,  shall  be  guilty  of  an 
indictable  offence  and  liable  to  imprisonment  for  not  more 
than  five  years  and  not  less  than  six  months. 


LIQUIDATION  OR  WINDING-UP. 


28.  No  statute  relating  to  the  insolvency  or  winding-up  winding-up 
of  any  corporation  shall  apply  to  the  Central  Mortgage  parliament 
Bank  and  in  no  case  shall  the  affairs  thereof  be  wound  up 
unless  Parliament  so  provides.

29.  The  Minister  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor  in  Preliminary 
Council  may  incur  organization  and  preliminary  expenses  l^te™eB 
in  the  furtherance  of  the  purposes  of  this  Act  between  the  c.  r.  Fund 
date  of  the  passing  of  this  Act  and  the  first  meeting  of  the  ^overabie 
Board  of  Directors  not  exceeding  twenty-five  thousand  from  Bank, 
dollars,  and  any  expenses  so  incurred  may  be  paid  out  of 
unappropriated  moneys  in  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund 
and  shall  be  recoverable  from  the  Central  Mortgage  Bank. 


BY-LAWS.

(2)  Regulations  made  under  the  authority  of  this  Act 
shall,  when  published  in  the  Canada  Gazette,  have  the  same 
force  and  effect  as  if  they  had  been  included  in  this  Act.

CHAP.  42. 


An  Act  to  establish  a  Defence  Purchasing  Board  to  control 
the  awarding  of  contracts  for  the  manufacture  of  defence 
equipment  and  the  construction  of  defence  projects, 
to  limit  costs  and  control  profits  in  respect  of  such 
contracts,  and  to  authorize  the  raising  by  way  of  loans 
of  certain  sums  of  money  for  such  purposes. 

[Assented  to  3rd  June,  1939.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows: 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Defence  Purchases,  Short  title. 
Profits  Control,  and  Financing  Act,  1939. 

Part  I. 

2,  In  this  Part,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires : —  Definitions. 

(a)  "Board" 1   means  the  Defence  Purchasing  Board  "Board" 
established  under  this  Part; 

(b )  "contract"  means  any  contract  for  "contract.'* 

(i)  the  purchase  for  the  Department  of  any  arma- 
ments, munitions,  military,  naval  or  air  force  stores, 
ships,  aircraft,  or  any  other  equipment,  materials  or 
supplies  required  for  defence  purposes  (hereinafter 
called  "defence  equipment")*  or 

(ii)  the  construction,  erection,  repair,  improvement 
or  extension  for  the  Department  of  buildings,  air- 
dromes, airports,  dockyards,  roads,  defence  fortifi- 
cations or  other  defence  projects  (hereinafter  called 
"defence  projects"), 

which  involves  an  expenditure  by  the  Department  of  a 
sum  in  excess  of  five  thousand  dollars,  and  for  which 
Parliament  has  appropriated  moneys  or  authorized 
commitments;  provided  that  the  foregoing  definition 
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shall  not  extend  to  any  defence  equipment,  manu- 
factured in  an  arsenal  or  factory  owned  and/or  oper- 
ated by  the  Government  of  Canada  or  to  projects 
carried  out  by  persons  in  the  employ  of  His  Majesty 
the  King  in  right  of  Canada; 

(c)  "  Department"  means  the  Department  of  National 
Defence; 

(d)  "Minister"  means  the  Minister  of  National  Defence; 

(e)  "person"  includes  any  body  corporate  and  politic 
and  any  association  or  other  body,  and  the  heirs, 
executors,  administrators  and  curators  or  other  legal 
representatives  of  such  person,  according  to  the  law  of 
that  part  of  Canada  to  which  the  context  extends. 

3.  (1)  There  shall  be  a  Board  to  be  known  as  the 
"Defence  Purchasing  Board",  consisting  of  not  more  than 
four  members,  namely,  a  Chairman  and  not  more  than 
three  other  members,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Gover- 
nor in  Council  and  who  shall  hold  office  during  good  be- 
haviour for  five  years. 

(2)  The  Governor  in  Council  may  from  time  to  time  fill  any 
vacancy  among  the  members  of  the  Board  from  any  cause 
occurring,  and  such  member  shall  hold  office  for  the  un- 
expired portion  of  the  term  of  office  of  the  member  whom 
he  replaces. 

(3)  The  Board  shall  be  and  be  deemed  to  be,  for  all  the 
purposes  of  this  Part,  the  agent  of  His  Majesty  the  King  in 
right  of  Canada. 

(4)  The  Chairman,  who  shall  be  the  chief  executive 
officer  of  the  Board,  shall  devote  his  whole  time  to  the 
business  of  the  Board,  and  shall  not,  after  his  appointment 
as  Chairman,  be  an  officer  or  a  director  of  any  industrial 
corporation  or  company.  He  shall  be  ex  officio,  a  member 
of  the  Defence  Council  of  the  Department  of  National 
Defence. 

(5)  The  Chairman  shall  be  paid  for  his  services  such 
remuneration  as  the  Governor  in  Council  may  from  time 
to  time  determine. 

(6)  Members  of  the  Board  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
and  be  paid  their  actual  disbursements  for  travelling  and 
living  expenses  necessarily  incurred  by  them  while  absent 
from  their  place  of  residence  in  connection  with  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duties  under  this  Part  and,  except  in  the 
case  of  the  Chairman,  a  per  diem  allowance  to  be  fixed  by 
the  Governor  in  Council  for  attendance  at  meetings  of  the 
Board  or  while  otherwise  exclusively  engaged  upon  the 
business  of  the  Board. 

(7)  The  Chairman  and  one  other  member  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum. 
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(8)  In  the  event  of  an  equality  of  votes  at  any  meeting  Equal  votes, 
of  the  Board  the  Chairman  shall  have  a  casting  vote. 

(9)  If  any  member  is  unable  at  any  time  by  reason  substitute 
of  absence,  incapacity  or  other  inability  to  perform  the  member- 
duties  of  his  office,  the  Governor  in  Council  may  appoint 
temporarily  a  substitute  member  upon  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  the  Governor  in  Council  may  determine. 

(10)  The  headquarters  of  the  Board  shall  be  at  Ottawa,  JJeetii^ 
and  the  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  at  Ottawa  or  °  °ar 
at  such  other  places  as  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  may 
decide. 

(11)  Before  any  member  enters  upon  the  execution  of  his  £g^of 
duties,  he  shall  take  and  subscribe,  before  the  Clerk  of  °  ce* 
the  Privy  Council,  an  oath  which  shall  be  filed  in  the  office 

of  the  said  Clerk,  in  the  following  form: 


"I 

solemnly  and  sincerely  swear  that  I  will  faithfully  and 
honestly  fulfil  the  duties  which  devolve  upon  me  as 
Chairman  (or  as  a  member)  of  the  Defence  Purchasing 
Board.    So  Help  Me  God." 


4.  (1)  The  Board  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Powers  of 
Act,  have  the  exclusive  power  to  negotiate,  recommend  to  Board- 
the  Minister  of  Finance,  and,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Governor  in  Council,  execute  on  behalf  of  His  Majesty  any 
contract.  The  Board  shall  also  have  the  exclusive  power 
to  superintend  and  enforce  the  performance  of  all  contracts

by  mutual  consent  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  variance 
were  a  contract  negotiated  after  this  Act  comes  into  force. 

(2)  No  action  shall  be  taken  by  the  Board  leading  to  the  Requisition 
negotiation  of  a  contract  except  upon  requisition  made  by  Minister 
upon  the  Board  by  the  Minister. 

(3)  Such  requisition  shall  specify  in  detail, 

(a)  the  defence  equipment  to  be  purchased,  the  quantity  Detaila  of 
thereof  and  specifications  therefor,  the  time  and  place  requisition, 
of  delivery,  the  parliamentary  appropriation  available 

for  such  purchase,  the  quantity  of  such  defence  equip- 
ment already  in  the  possession  of  the  Government  of 
Canada  or  contracted  for  but  not  yet  delivered,  and 
such  other  data  as  may  be  considered  requisite;  or 

(b)  the  defence  project  to  be  constructed,  erected,  im- 
proved or  extended,  the  location  of  the  same,  the  plans, 
drawings  and  specifications  therefor,  if  necessary,  the 
estimated  cost,  the  approximate  date  at  which  such 
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project  is  required  to  be  completed,  the  parliamentary 
appropriation  available  to  meet  the  cost  thereof,  and 
such  other  data  as  may  be  considered  requisite; 
and  any  such  requisition  shall  be  subject  to  revision  by 
the  Board  upon  approval  by  the  Minister. 

Tenders.  (4)  In  respect  of  all  contracts,  the  Board  shall,  wherever 
practicable,  invite  tenders  either  by  means  of  advertise- 
ments in  the  public  press  or  otherwise.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Board  to  ensure  that  tenders  in  respect  of  any 
contracts  for  the  purchase  of  any  defence  equipment  pro- 
duced or  manufactured  in  Canada  or  for  the  construction 
of  any  defence  project  are  invited  from  every  person  in 
Canada  believed  by  the  Board  to  be  capable  of  performing 
the  contract,  unless  for  reasons  of  military  secrecy  or  for 
other  good  and  sufficient  reasons  the  Board  is  of  the  opinion 
that  it  is  not  in  the  public  interest  to  invite  tenders  in  this 
way.  The  Board  shall  recommend  the  acceptance  of  the 
lowest  tender  submitted  unless  the  Board  be  satisfied  that 
the  person  submitting  such  tender  is  not  capable  of  carrying 
out  the  contract  or  that  for  any  other  reason  it  is  not  in 
the  public  interest  that  the  contract  should  be  awarded  to 
such  person,  but  in  any  such  case  the  Board  shall  make  a 
detailed  report  to  the  Minister  of  Finance  setting  forth  the 
reasons  why  the  lowest  tender  was  not  recommended  for 
acceptance,  and  the  Minister  of  Finance  shall  submit  any 
such  report  to  the  Governor  in  Council  with  his  recommend- 
ations. 

(5)  In  respect  of  any  contract  for  which  the  Board  has 
decided  that  it  is  impracticable  to  invite  tenders,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Board 

(a )  to  provide  such  safeguards  in  the  terms  of  the  con- 
tract as  shall  ensure  that  the  defence  equipment  or  the 
defence  projects  being  contracted  for  shall  be  secured 
or  executed  at  a  fair  and  reasonable  cost  to  the  Govern- 
ment of  Canada  and  without  unfair  or  unreasonable 
profit  to  the  contractor,  sub-contractor,  manufacturer, 
supplier  or  other  person;  and 

(b )  to  state  clearly  in  a  report  to  the  Minister  of  Finance 
the  reasons  which  may  have  led  the  Board  to  decide 
that  it  was  impracticable  to  invite  tenders  and  the 
Minister  of  Finance  shall  submit  any  such  report  to 
the  Governor  in  Council  with  his  recommendations. 

(6)  In  respect  of  any  proposed  contract  for  the  purchase  of 
any  defence  equipment  outside  Canada,  the  Board  shall 
state  clearly  in  a  report  to  the  Minister  of  Finance  the 
reasons  why  any  such  defence  equipment  is  not  to  be 
purchased  in  Canada  and  the  Minister  of  Finance  shall 
submit  any  such  report  to  the  Governor  in  Council  with 
his  recommendations.

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Gold  Clauses  Act,  1939.  short  title. 

2.  The  expression  "gold  clause  obligation"  in  this  Act  "gj>.ld  c.lauff 
means  any  obligation  heretofore  or  hereafter  incurred  °  lga  lon* 
(including  any  such  obligation  which  has,  at  any  time 
heretofore   or  hereafter,   matured  or  been  repudiated) 

which  purports  to  give  to  the  creditor  a  right  to  require 
payment  in  gold  or  in  gold  coin  or  in  an  amount  of  money 
measured  thereby,  and  includes  any  such  obligation  of  the 
Government  of  Canada  or  of  any  province. 

3.  The  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  have  full  force  and  Jg™£^n 
effect  notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  any  other  obstante, 
statute  or  law.

An  Act  respecting  Stockyards,  Live  Stock  and  Live  Stock 
Products  and  Poultry  Production. 

[Assented  to  3rd  June,  1939.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: — 

SHORT  TITLE. 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Live  Stock  and  Live  short  title. 
Stock  Products  Act,  1939. 

INTERPRETATION. 

2.  In  this  Act  and  in  anv  regulation  made  thereunder,  Definitions, 
unless  the  context  otherwise  requires, — 

(a)  "Department"  means  the  Department  of  Agricul- •  'Depart- 
ture;  ment"- 

(b )  "grade"  means  the  classification  of  any  live  stock  "grade", 
or  live  stock  product  according  to  the  prescribed 
standards  and  "to  grade"  or  "grading"  shall  have  a  ]t'to  gr.ad<j"- 
corresponding  meaning;  grading". 

(c)  "inspector"  means  any  official  appointed,  or  desig- "inspector", 
nated  by  the  Minister,  to  perform,  as  such,  certain 
specified  duties  under  this  Act; 

(d)  "Minister"  means  the  Minister  of  Agriculture;  "Minister". 

(e)  "standards"  means  those  rules,  tests,  measures  or  "standards", 
specifications  by  which  the  quality  or  grade  of  a  pro- 
duct is  determined.

6.  Proceedings  taken  under  this  Act  for  a  violation 
thereof  or  of  regulations  thereunder  or  conviction  recorded 
in  respect  thereto  shall  in  no  way  affect  the  right  of  any 
person  to  any  other  legal  remedy  to  which  he  would  or 
may  otherwise  be  entitled. 

7.  Any  pecuniary  penalty  imposed  upon  conviction  for

8.  The  Minister  may  appoint  or  authorize  any  group

(f )  "live  stock"  means  horses,  cattle,  sheep,  swine,  and  "hve  stock"- 
fur-bearing  animals  raised  in  captivity; 

(g)  "live  stock  exchange"  means   an   organization  °^  exChtnge"k

•stockyard".  (fo  )  "stockyard"  means  any  area  of  land  in  operation  as  a 
public  market  for  the  purchase  and  sale  of  live  stock 
declared  by  the  Minister  to  be  a  stockyard  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Part,  with  the  buildings,  fences, 
gates,  chutes,  weigh  scales  and  other  equipment 
situated  thereon  and  used  in  connection  therewith,  or 
any  area  of  land  used  for  the  accommodation  of  live 
stock  at  ocean  ports  of  export  which  may  be  declared 
by  the  Minister  to  be  a  stockyard  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Part.

( d )  the  manner  in  which  receipts,  classifications,  weights 
and  purchase  prices  of  all  live  stock  shall  be  recorded 
at  stockyards  and  packers'  yards  and  made  ava  lable 
to  the  Minister; 

(e)  the  manner  in  which  calves  are  to  be  subjected  to 
ante  mortem  inspection; 

(f )  the  manner  in  which  calves  condemned  by  inspectors 
shall  be  disposed  of; 

(g )  the  manner  in  which  business  is  to  be  conducted  by 
those  using  a  stockyard  operated  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Part; 

(h)  the  manner  in  which  shippers'  trust  accounts  shall 
be  kept  by  co-operative  associations  and  commission 
merchants  and  how  they  shall  operate; 

(i)  the  manner  in  which  live  stock  consigned  for  sale  on 
commission  may  be  pooled  for  sale  and  how  the  pro- 
ceeds thereof  shall  be  accounted  for; 

(j)  any  other  matter  which  may  be  deemed  necessary  for 
the  efficient  enforcement  of  this  Part.

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(d)  operating  under  this  Act,  refuses  or  neglects  to  keep 
proper  books  or  records  relating  to  such  operation,  or 
refuses  access  to  such  books  or  records  to  any  inspector 
or  representative  of  the  Minister; 

(e )  renders  or  causes  to  be  rendered  an  account  of  pur- 
chase or  sale  showing  the  purchase  or  sale  of  live  stock 
not  actually  or  bona  fide  made; 

(f )  renders  or  causes  to  be  rendered  an  account  of  pur- 
chase or  sale  and  fails  to  state  on  such  account  the 
name  of  the  owner  or  the  person,  firm,  or  corporation 
from  or  to  whom  the  live  stock  was  purchased  or  sold 
together  with  each  and  every  item  of  purchase  or  sale; 

(g)  falsely  weighs  or  records,  under  a  purported  sale, 
the  sale  of  any  live  stock  to  any  person  other  than  an 
actual  purchaser; 

(h)  renders  an  account  of  purchase  or  sale  which  does 
not  correspond  with  the  record  of  purchase  or  sale; 

(i)  fails  to  comply  with  any  regulation  respecting  the 
pooling  of  live  stock  or  the  account  therefor; 

(j )  being  a  commission  merchant  or  co-operative  asso- 
ciation, purchases  or  offers  to  purchase  without  the 
consent  of  the  owner  or  his  agent,  live  stock  consigned 
to  himself  or  itself  for  sale; 

( k )  allows  the  use  of  his  or  their  name  in  weighing  live 
stock  not  actually  sold  to  or  cleared  through  such  person; 

(I)  being  a  commission  merchant  or  co-operative  asso- 
ciation, or  a  member  of  any  firm  or  corporation  oper- 
ating as  such,  gives  credit  or  financial  assistance  to  or 
guarantees  the  payment  of  or  pays  directly  or  indirectly 
for  live  stock  purchased  by  or  on  the  account  of  a 
dealer; 

(m )  being  a  commission  merchant  or  co-operative  asso- 
ciation, operates  in  a  dual  capacity  of  commission 
merchant  and  dealer  or  co-operative  association  and 
dealer; 

shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  and  liable  upon  summary  con- 
viction in  the  case  of  a  first  offence  to  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  one  hundred  dollars,  and  in  the  case  of  a  second  or 
subsequent  offence  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  three  hundred 
dollars  or  to  imprisonment  for  a  term  of  not  less  than  one 
month  and  not  exceeding  six  months,  with  or  without  hard 
labour,  or  to  both  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Contravening  32.  Any  person  who  contravenes  any  regulation  under 
regulations,  fois  Act  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  and  liable,  upon  sum- 
mary conviction,  in  the  case  of  a  first  offence  to  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  and  in  the  case  of  a  second 
or  subsequent  offence  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars 
or  to  imprisonment  for  a  term  of  not  less  than  ten  days  and 
not  exceeding  one  month,  with  or  without  hard  labour,  or 
to  both  fine  and  imprisonment.

(e)  "live  stock  products"  means  meat,  raw  hides  and  "livestock 
skins,  raw  furs,  dressed  poultry,  eggs  or  wool;  products  . 

(f )  "package"  means  any  bag,  barrel,  box,  can,  case,  "package",

An  Act  respecting  Official  Secrets. 

[Assented  to  3rd  June,  1939.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows : — 

SHORT  TITLE. 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Official  Secrets  Act.        short  title. 

INTERPRETATION. 

2.  In  this  Act,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  interpreta-

munitions  of  war  or  any  sketches,  plans,  models,  or 
documents  relating  thereto,  or  for  the  purpose  of 
getting  any  metals,  oil  or  minerals  of  use  in  time  of 
war;

An  Act  to  Assist  Agriculture  in  the  Prairie  Provinces. 

[Assented  to  3rd  June,  1939.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows: — 

SHORT  TITLE. 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Prairie  Farm  Assistance  short  title.

6.  (1)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  The  Canada 
Grain  Act  a  levy  of  one  per  centum  shall  be  deducted  from 
the  purchase  price  of  all  grain  purchased  by  or  through 
the  managers  of  licensed  country  elevators,  licensed  grain 
dealers,  licensed  track  buyers  or  licensed  commission  mer- 
chants and  unless,  previously  deducted  by  such  licensees,

CHAP.  51. 


An  Act  to  provide  for  the  constitution  of  a  Salt  Fish  Board. 

[Assented  to  3rd  June,  1939.] 

WHEREAS  various  causes  of  as  well  foreign  as  domestic  Preamble, 
origin  have  produced  within  the  Eastern  provinces 
of  Canada,  with  relation  to  fishermen,  meaning  fishermen 
producers,  an  emergent  condition  whereunder  such  fisher- 
men are  unable  to  obtain  for  fish  intended  for  export  prices 
sufficient  to  enable  them  to  continue  production  of  fish 
for  such  purpose; 

And  Whereas  the  trade  and  commerce  of  Canada  is, 
by  reason  of  the  premises,  prejudiced  and  impaired; 

Therefore,  to  the  end  that  such  fishermen  may  secure 
for  their  fish  prices  sufficient  to  enable  continuance  of 
production,  His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: — 

SHORT  TITLE. 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Salt  Fish  Board  Act        short  title. 

INTERPRETATION. 

2.  In  this  Act  and  in  any  regulation  made  thereunder,  Definitions, 
unless  the  context  otherwise  requires, — 

(a)  "Board"  means  the  Board  created  by  this  Act;  "Board." 

(b)  "Minister"  means  the  Minister  of  Fisheries;  "Minister." 

(c)  "export"  and  "exported"  mean  export  and  exported  "export." 
from  Canada  to  another  country;  "exported." 

(d)  "exporter"  means  a  fisherman  or  co-operative  group  "exporter."

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3.  (1)  There  shall  be  a  board  to  be  known  as  the  Salt 
Fish  Board  which  shall  consist  of  three  members  appointed 
by  the  Governor  in  Council. 

(2)  One  of  the  members  shall  be  appointed  Chairman  and 
another  Vice-Chairman.  The  Chairman,  who  shall  be  an 
officer  of  the  Department  of  Fisheries,  shall  preside  at 
meetings  of  the  Board  and,  in  his  absence,  the  Vice-Chair- 
man. The  other  two  members  shall  be  appointed  as 
representatives  of  the  fishermen-producers,  whether  co-oper- 
ative or  otherwise. 

(3)  Each  member  shall  hold  office  during  pleasure. 

(4)  The  remuneration  of  the  members  of  the  Board  shall 
be  fixed  by  the  Governor  in  Council. 

(5)  Two  members  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

(6)  The  headquarters  of  the  Board  shall  be  at  the  city  of 
Halifax  in  the  province  of  Nova  Scotia. 

4.  The  Board,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor  in 
Council,  may  appoint  and  employ  such  technical  or  other 
officers,  clerks  and  employees  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
conduct  of  its  business  and  the  carrying  out  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act. 

5.  The  Board  shall 

(a)  investigate  and  report  to  the  Minister  upon  the 
marketing  of  salt  fish  in  the  export  trade  and  explore  all 
possibilities  of  opening  up  new  marketing  outlets; 

( b )  devise  and  recommend  to  the  Minister  a  plan,  or 
plans,  which  may  be  adopted  for  the  orderly  marketing 
of  fish,  salt  or  to  be  salted,  with  a  view  to  improving 
conditions  and  bringing  greater  returns  to  the  primary 
producer  and  the  exporter; 

(c)  study  and  report  to  the  Minister  upon  the  best 
methods  of  preparing  salt  fish  for  the  various  export 
markets,  to  include, 

(i)  the  manner  of  curing  and  packing  and  the  marking 
of  packages  for  export; 

(ii)  arrangements  for  an  adequate  inspection  of  salt 
fish  for  export,  and  the  supervising  of  such; 

(d)  study  and  recommend  to  the  Minister  means  of 
insuring  the  use  of  a  proper  grade  and  kind  of  salt  for 
curing  the  various  species  of  fish. 

O.  The  Board  may — 

(a)  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  to  ensure  that  such  assistance  reaches  the 
fishermen-producers  give  assistance  to  exporters  in 
such  form  and  manner  and  to  such  extent  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  determined  by  the  Board  and  approved 
by  the  Governor  in  Council,  provided  that  the  assist- 
ance given  to  any  exporter  during  any  marketing 
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season  shall  not  exceed  in  value  twenty-five  per 
centum  of  the  value  as  estimated  or  found  by  the 
Board  at  the  point  and  time  of  export  of  the  fish  in 
respect  of  which  such  assistance  is  given; 

(b )  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor  in  Council  estab-  Terms  and 
lish  by  regulation  and  from  time  to  time  vary  the  terms  con  ltlons* 
and  conditions  under  which  assistance  may  be  given 
under  this  section ; 

(c)  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor  in  Council  enter  Agreement 
into  an  agreement  with  any  exporter  providing  for  the  ^porter, 
sale  by  the  Board,  for  such  exporter,  of  fish  during  any 
marketing  season.  - 

7.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  authorize  the  Minister  Advances, 
of  Finance  to  make  from  time  to  time  advances  to  the 
Board  from  moneys  appropriated  by  Parliament  for  the 
purposes  of  this  Act,  and  the  Board  may  expend  or  administer 

for  such  purposes  any  sum  or  sums  of  money  so  received. 

8.  (1)  With  the  approval  of  the  Governor  in  Council,  the  Advisory 
Board  may  appoint  advisory  committees  to  advise  it  in  committees- 
connection  with  the  marketing  of  fish.    Each  such  com-
